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Shane Watts (Kaw) scored the overall 
win in round two of the Grand Nation- 
al Cross Country Series in Macon, 
Georgia, March 7.

Saturday, Antunez was tops in 
both classes again, defeating Stephen- 
son and Jemomy Buehl (Hon) in the 
125cc class, and Stephenson and Smail 
in the 250cc race. Antunez scored his 
eighth consecutive win. Antunez leads 
the series with 981 points, over Buehl 
with 865 and Stephenson with 809.

Australian 500cc-class hopeful Mark 
Willis and the new Kiwi BSL three- 
cylinder racer will get their place on the 
GP grid, after IRTA added another slot 
to the original allotment of 25. Problems 
arose with the BSL entry after official 
first reserve team Tecmas kicked up a 
fuss after it seemed likely that IRTA had 
included the newcomers at their 
expense. The new move makes space for 
both teams, with the French outfit again 
fielding Sebastien Gimbert, who 
claimed one points-scoring finish in his 
debut season last year. Willis, who also 
scored points in his sole GP outing at 
Phillip Island, is scheduled to take part 
in this week's second round of IRTA 
tests at Phillip Island. He rode the new 
high-tech triple at the last tests there and 
at Sepang in Malaysia, but with only 
one bike running it was more in the 
nature of a shakedown. 


John Kocinski's name is still on the 
entry list, although there is no confir- 
mation of a team sponsor for the 
Honda V-four squad led by long- 
standing GP guru Erv Kanemoto. 
Kocinski and Kanemoto were at the 
IRTA tests with the 1998-spec bike that 
Max Biaggi rode to second place over- 
all - and Kocinski was flying, fastest 
right up until the last day, when he 
was narrowly pipped by MoviStar 
Pons rider Alex Barros. “We have a lit- 
tle time left - I'm not sure what will 
happen," said Kanemoto at Jerez. The 
Japanese-American team owner, who 
has won titles in the past with Freddie 
Spencer, Eddie Lawson, Luca Cadalora 
and Biaggi, has a history of last-minute 
team rescues, precariously financed. 
He hasn't missed a season since 1982. 
Kocinski has a more checkered past - 
World Champion in 250s and Super- 
bikes, his GP comeback last year was 
an injury-hit disappointment, finishing 
12th overall, with a best of one fourth 
place. 


It's official: Four-strokes will be back in 
GP racing after just two more seasons, 
according to a statement from the FIM. 
But the ruling two-strokes will not dis- 
appear immediately, it seems. Accord- 
ing to Yamaha racing chief Toshimitsu 
lio, some sort of handicap formula will

Harley gets a better idea 


arley-Davidson announced that it has reached an agreement with the Ford 
Н Motor Company to join forces, with Ford sponsoring the Milwaukee motor- 
cycle manufacturer's VR1000 superbike team for the next five years. 

In a press conference held at Harley-Davidson's media center in Daytona on the 
Wednesday of Bike Week, the two companies, which both celebrated their 95th 
anniversaries last year, will enter into a series of technical and marketing ventures, 
starting the VR1000 team and blossoming toward Ford's and Harley's centennial 


anniversaries. 


“Both of these companies are leaders in their field, with loyal customers and 
very, very long histories," Harley-Davidson president Jeff Bleustein said. "We look 
at this as being an opportunity to share technical and marketing information 
between the two companies, and there is no better way than to start that off than 
with Ford's sponsorship of the Harley-Davidson Racing Team." 

The additional technical as well as financial support from Ford, a company with 
а tremendous history of racing success, should provide a tremendous boost for the 


VR program. 


- “I don't know,” Harley-Davidson rider Scott Russell commented. “I just want a 
new truck. No, I'm sure there's a lot of money in the deal, and that's probably what 
the program has been lacking - from what I understand. Every time it comes to the 
end of the year, they wonder if there's going to be enough budget for next year - at 
least that's what I've been hearing. But now they've got this deal and there's some 
money there. I think that's been holding them back for a long time. We can get this 
bike working - you throw enough money at anything and you can make it work. 


That's what Honda always does." 





er. The FIM statement described how 
the Grand Prix Manufacturers Associa- 
tion (GPMA) had approached them at 
the end of January to propose the intro- 
duction of four-strokes in 2001. The FIM 
had in turn asked "its concerned Com- 
missions to evaluate the technical condi- 
tions of such a change." The next step, 
in March, would be a meeting with its 
concerned commercial partners - Dorna 
for GPs, SBK International and Action 
Group International for Superbikes - "in 
order to reach an adequate new rule." 
FIM President Francesco Zerbi will then 
meet with the chief executives of all the 
manufacturers involved at the Japanese 
GP on April 25. "This change should 
receive a broad approval of all the par- 
ties concerned," the statement conclud- 
ed. The move was not unexpected, but 
the timing is one year earlier than most 
in GP racing had predicted. There are 
also grave misgivings in the GP pad- 
dock about the scale of costs involved in 
racing full prototype four-strokes. How- 
ever, if the grand plan is to downgrade 
Superbikes closer to production bikes, 
then GP bikes could still be the faster 
class even if production-based. The 
problem then would be making sure 
that the top class was faster than the 
250cc two-strokes. 


Alstare Suzuki, the Suzuki factory 
World Superbike team, tested at 
Monza in northern Italy on March 4-5, 
in preparation for the 1999 season that 
begins March 28, in Kyalami, South 
Africa, reports Cycle News contributor 
Paolo Gozzi. Superbike pilots Pier- 
Francesco Chili and Katusaki Fujiwara 
were on hand for the test, which saw 
rain on the first day and strong winds 
on day two. Fujiwara elected not to test 
on the wet track, though Chili braved 
the conditions for 24 laps to test Dun- 
lop's rain tires, tires that were last year 
clearly inferior to the Michelin wets 
used in World Superbike racing. 
Chili's best time was 2:04.50 on the 
first day. Day two was sunny and 
windy, but the Monza surface was still 
wet because of the trees near the track. 
A cautious Chili rode to a best lap of 
1:49.70, well off the record set last year 
by Aaron Slight of 1:46.856. Fujiwara's 
best time was 1:52.6. "The weather 
conditions were too bad to push hard," 
Chili said, after he returned to his 
home in Monte Carlo. “We had a lot of 
evolution parts to test, but we need 





another session to know if these parts 
can be used at Kyalami." Alstare Suzu- 
ki hopes to get in one more test at Mis- 
ano. 


Alstare's Supersport riders were also 
on hand at the two-day Monza test, 
with 1998 Champion Fabrizio Pirovano 
and Stephane Chambon putting the 
team's GSX-R600s through the paces. 
Dunlop had similar wet-weather diffi- 
culties in last year's Supersport series 
as it had in Superbike racing, and 
because of this both riders spent a 
good deal of time riding the wet track. 
Pirovano, an excellent wet-weather 
rider, put in 27 laps with a best time of 
2:13.41, while his teammate Chambon 
turned in a time of 2:16.58 just prior to 
a crash in the chicane after 10 laps. 
Chambon was unhurt. The next day, 
Chambon turned in a best time of 
1:55.1,. Pirovano a 1:55.7 before crash- 
ing without injury. The Monza super- 
sport record was set last year by 
Pirovano at 1:53.508. 


Michelin has scheduled a tire test at 
Misano for March 9-11, at which sever- 
al of the Michelin-supported Superbike 
teams will get another opportunity to 
test their new machinery and tires. In 
addition to the factory Ducati team, 
Aprilia and Yamaha will be on hand. 
In addition, it will be the first time 
Doriano Romboni will ride his 1998 
factory Ducati 996. It will also be Alex 
Gramigni’s first time out on his Yama- 
ha R7. The test is of particular impor- 
tance for Yamaha, since the R7 - in the 
hands of Noriyuki Haga and Vittori- 
ano Guareschi - got off to a slow start 
in tests last month at Kyalami. 


Aprilia World Superbike rider Peter 
Goddard has expressed concerns about 
the proposed 2001 four-stroke GP 
class, claiming that the new weapons 
will far-outstrip existing tire technolo- 
gy, according to Cycle News contributor 
Darryl Flack. The 34-year-old Aus- 
tralian also said that Honda will be 
unbeatable in any open four-stroke 
class. Honda is rumored to be develop- 
ing a 1000cc V-six engine, possibly 
with pneumatic valve activation. 
“Honda will just dominate more than 
they ever have,” said Goddard. 
“Honda has more four-stroke technolo- 
gy than all the other factories com- 
bined. Through their involvement with 
Formula One, they’ve spent more time 











and more money developing four- 
strokes than anyone.” In addition to 
these issues, Goddard also said that 
such a class will prove far more costly 
than the 500cc two-strokes which have 
dominated the blue-riband class since 
Giacomo Agostini won the 1975 cham- 
pionship on an in-line Yamaha. “The 
expense will increase, oh, tenfold,” he 
claimed. “The cost of four-stroke 
development is far higher than two- 
stroke development.” Goddard, who 
has ridden for Suzuki’s GP 500cc team, 
the Harris World Superbike team and 
the Suzuki France WEC squad, said 
that while an open formula would 
allow the factories unlimited horse- 
power, it will be restricted by current 
tire technology. ^We've got to be real- 
istic about it because Superbikes are 
Superbikes because they are 1000cc, 
and they've become too fast and too 
fast powerful. So there's no way 
they're going to have a 1000cc (GP) 
four-stroke, because the thing will be 
putting out over 200 bhp. It'll look 
good on the track but it will be melting 
tires. "They won't be able to put down 
that much power. They'll have to make 
a more ridable bike, which is good for 
the end-user, the road user. Whether 
this all pans out, or whether the class 
will actually happen the way it's been 
reported, we don't know yet," he 
added. 


The Australian Superbike Series is 
currently in crisis, after reports that the 
opening round of the 1999 Shell 
Advance Road Race Series Champi- 
onships scheduled for Baskerville, Tas- 
mania, March 14 is being boycotted by 
the distributor-backed Superbike 
teams, due to the expense of traveling 
to the island and the late inclusion of 
the round on the calendar. 


According to a press release from the 
Motorcycle Riders Foundation, the U.S. 
Department of Transportation 
responded to inquiries about the pro- 
posed Chicago motorcycle ban on 
Lake Shore Drive. Illinois Congress- 
men Ray LaHood (R) and John 
Shimkus (R) wrote to the DOT to 
inform department secretary Rodney 
Slater of the ordinance proposed by 
Alderwoman Holt of the Chicago city 
council. The ordinance would ban 
motorcycles from a portion of U.S. 
Highway 41 known as Lake Shore 
Drive between the hours of 11 p.m. 





and 6 a.m. However, language includ- 
ed in the Transportation Equity Act for 
the Twenty-First Century (TEA-21), 
prohibits the banning of motorcycles 
from roads using federal funds, unless 
it is a safety-related issue. The attempt- 
ed ban in Chicago, however, is noise- 
related, though aldermen supporting 
the ban said it was also a safety issue 
in response to late-night drag racing 
and speeding, though laws against 
those practices already exist in Chicago 
and the MRF contends that those laws 
should be enforced rather than creat- 
ing a new law in the form of a total 
ban. Slater indicated in a letter that the 
legal staff to the city council had rec- 
ommended dropping the proposed 
ordinance and the Chicago Depart- 
ment of Transportaion was aware that 
such restrictions would violate Subsec- 
tion (b), Section 102 of Title 23 of TEA- 
2] and that he was supporting the 
CDOT's position. 


New Team Suzuki rider Kenny 
Roberts Jr. was once again the fastest 
man on the track on the third day of 
IRTA tests at Phillip Island on March 6, 
driving home his advantage after dom- 
inating the previous day's testing as 
well. This was the third round of IRTA 
tests, open to all teams, and Roberts 
was also fastest at the second round, at 
Sepang in Malaysia in February, 
though at the Sepang test Roberts was 
riding a modified 1998 bike rather than 
the all-new machine he used in Phillip 
Island. Teammate Nobuatsu Aoki also 
improved his performance as he grew 
accustomed to the changes, placing 
fifth overall. The Japanese rider was 
scheduled to continue testing Sunday, 
while Roberts was set take the day off 
to go to the Formula One car GP at 
Melbourne, with race engineer Bob 
Toomey and team manager Garry Tay- 
lor. Roberts' closest rival at the test 
was Honda's Alex Criville, who put in 
a best lap of 1:32.305, roughly a half- 
second off Roberts' best time of 
1:31.837, which was well inside the 
existing lap record. In fact, the time 
was the fastest ever at the resurfaced 
circuit, bettering Mick Doohan's 
1:32.197 set at the previous IRTA test. 


Kenny Roberts Jr. also tested a 
Doohan-style "Screamer" engine at 
Phillip Island - and liked it so much he 
might use it all season. “I jumped on it 
this morning, did five laps to break it 
in, then 15 fast laps. Twelve of them 
were in the 1:32s," he said. "I'm keep- 
ing my options open, but it sure does 
have a good feeling. But I've still asked 
the factory for more acceleration," said 
Roberts. "Our top speed is not bad, but 
it takes a little time to get there. The 
bike's handling has been getting better 
every time, since our first tests in 
November last year. This latest version 
has a new chassis/rear suspension 
combination, which is better again. We 
want to go further in that same direc- 
tion either at next week's tests or after 
that in Japan, and I expect we can 
improve it still further. There's still 
more to be done. I said at the last tests 
at Jerez that the bike was at about 80 
percent of what we need. Now it's up 
to about 90 percent. We just need a lit- 
tle more - though those last few per- 
centage points are always the hardest 
to find. The way the factory engineers 
and the team are working together, I’m 
confident we can be aiming for the top- 
three rostrum at least by the time the 
season starts in April," he added.

M can mean the difference 

between life and death 
in the world of the emergency 
medical technician. Often, 
those precious minutes can be 
lost when an ambulance is 
snarled in heavy traffic. The 
Saint Barnabas Health Care 
System (SBHCS) in New Jersey 
has found one solution: Have 
the paramedics ride motorcy- 
cles. 

Recently, BMW of North 
American teamed up with 
SBHCS to form the country's 
first hospital-based, motorcy- 
cle-equipped paramedic team. 
The paramedics will ride two 
specially equipped BMW R 
1100 RT-P motorcycles. 

The “P” in the designation 
BMW R 1100 RT-P stands for 
police. Like their civilian siblings, this “authority” version fea- 
tures BMW’s two-cylinder, 1085cc, four-stroke Boxer engine 
delivering 90 hp at 7250 rpm. Standard safety features include 
BMW’s antilock braking system that operates independently on 
both front and rear wheels. Creature comforts include an electri- 
cally adjustable windshield, allowing riders to tailor windflow to 
riding speed and body proportions; electrically heated hand- 
grips; an adjustable shift lever; and front and rear protection 
bars. Like the R 1100 RT-Ps used in law-enforcement work, these 
blue-and-white bikes have special lighting and a siren. They are 
also equipped with auxiliary cooling fans, essential for an engine 
that must often be kept idling or running at low speeds for long 
periods without overheating. A heavy-duty 700-watt alternator 
keeps the battery charged during long tours of duty with elec- 
tronic gear in use. An auxiliary battery is totally independent of 
the motorcycle’s engine, to allow for emergency lighting. 

While Harleys and Kawasakis are still much more common 
for law-enforcement work on American roads, BMW is making 
serious inroads into this highly visible market. For instance, the 
California Highway Patrol will soon have several hundred BMW 
1100 RT-Ps in its fleet, and the Oregon State Patrol has a dozen 


on duty. Worldwide, BMW is the largest supplier of authority 


motorcycles. 

The paramedic motorcycles carry the same equipment and 
medical supplies found on emergency paramedic vehicles, 
including external defibrillators, EKGs, advanced airway equip- 





ment, external pacemakers, glucometers, pulse oximeters, trauma 
equipment, and any needed drugs and supplies. The two motor- 
cycles purchased travel as a team, in accordance with State of 
New Jersey regulations. 

The 12 paramedics selected for the team are part of the 
SBHCS's Mobile Intensive Care Department. Besides being 
licensed paramedics, each has years of experience riding motor- 
cycles. In addition, all have completed the Motorcycle Safety 
Foundation’s Experienced Rider Course. 

The motorcycle-riding paramedics like the extremely power- 
ful electrical system and antilock brakes. Management likes the 
overall low cost of ownership and operation. A motorcycle’s 
excellent maneuverability allows paramedics to respond quickly 
through crowds, gridlock, rough terrain and the like. 

Motorcycle paramedic teams work especially well during spe- 
cial events. SHBCS personnel participate in more than 450 events, 
from VIP escorts to congested community gatherings. 

Paramedic motorcycles can ensure quick response and pro- 
vide emergency medical assistance in situations with limited 
accessibility. As an additional duty, the Saint Barnabas Motorcy- 
cle Paramedic Team works with law-enforcement agencies and 
motorcycle clubs to increase awareness of motorcycle safety and 
decrease the incidence of injuries and deaths. There are 92,000 
registered motorcycles in New Jersey and, in 1998, 5.6 percent of 
total traffic-accident fatalities involved motorcyclists.

ble while visiting the Roberts garage 
with my youngest daughter Anna- 
marie. I had taken her to meet Junior 
and explained to her that his father was 
King Kenny. Kenny spent more than an 
hour talking to my daughter and I. 
During our conversation, it was 
revealed the Junior was racing with a 
broken collarbone.

When we returned to Kenny's 
garage, he remembered who my daugh- 
ter was and asked for permission to take 
her to the movies. I was reluctant, as my 
daughter was only 16 years old at the 
time. Kenny reassured me that his 
upbringing from (King Kenny) was very 
strict and that he did not drink or smoke 
and he would be a real gentleman. After 
much consideration, I decided to let my 
daughter go out with Junior. 

He was a true gentleman, picking her 
up on time and bringing her back on 
time, as he had promised. My daughter 
was very impressed with KR Jr. and 
what a nice guy he was. King Kenny, 
you should be proud of your son. He is 
a real gentlemen.

f life and racing were entirely fair, two 

men would have won the 58th run- 

ning of the Daytona 200 by Arai. After 
one hour and 47 minutes of never being 
further apart than just a few seconds, 
American Honda's Miguel DuHamel 
crossed the finish line just .014 of a second 
ahead of Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin 
- and both were truly deserving of victory 
in what was the fastest Daytona 200 in the 
storied history of the race. 

From the flash of the green light to 
the checkered flag, DuHamel and 
Mladin were in a class of their own. 
They ran together throughout, and not 
even the two scheduled pit stops could 
split them up. And no one else in the 63- 
rider field could come close to matching 
their pace. Their pace was such that by 
the end of the race, the pair had lapped 
all the way up to eighth place - and that 
was three-time AMA Superbike Nation- 
al Champion Doug Chandler.

The pace was fast, but it was the 
intensity of the racing that stood out. 
Rarely do Daytona 200s feature such 
vehement racing from beginning to end. 
This one did. In fact, the margin of vic- 
tory was the second closest in history - 
and DuHamel was in the closest, when 
he beat Scott Russell in 1996. DuHamel 
and the Honda RC45 had the upper 
hand on the banking, Mladin and the 
Suzuki were quicker through the infield. 
He had to be to keep pace. 

“Mat (Mladin) and I were always 
together there," DuHamel said. “1 was 
always hoping to get a little bit of a 
break. Every time I saw that I had a little 
gap, Id try to save myself and the bike a 
little bit. And then Mat would come by 
me. It was a hard race, and I give a lot of 
credit to Mat. He stayed there with me 
and I think my bike was better - actually, 
I know my bike was faster. It was a great 
race. We were just going at it. I felt really 
comfortable out there with Mat, running 
close, and it just went well. The race pace 
was fast. I couldn't believe it. Every time 
I came by and looked at my board, it 
was low 51s and stuff like that."

week by the time Thursday night rolled around. It got a 
lot tougher during the wee hours of Friday morning when 
Russell was assaulted in Razzles, a Daytona Beach nightclub. 
The five-time winner of the Daytona 200 suffered two facial 
fractures in the altercation, spent the night in the hospital and 
returned to his Georgia home on Friday afternoon to see his 


S cott “Mr. Daytona" Russell was already having a tough

"I can't believe I’m not out there for the Daytona 200," Russell said 
in a press release issued by Harley-Davidson on Sunday, March 7. “I’m 


sorry that this happened. I did not provoke it in any way. I'd like to 


thank all my fans and say I’m sorry you won't be able to see me try and 
win my sixth Daytona 200 today. I wish my teammate Pascal Picotte the 
best of luck, and I can't wait to get back on the track and win one for 


Harley-Davidson." 








The win was DuHamel’s third in the 
Daytona 200, as he added this one to his 
1991 and 1996 victories. It was also his 
22nd career victory in AMA Superbike 
racing, and he averaged a record 113.469 
mph for the 200-mile race. 

The battle for third was equally as 
scintillating as the one for victory - 
though it toók place more than a minute 
behind the DuHamel/Mladin scrap - 
and it featured Yamaha's Rich Oliver 
and Vance & Hines Ducati's Ben 
Bostrom. The two were seemingly 
hooked together throughout the 200 
miles, and it came down to a typical 
Daytona drafting battle - with Oliver 
beating Bostrom to the finish line by just 
.002 of a second. 

Fifth place went to Daytona 200 rook- 
ie Steve Rapp and the Yoshimura Suzu- 
ki, all alone some 26 seconds behind 
Bostrom. Rapp was surprisingly quick 
throughout and managed to make up 
for a few rookie mistakes and a very 
close call with disaster. The mistakes 
stemmed mainly from pit stops. First, he 
missed his signboard calling him into 
the pits; then, when he finally did pit, he 


Just when Russell will return to 
action was unknown at press time, 
though it's doubtful that he'll make 
the next round of the series in 
Phoenix, Arizona, on March 21. 

Russell had qualified. 15th on 
Thursday, but with the altercation 
taking place on Friday morning, he 
was unable to try to improve on that 
time in Friday's final session, This 
year's race marked the first time since 
1987 that a Daytona 200 was run with- 
out Russell on its starting grid. 

"After talking to the doctor who 
examined him, 1 agreed with Scott 
that it was best for him to sit this one 
out and begin his recovery," Harley- 
Davidson team manager Steve 
Scheibe said. "Scott feels as badly as 
we do that he has to miss.the race and 


wants to return to action as soon as possible." 
Ironically, it was at Razzles that fellow Georgian Aaron Yates was 
assaulted last year and suffered a broken jaw. Yates, however, was able 


to race with the jaw wired, and he finished sixth.

stalled the motor. Disaster almost came 
when he lost the rear end through the 
high-speed kink, running off on the 
grass at more than 100 mph. Rapp man- 
aged to save it, then ran on the grass all 
the way to the apex of the second horse- 
shoe. He managed to get the bike 
stopped. just before colliding with the 
rest of the pack trying to negotiate the 
corner. 

Rapp's teammate Jason Pridmore put 
his Suzuki GSX-R750 across the line in 
sixth place, happy in his first ride on the 
bike and on the team. It was a good day 
in all for Yoshimura, as they put three of 
their bikes in the top six. 

The first Kawasaki to cross the line 
was ridden by Aaron Yates, in his debut 
on the Muzzy Kawasaki. The Georgian 
led his teammate Chandler to the finish 
line, with both riders lacking the top 
speed to finish any higher. 

Behind the two Muzzy bikes came 
the two Fast By Ferracci Ducatis, with 
Larry Pegram and Matt Wait filling the 
top 10 on the first non-Dunlop-shod 
motorcycles in the field. Pegram ran 
near the front until encountering brake 
problems, and Wait was never a factor, 
as he battled a severe wobble for the 
entire 200 miles. 

Vance & Hines Ducati's Anthony 
Gobert had another miserable Daytona 
200. The Australian qualified on pole 
position with a new lap record (see 
Qualifying sidebar), but his race was 
bad from the beginning. He blistered a 
tire early, and that put him out of pit- 
stop sequence with the rest; then he 
thought he had a faulty tire later in the 
race and had to pit for a fourth time. 
When all was said and done, he finished 
a disappointing 11th. 

Behind Gobert came the first priva-

teer finisher, 12th-placed Floridian 
Michael Barnes on the Dutchman Yama- 
ha. 

As is becoming the norm in AMA 
Superbike racing, the top of the result 
Sheet featured a variety of different 
brands. The results also answered the 
question: How many Hondas does it 
take to win the Daytona 200? In this 
case, just one. With his teammate Eric 
Bostrom a nonstarter after breaking his 
ankle in a qualifying crash, DuHamel 
had the lone Honda in the race. They 
didn't need any more representation 
than that. On the opposite end of the 
spectrum, there were 41 Suzukis repre- 
sented in the field. 


Notable nonfinishers included 





Harley-Davidson's Pascal Picotte 
(crash), Yamaha's Jamie Hacking 
(mechanical) and Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Steve Crevier (crash). 

The most notable nonstarter was 
Harley-Davidson's Scott Russell (see 
sidebar).

Without Mr. Daytona, the race went 
on, with DuHamel putting his head 
down from the start, leading into turn 
one and leading the first two laps. Mladin 
was already with him and the pair didn't 
waste any time in separating themselves 
from the pack. By the fifth lap, the duo 
led the pursuing pack by more than 2.5 
seconds. That pack was led by Rapp, with 





Oliver, Gobert, Pegram, Hacking, Yates 
and Chandler giving chase. 

Rapp's race got a little more hectic on 
the eighth lap, when he lost the rear end 
in the kink, sending him to the grass 
and almost into the line of fire in the 
next corner. 

"The back end went big," Rapp 
said. "I barely stopped before I got to 
the edge of the track. After that, I 
thought I'd be 13th or so for the whole 
race." 

The next to encounter trouble was 
Picotte. The French Canadian tumbled 
to a stop in the grass on the outside of 
turn one after hitting a false neutral in 
turn one. 

“I started downshifting and the 








transmission got in neutral somehow,” 
Picotte said, “so I can't ride it. It wasn't 
bad. I was off on the race setup, though, 
because we didn't have much time out 
there. We lost almost the first day; we 
lost qualifying on Thursday. I jumped 
on Scott's (Russell) bike and did two 
laps and it felt good - so I said, ‘I’m 
gonna go with that.' I didn't have any 
side grip at all. Unless the tire was off - 
that could happen also. I was trying to 
pick up the pace a little bit. I went 
around Doug (Chandler) and crashed. 
I'm really sore, but I’m okay." 

Then came the first of Gobert's prob- 
lems, as he blistered a tire and pitted 
early - on lap 12. It was the beginning of 
the end for the Australian, as he ended

who aren't on pole position. Even though many of the riders 

downplay the importance of being the fastest qualifier, they 
all know that being on pole for the Daytona is not only prestigious 
but also lucrative. 

Vance & Hines Ducati's Anthony Gobert (right) waited until 
Daytona to earn the first-ever pole of his AMA career, and he did 
it in impressive fashion, lapping the famous race place at 1:48.512 
(118.102 mph) for a new lap record and ownership of the Rolex 
Daytona that goes with it. In the process, Gobert gave Ducati just 
its fifth pole position for the 200 and the Italian marque's first 
since Troy Corser took it in 1996. 

The Rolex also came as an early birthday present, as the Aus- 
tralian turned 24 the day after putting his name in the record 
books. His pole and lap record also went a long way to making up 
for the Australian's qualifying disappointment of a season ago. 
Last year, Gobert did a lap time that would have been good 
enough for pole position. Unfortunately, he didn't know the tim- 
ing beacon was located in turn one, so he shut off early - all but 
handing the pole (and the Rolex) to Scott Russell. 

“It (his qualifying miscue from a season ago) has been bother- 
ing me a little bit,” Gobert said. “I just want to start this year fresh, 
and things have been going in the right direction so far in testing 
this year and also here today. Hopefully, we're at the crossroads 
and we're going down the right path. Last year our bike overheat- 
ed on the start line because we had a problem with the head gas- 
ket, but Ducati has worked really hard to improve the machine 
and improve that problem that they had. They've come a long 
way, and really, this is our best chance - for myself and Ducati - to 
win this race. I'd like to go out and make the most of it and hope- 
fully win on Sunday. Our machine seems to be set up very good, 
and it seems to be getting better each time I went out there. The 
last change we made before that qualifying was the key, I think. 
When we get the Ducati set up the way that I like it, we generally 
Seem to be the quickest. 1 think, hopefully, that we have enough so 
I can run consistently quick laps, and that'll be enough to win the 
race and be there at the end." 

Somewhat surprising was the fact that Gobert set his quick lap 
early in the second session. (Because of the number of entries, 
Daytona splits the field into odd and even numbers and runs two 
separate sessions.) Usually, the quick laps come very late in the 


р ole positions usually don't mean much - at least to those 


session, making for high drama. Gobert pretty much took that 
drama away by throwing down his time early on. 

“1 was actually disappointed, because I could only get one lap 
out of the tire - and that was the buildup lap," Gobert said. "I usu- 
ally go half a second quicker on the second lap, so I felt that I 
could have gone quicker again. On one hand, I was happy, but 
inside I was a little bit worried because I thought that somebody 
else might be able to get a couple of laps out of theirs (qualifying 
tires) and go quicker. I could only do one lap, and luckily it was 
enough to still get a decent time. I didn't get held up by any slow- 
er guys, and that's a key factor for me. The way that I push the 
front tire and get on the power pretty early, if I get held up by 
someone, it really affects my lap time. I also get really frustrated. I 
got a really clear lap and the Ducati was working awesomely. I 
had so much power, the thing was hard to ride - the front wheel 
was in the air all the time. That felt awesome. It felt like a GP bike, 
really. I’m almost ready to go back out and ride it again now. The 
thing was wheeleying everywhere - awesome!" 

As for the pole sitter's race strategy? 

"I'm not going to try and make a break or anything like that,” 
Gobert said. “I’m going to ride around and also try to finish the 
race. I don't think I've finished the 200 yet. Oh, I finished last year, 

* but it was kind of like not finishing. Hopefully, this year the bike 
will be good." 

Sitting next to Gobert on the front row would be fellow Aus- 
tralian Mat Mladin. The Yoshimura Suzuki rider lapped at 
1:49.155 on a GSX-R he was far from happy with. The problems 
were numerous, ranging from the still-developing fuel-injection 
system to the 1999 Showa rear suspension. Given the problems, 
Mladin's time was fairly amazing. 

"There was only one guy who went faster, so I was fortunate 
enough to put a decent-enough lap time up there to be in second," 
Mladin said. "Essentially, we were mostly worried about being in 
the top four for this race. It's a second a lap quicker than I’ve been 
around here on a qualifying tire, and we're pretty happy with 
that. Everything seems to be running well. I knew that time wasn't 
safe for pole position. I know what Ducati do for qualifying, and I 
know how much faster the bike is in qualifying than it is in the 
race. We'll see what they do on Sunday and what everyone else 
has done. The suspension is terrible. We've got '99 suspension that 
we just got, and it’s not working. It's terrible. It's shaking its head 


off all the way around the 
banking, and I won't be able 
to hang on to it for 200 miles 
unless we get it sorted out 
tomorrow (in Friday's prac- ` 
tice). That was the whole 
idea of getting on the front 
row, so we've got a couple 
of hours tomorrow to try 
and sort out some stuff. 
We've got the '98 stuff being 
flown in and it should be 
here now, so we can test that 
tomorrow. Essentially, all 
the new stuff didn't work. 
It's the first time we've been 
on it this weekend. 

“It's just like last year, where we turned up at the first race 
with a bike that's no good,” Mladin added. "We've started from 
the start again. It's something that we're going to have to get 
sorted out before we come back next year. We're going to try 
the old stuff and try and make it work with the new frame and 
stuff. It (the fuel injection) is coming along. Unfortunately, we 
haven't got the same system as everyone else in the World 
Championship. They can run different throttle bodies and stuff, 
and we've got to run the production throttle body and obvious- 
ly à street throttle body on a race bike - it's tough to get it work- 
ing. We've still got a few little problems right off the bottom 
with it, but we're just putting up with it. I'm sick and tired of 
going back and forth between injection and carburetors, so I just 
leave it on there now." 

Third on the front row was the second of the two Vance & 
Hines Ducatis, this one ridden by defending AMA Superbike 
National Champion Ben Bostrom. The Californian lapped at 
1:49.546 - just three months after his horrific accident during tire 
testing at the Speedway. You don't soon forget a tire blowing out 
at over 160 mph, and Bostrom hasn't. 

^] think about it every lap,” Bostrom said. “I think about it 
over there and 1 think about it over in two (NASCAR two). It's 
kind of a bummer. It's really bad. I’m having trouble holding the 
bike wide open on the banking. I'm just kinda scared. For some

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up pitting four times on the day and fin- 
ishing an eventual 11th. 

"I'm just frustrated and disappointed 
after I knew I was out of the race so 
early," Gobert said later. "I got held up 
a bit from the start. I just wasn't being as 
aggressive as I should have been. I was 
saving the engine for the end, but I got 
held up. I guess I abused the tire, blis- 
tered it. It blistered up pretty easy. I 
wanted to finish in a good position, and 
I knew I could run 'em down if I had to. 
I hadn't tested the bike on a full tank of 
gas, and I shoufd have, but it’s a case of 
should've done this, should've done 
that. Then I thought we had another 
(tire) problem and came back in; after 
that, I just cruised." 

Dunlop tire technician Jim Allen said 
that they could find nothing wrong with 
what was Gobert's third tire. 

Pegram was trying to keep the pres- 





sure on the lead duo and he charged 
into third place on the 13th lap. Shortly 
thereafter, he began to fade back with 
brake problems, eventually landing in 
ninth. 

"The brakes were gone after the 14th 
or 15th lap,” Pegram explained later. “I 
got in the finish mode instead of the win 
mode after that. When I was third, I saw 
them a few seconds ahead and I was 
riding easy. As long as we had good pit 
stops, I thought I'd be in with a shot. 
Then I overshot three or four corners 
and decided it was better to finish than 
put it on the ground." 

Hacking was another who was 
encountering problems, though his were 
all pit-stop-related. When he came in, 
the crew had problems with the quick- 
change equipment. He was in for a long 
time, and every time after that got 
worse. It eventually led to his demise.

Crevier's race started to unravel 
when he lost a lap in the pits, with the 
crew struggling to get his axle back in. 
He then suffered with a blown shock 
and eventually crashed in the kink, for- 
tunate to have escaped with just a 
bruised foot. 

Mladin pitted before DuHamel and a 
lap later was 22 seconds behind the 
French Canadian. When DuHamel exit- 
ed the pits, the pair were together again. 
They'd stay that way until the second 
stop. Again, Mladin pitted first. This 
time, DuHamel had a bit of an edge on 
the Australian when they regrouped 
after the stop. But Mladin was able to 
charge his way back to the Honda's rear 
wheel. 

“I think I might have been in front on 
the way into the first pit stop," Mladin 
said later. “Оп the way out, Miguel was 
in front and he closed the door on me 









going into the horseshoe and I got past 
him a lap later. In the second one, he 
had a little bit on us and I had to work 
hard for a couple of laps to pull up on 
him. Obviously, give full credit to his 
crew, because they must have done a 
really good job with the pit stops." 

Despite the intensity of the battle, by 
this point it was obvious that, barring a 
mistake by either one of the lead duo, 
this race would go down to the final lap. 
It did just that. On the final lap, 
DuHamel led into the chicane, despite 
trying to coerce Mladin to pass. 

"In '96, I was sort of in Mat's shoes, 
and I couldn't even draft past and I had 
to do some stupid stuff,” DuHamel said. 
“1 was lucky, actually. Today, I really 
felt comfortable. The bike was really fast 
and from what I could tell, unless Mat 
was doing а really good job of saving 
something, I figured if I got out there 
pretty good and only threw a few 
weaves at him that it would be enough 
to hold him off at the start/finish. I tried 
braking early for the chicane in the back 
there to see him go by, but he didn't go 
for that. We could have had a little 
snack in the chicane, we were going so 
slow, but we were setting it up for the 
drive." 

Mladin was having no part of it. He 
knew his only chance was to try to 
slingshot past the Honda on the run to 


reason, more than ever, I’m feeling the rear tire. I’ve just got to 
quit thinking about it, because if you think about it twice a lap, it 
pans out for the rest of the lap. It's a bit sketchy.” 

To make matters worse, Bostrom happened to be watching the 
first session in the International Horseshoe - right where his broth- 
er Eric crashed and broke his ankle. 

“I was dog-slow coming off that corner," Bostrom said. "I was 
standing over there, watching, cheering him on. I saw him put on 
that qualifier and make one lap and the thing spit him right on his 
head. I couldn't come off that corner after that. l'd be half-throttle, 
thinking, ‘Turn the gas on, dummy.’ It stuck in my mind, and I 
couldn't make myself grab a handful." 

Other than that, Bostrom seemed to be content with his 
chances of victory on Sunday. 

“I put the qualifiers on at the end, which is good, because you 
get an open track," Bostrom said. "But, on the other hand, you 
don't get a draft. It's okay. My Ducati ran really well. These guys 
all rode great, and I’m third. I’m happy to be on the front row, and 
things worked out really well. Tomorrow, we'll just go out and do 
some pit stops with the team and just practice race setup to try to 
win this thing on Sunday. I just ran my race setup in qualifying 
with a qualifying tire, but there's always something to be learned. 
You go out tomorrow and run around for a couple of hours and 
you learn things - things that just come to you without thinking 
about it. I think everyone up front will be running real quick lap 
times and there'll probably be up to seven or eight guys in the 
lead pack. I don't think anyone is going to go out there and go 
wide open and crash right off the bat. I think it'll be a good race 
for the fans and stuff. I’m excited." 

Fourth quickest was miracle man Miguel DuHamel. In his first 
race back since suffering a badly broken femur and knee last June, 
and with virtually no testing time because of late off-season bone- 
graft surgery, the American Honda rider was simply amazing. 
Despite the fact that he hobbled around the garage area with a 
cane and had to be assisted by his crew just to get on the RC45, 
DuHamel lapped at 1:49.844 to put himself on the front row. He 
was at roughly 90 percent, but 90-percent DuHamel is apparently 
good enough. He was also aided by having one of the two fastest 
motorcycles on the track. 

“I think it's been great," DuHamel said. “I haven't had any- 
thing to complain about at all. All weekend, we've been fastest 
almost, all through practice since we've been here. I’ve been more 
amazed than anything. Being on the front row - we were shooting 
for that, hoping for that. But being here - sometimes you don't 
make it. As far as my physical condition, it's surely amazing - it's 


an incredible thing right now. The bike is an incredible joy. The 
RC45 is - it's the Honda Express. It's so fast, it feels really good 
and it's really stable. I just love that RC45. It's just getting to be 
smoother, faster and a better bike. I’m really happy with the setup 
we have for racing, for Sunday. We've got a stable bike and a fast 
bike." 

With the front row locked in from Thursday's sessions, Friday 
was left for the rest to try to improve their positions. The one rider 
who did the most was Fast By Ferracci's Larry Pegram. The 
Ohioan lapped at 1:49.813, quicker than DuHamel, and would 
lead row two. 

“I could have done that yesterday if I didn't fall down with 
some idiot lapper in front of me," Pegram said. "It was in the first 
horseshoe and the guy is number 190 (Todd Keesee). I looked at 
the time sheets, and he's 25 seconds off the pace. So I’m on my 
flyer and I’m coming out of one as he's coming out of the pits. He 
doesn't bother to look over, and pulls out right in front of me. I 
had to lock the front wheel and I slid under him." 

After Pegram came the first Muzzy Kawasaki, ridden by 
Aaron Yates. The Georgian lapped at 1:49.948 on Friday to top the 
factory Yamaha of Rich Oliver, who turned in a 1:49.968 - the last 
rider in the 1:49s. 

Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Rapp was the final rider on row 
two, lapping at 1:50.114 to set himself up for what would be his 
first-ever Daytona 200. 

“I knew the bike was fast, and I-know I can ride hard," Rapp 
said. "It felt good. The qualifiers have good traction, and that's the 
only thing that slows you down here, is getting traction. You put 
that tire on and it evens it all out because you're getting good trac- 
tion for at least one lap. I thought top 10 would be nice in my first 
200, but if I can do anything better than that, l'Il be happy. I don't 
want to say that I’m going to win, but I'm going to go out there 
and do it. As long as I can get used to the bike sliding around for a 
long time. That's one thing I’ve learned: that qualifying is so dif- 
ferent from race setup; had to change stuff for qualifying - just 
because it wouldn't work. l've been doing good race times with 
race tires." 

The second factory Yamaha qualified ninth to lead row two, in 
the capable hands of Jamie Hacking - last year's third-place finish- 
er. Then came the first of the Harleys - ridden by Pascal Picotte 
and not Scott Russell. Picotte lapped at 1:50.560 on Friday after a 
big crash on Thursday when the throttle on the VR1000 stuck as 
the French Canadian entered turn one. Russell, however, wasn't 
around to try to better his 1:51.454 from Thursday’s session (see 
Russell sidebar). 


* 


"I'm really disappointed,” Picotte said on Thursday. “Accord- 
ing to the computer, everything looks all right, but since I crashed 
this morning the engine feels so slow. I mean like really slow. It 
felt really, really tight. I think about it (the throttle sticking) every 
once in a while. It felt like it did it again in the corner going onto 
the banking. I just went in, rolled off, started downshifting and 
then it just started pushing the front like hell. I was running so 
wide, the front was hopping. I pulled the clutch in, picked the bike 
up and went off in the grass. We're working on everything - fork, 
shock, everything. It's taking us a little while to adjust. Today was 
the day to qualify on the front row, and I should have made it - 
easy. Last year I did a 49.2, and this year I’m struggling at 50." 

The Harley team was using new Showa suspension compo- 
nents after using Ohlins suspension in 1998. 

Way back on the third row was Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug 
Chandler, though he thought it was nothing to panic over. 

“It’s not over yet,” Chandler said on Thursday, when things 
were even worse. "It's not as bad as it looks. It's just the setup. We 
made some mistakes. It's just one of those deals, I guess. Everyone 
kind of forgets about things; having new guys, they tend to do 
things a little different than what you're used to. You're under the 
assumption that it's the same, but it wasn't. It was drastically dif- 
ferent." 

Filling the third row was Yoshimura Suzuki's Jason Pridmore 
at 1:50.877, the final rider in the 1:50 range. 

“I just want to finish the 200 and finish well," Pridmore said on 
Thursday. “Our bike.is working really well; the Suzuki is doing 
great. I just haven't tested down here or anything, so I’m basically 
at this point familiarizing myself with the bike and the track. It's 
kind of disappointing, because part of me came down here with 
the hopes of some 52s, hopefully, and being healthy for the race. 
All of a sudden I’m doing 525 on race tires and I’m thinking, 
‘Wow! Maybe I'm going to do good.’ Having limited experience 
with the qualifying tires, I put one on to see how I'd do on it, and 
that way I’d gain some knowledge for when I put the second one 
on. When I went out on the second one, a guy fell off right in front 
of me. Then there were yellow flags all through the kink because 
someone else had fallen off in the second horseshoe. At that point, 
it was just botched. I don't want to push my luck here in qualify- 
ing. The main thing is, we have a good race setup and I know 
what kind of times I can do in the race. It's 57 laps - qualifying 
doesn't mean that much to me here." 

In all, 76 riders took part in qualifying for the Daytona 200, but 
only 58 would grid for the race. 








the flag. He’d ridden his butt off trying 
to stay close, and it would all come 
down to the final half mile. 

“I was in a good position and the 
bike was running well,” Mladin said. "I 
knew that was the only way we were 
going to win it, because if I was in front, 
Miguel was going to hose me anyway. I 
got in the draft and I think I might have 
pulled out a little bit too early. I actually 
pulled out before Miguel swerved, 
because I was too close to stay there. 
When he swerved and I had to push my 
own air, I could feel the thing bury. He 
(did) a good job. He won the race and 
there was nothing I could do about it. 
That was the only way I knew I could 
win the race." 

DuHamel crossed the line just in 
front of the Suzuki - just .014 of a second 
ahead, to be precise. 

"Everything really went well," 
Mladin said. "I can't complain about 
anything. The bike was running the best 
I've ever seen the Suzuki run, and I’m 
looking forward to a good year. I think 
we're going to have a real good motor- 
cycle this year. I set that last lap up 
exactly how I wanted to. I wanted to 
come out of the chicane about 10 bike 
lengths behind Miguel because if I was 
too close, I would have pulled out of the 
draft too early. It didn't matter. When I 
pulled out of the draft and had to get a 
bit of my own air, clean air, we couldn't 
quite get him. Roll on Phoenix. We'll see 
what happens. We're ready to go." 

DuHamel further added to his leg- 
end of toughness with this one, a victory 
in his first superbike race since last June 
- nine months after his last ride ended in 
a badly broken leg. 

"The Suzuki has some speed and was 
able to hang with us," DuHamel said. 
“АП weekend, I knew that we had pret- 
ty much the fastest bike, but I've had 
that thought in my head before and had 
people change that thought. I just 
played it easy. I really wasn't here to do 
anything crazy, just be competitive. 
Honda just gave me a perfect motor- 
cycle. When I was riding out there, I 











thought, 'So this is what it's like to be on 
the superior bike.’ That's how it turned 
out to be. Mat rode really great." 

DuHamel, naturally, had few com- 
plaints - except for one about a few run- 
ins with lapped riders. 

"Some of those guys out there, I saw 
price tags still on their leathers," 
DuHamel said. "They probably bought 
'em like a couple of days ago." 

With that battle out of the way, the 
one behind it took center stage: Oliver 
vs. Bostrom. 

"It was great," Oliver said. "Ben 
(Bostrom) and I had been basically 
going back and forth the entire day. My 
bike was working really well, actually, 
and I was stuck in a pace I knew I could 
do. I made some mistakes in the race 
last year by going a little too hard and 
not pacing myself and my tires, so this 
time I was a little smarter about it. Ben 
rode a great race, but in the end there he 
passed me, and I had the legs on him 
down the front straightaway. I had a lot 
of Yamaha horsepower. We've got a lot 
of top end in that baby. I had a lot of 
gear, and I knew he was running out of 
gear on the start/finish line and I had 
another 1500 rpm. So it didn't really

concern me that he got in front of me 
toward the end. I just wanted to stay 
close enough to get a good slingshot on 
him. Unfortunately, I went into the chi- 
cane and he put a lapper in between us. 
I was back maybe 10 bike lengths, but I 
had a good run through there and just 
squeaked by. 

“Не actually went by me a couple of 
times," Oliver added. “1 ran a little wide 
going into one lap, passing a backmark- 
er, and he ran underneath me. I caught 
him back up on that lap and repassed 
him because we still had five or six to 
go. I wanted him to be in front at the 
end, but not in front all the way through 
traffic. Luckily, two laps before the end, 
he passed me. I couldn't believe it. He 
was really attacking hard through the 
infield and I didn't quite understand 
what he was trying to do - I thought 
maybe he was trying to break away 
because he knew he couldn't draft me at 
the line. So I stuck with him and luckily 
it worked out. He rode a great race; he 
did a real great job." 

Bostrom couldn't help but be happy. 
He, too, was coming back from severe 
injury, and the December tire-testing 
crash was still all too fresh in his mind. 















“I’m happy we finished," Bostrom 
said. ^I think my team did a good job of 
making a reliable motorcycle. It may not 
have been as fast as I'd like, but it fin- 
ished. We just ran the same engine 
through practice and qualifying because 
they said, ‘We are going to finish, and 
they were right. We were down on top 
speed, but it ran the same the whole 
race, and I have a lot of confidence 
going into these next rounds. I felt like a 
million bucks the whole weekend. Pass- 
ing him was the only way to finish 
third. I couldn't follow him, because 
that Yamaha was running strong. I bust- 
ed big on the last lap and I thought we 
had him - then, right at the line, all I saw 
was a blue blur. He rode good and his 
bike was good. I want to say that my pit 
stops were really good - we were smok- 
ing them in the pits." 

Rapp crossed the line a lonely fifth, 
followed.by his teammate Pridmore, 
who had gotten the better of an earlier 
dice with Yates and Chandler. 

"I'm happy," Pridmore said. “It’s my 
first time on the bike with a new team. 
I'm really happy. I just cruised out 
there, doing 52s and 53s - those guys up 
front just stepped it up this year. Last 











Briefly... 


Miguel DuHamel took home $16,000 of the $140,000 purse 
for winning his third Daytona 200 By Arai. Mat Mladin pocketed 
$10,500, and Rich Oliver earned $7500 for finishing third. 


The Daytona 200 was robbed of one of the favorites when Eric 
Bostrom crashed his factory Honda RC45 during qualifying. on 
Thursday. Bostf6m was high-sided in the International Horseshoe 
and suffered a broken ankle..Bostrom flew home prior to the week- 
end and underwent surgery to repair the break with noted surgeon 
Dr. Arthur Ting in San Francisco, California, on March 6. Two screws 
were inserted into Bostrom's ankle in an operation that took less 
than ап hour. According to his manager, Alan Labrosse. it is highly 
likely that he will be able to race at Phoenix in two weeks’ time. "I 
really got screwed," Bostrom said prior to departing for California. "I 
did a warmup lap, and it had good traction coming out of one. | 
wasn't going that fast, | didn't think. It just spit me off. | thought | was 
straight up and down. | thought I'd have. good traction; | figured 
wrong. | didn't hit ihe ground hard, but 1 saw the bike flipping and 1 
thought, ‘If it flips again, it's going to land on те.' Fortunately, it just 
landed on my feet." Remarkably, it was Bostrom's first-ever road 
racing high-side and his first-ever crash on a superbike: 


The world's: shortest 600cc Supersport career? That honor may 
end up going to Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin. The Australian 
qualified his GSX-R600 in the middle of the grid for the final, suf- 
fering through the same problems as the other Suzuki-mounted 
riders: a lack of top speed. Prior to the race, Suzuki and Mladin 
decided to pull his entry from the race. "After qualifying, we all 
got together," Mladin explained. "They want me to concentrate 
on the Superbike." Mladin and Suzuki will meet the week after the 
200 to decide if he will race the 600 in. Phoenix. 


According to their manager, Alan Labrosse, Eric Bostrom and 
Miguel DuHamel will team-up to compete in two rounds of the 
World Endurance Championship this year: the 24 Hours of Le 
Mans and the Bol d'Or. DuHamel and Bostrom will ride a Honda 
France entry fitted with Michelin tires. 





One of the favorites for the 600cc Supersport final was out of the 
hunt right away. Yamaha's Tommy Hayden had a rear-brake 
lever snap off on the first lap. "I use it all over the track," Hayden 
said. "It took me a few laps to learn how to ride without it." Hay- 
den carried.on to finish 12th. Hayden also campaigned a Yamaha 
R6 in the 750cc Supersport class - with extra weight strapped on 
to meet the AMA minimum. "I just couldn't hang in the draft,” 
Hayden said. "And | did the tires in trying to keep up. The weight 
really hurts our acceleration a bunch. When we get to the smaller 
tracks, we'll have a better chance." Hayden finished 10th. 


It didn:t take long for Randy Renfrow to show his face at a race 
track. after announcing his semiretirement at the end of last year 
Renfrow, who will ride at selected events in 1999, crashed his 
TSR/Performance Machine-backed Honda RS250 during the CCS 
weekend when a steering-damper bracket failed. Renfrow crashed 
at high speed entering the chicane and suffered skin and tendon 
damage to his left hand. “It was really scary," Renfrow said. “I was 
going straight and all of a sudden it turned left so hard that it 
washed the front - going straight." Renfrow isn't sure what races 
he'll compete in, but we will see him again. “I'm just doing it for 
fun," he said. “I'll run selected races, and they're probably not the 
races that | do better at. They'll be at the race tracks that | enjoy." 
Renfrow drove the Pace Car for the Daytona 200. 


The ever-positive Tom Kipp was all smiles after getting off the 
Chaparral Suzuki for the first time on Wednesday moming. "The 
bike is awesome," Kipp said. “I'm a bit.rusty. but it came back 
pretty quick. It feels like | never left - it felt like І was riding yester- 
day. | didn't expect to feel rusty and | really didn't." Kipp was 
hired just a few weeks ago by Chaparral to replace the injured 
Damon Buckmaster,.and he hadn't ridden since last year's sea- 
son finale at Las Vegas. It was also Kipp's first outing on a Super- 
sport bike since he rode a Yamaha YZF600 in-1997. He-noticed a 
definite difference between the bikes. "The chassis rides more 
like a superbike than any Supersport bike Гуе ever ridden,” he 
said after getting off the GSX-R for the first time. "The front is 
really steep.” 


Tripp Nobles will ride a Rumi Honda CBR600F4 in the 1999 
World Supersport Series. Nobles.will take former Honda апа Fast

to. It made it hard to compete. It was 
good for a while, but Pridmore stepped 
it up, and once he started going better in 
the infield, I lost the draft. Then I was 
kinda done. Earlier on, I was happier 
with the bike. If we were going to race 
again tomorrow, I wouldn't change 
much. The bike seemed to work fine, it 
just didn't have the legs it needed to do 
anything. Until we got up on the bank- 
ing, our things were fine, I thought. 
Then we'd just get murdered. We've got 
a lot of work to do. I don't think 
Phoenix will be so bad. We're going 
from one extreme to the next. The bike's 
as good, if not better, than what we had 
here last year.

the pit board when ! saw that time." Although he was walking 
with the aid of a.cane,. DuHamel didn't think that his still-healing 
leg would hurt his racing all that much. "l'm feeling pretty. good, 
actually," DuHamel said. "The leg, obviously, has been taking a 
whole lot more time to heal than 1 thought it would.. It's good 
enough for riding. | can see the light at the end of the tunnel: it's 
just a really long tunnel.right now. If we can get through this 
weekend safe and sound, l'm thinking maybe May (that the leg 
will be completely healed). All the left-handers are kind of hard 
to: get set up for - to have my foot ín the right place on the foot- 
peg. It's kind of hard because | don't have a lot of strength in it - 
it takes те longer to set it up." DuHamel suffered a compound 
break in his femur їп June of 1998, and his injury did a lot to 
lower his pre-race expectations of what he could accomplish. in 
the 200. "Usually, ! would think we would have a shot of win- 
ning, and anything below winning is a bit of a disappointment. 
You always want to win Daytona, and we've had a lot of suc- 
cess here. For sure, l'm just here to, first-of all, ride - and, if I'm 
competitive, then maybe race for something. Right now I'm just 
playing it by ear." 


Despite his layoff, DuHamel definitely didn't lose anything in 
regard to being critical of slower riders. After his first 600cc 
Supersport practice, DuHamel was. livid at the number of slower 
riders on the race track. "| was totally demoralized to see the peo- 
plé out there," DuHamel said. "Some of the people out there, | 
think, were looking for the Wal-Mart.-It's kind of a joke that | just 
made; but I'm serious in saying that I'm positive that they've never 
driven a bike and this is their first time. l'm doing two-minute lap 
times, so I'm like four, five seconds off the fastest guy - and I 
almost hit some of these guys. They have no idea where they are 
going. | think | need. to sit down and talk to. somebody to find out if 
this is an Amateur/Beginner. class, and maybe I need to get out of 
that. It's: à total joke. If | had a choice right now, | probably 
wouldn't ride the 600 anymore because it's getting worse every 
year. Every year you hear the same story - you know why? 
Because we're. not doing anything. about it. It's getting worse, ! 
think. Can't they go CCS club racing or something else? They're 
on the outside, on the inside - they just don't know where to be. 
It's like there are.brain-damaged people out there riding bikes. It's 
dangerous. " 





The factory Honda RC45s came to Daytona fitted with new 
double-sided swingarms instead of the single-sided unit used in 
years past, DuHamel credited the new swingarm.for the bike's 
increased stability on the banking. Surprisingly. the new unit didn't 
slow the team's pit stops. “It makes the bike extremely stable on 
the banking," DuHamel said of the swingarm. "Before, | was grit- 
ting my teeth and it took a lot of courage to be wide open all the 
way through there. Now the bike-is really stable. With the condi- 
tion I'm in, if | didn't have that (the extra stability), I'd be way 
back." 


Those who predicted that having Scott Russell on a Harley- 
Davidson for the Daytona 200 wouldn't make a difference in 
regard to pre-race publicity were. wrong. Russell was featured in 
the sports pages of Thursday's USA Today. Although he was 
downplaying his role in trying to get more people to the Speed- 
way, Russell did admit that it could make a difference. “If we 
could get more people out here for the races, that's what we 
need," Russell said: “That's where we're kinda hurtin’. This is the 
biggest race in America and it's not really that big, you know, as 
far as people coming out and watching. | think they'll get a few 
more off Main Street and get ‘em out here on Sunday. If.we can 
do that, that's positive." Unfortunately, the press Russell generat- 
ed on Friday wasn't very positive 


For young Josh Hayes. Friday's AMA/Lockhart-Phillips 750cc 
Supersport winner, running against the best in the business 
was somewhat intimidating - especially going into the 600cc 
Supersport final, in which he eventually finished sixth but in the 
lead group. The 23-year-old was the surprise of 600cc qualify- 
ing when he put the Valvoline EMGO Suzuki on the front row - 
a good four rows. better than the. next-best Suzuki. “There аге 
so many guys out there who сап go very fast," Hayes said. “I 
put їп a really good lap and | was really lucky. | got a good, 
clean Іар and everything worked out just right. I've seen the 
600cc race on TV, and it's a dogfight. I'm scared to death, but 
I'm. sure it'll be good and ГЇЇ have a lot of fun." Hayes is really. 
the number-two rider on the Valvóline team, and he didn't even 
know he'd be running 750cc Supersport until the Wednesday 
prior to {һе race. He got the ride when Ryan Landers was 
injured, but not before both Toby Jorgensen and John-O Bow- 


man were allowed to ride the bike during the CCS weekend 
prior to Bike Week. "They said, ‘Hey, you're riding that bike,” 
so | went and got signed up for the race. It's good to come in 
as really the second entry on the team. They didn't even tell me 
until Wednesday morning. so we signed up at the last minute. 
The bike was good right out of the box. We have. a good, 
strong, bike and showed good, strong laps." Hayes still isn't 
sure if he'll be signed for the rest of the season. "I don't even 
know that l'm riding the class for the rest of the year. | don't 
know what's going to happen." РЧ 

АМА road racing fixture Mairtin Adams wasn't оп hand for the 
Daytona 200 for the first time many. could remember. Adams, who. 
used to own the Commonwealth Honda team that became the 
Smokin’ Joe's Honda team and is now just American Honda, cur- 
rently has an agreement with Honda to actively seek sponsorship 
for the team 


AMA 250cc Grand Prix National Champion Roland Sands 
couldn't begin the defense of his title after breaking the navicular 
bone in.his left wrist during Friday's 600cc Supersport final. 
Sands had already crashed out of his 250cc heat race - with both 
crashes coming on the first lap. "This is the worst day of my rac- 
ing career, ". Sands said. "In the 250 crash, | thought | was on my 
600 and | spun the thing up too early when | was leaned over. 
was fine switching between the two in practice, but once my 
mind clicked into race mode, | got on the gas way too early. The 
600 crash happened. because | thought | was on the 250. | gave it 
an extra. downshift in the second horseshoe and high-sided. 
could have been top 10 because the bike was good. | just 
grabbed three downshifts instead. of two and let the clutch out - 
that was all'she wrote. I'll be missing Phoenix. l'm going to-have 
to win every 250cc race after that to win the championship,

6 
he Daytona Supercross by 
Honda wasn’t so much a race as 
it was an exhibition. Jeremy 
McGrath, riding the Mazda/ 
Chaparral Yamaha, owned the brutal 
track and less-trying field, winning the 
sport’s most prestigious race for a third 
time to put his career total at 55. From 
the drop of the starting gate, he was 
gone, riding an immaculate race at a 
pace the others couldn’t match and 
stretching his lead at better than a sec- 
ond per lap. 

After he took his customary spot 
atop the victory stand with his most 
dominating victory of the season, 
McGrath admitted that even he was 
amazed. 

“I never dreamed I would be up here 
three times,” McGrath said. “When I 
was a kid, this is what I dreamed 
about.” 

For the rest of the 30-rider field, it 
was more of a nightmare. 

McGrath was at his best on a track 
many riders felt was the most demand- 
ing Daytona yet, and certainly the most 
torturous Supercross layout of the year. 
After speeding to the fastest heat win, 
he chose the starting spot just to the left 
of the start-line hut. McGrath and his 
mechanic, Randy Lawrence, had made

an adjustment to the Yamaha YZ250 
after the heat to make the bike more 
controllable at the start. It worked. He 
jetted off and away and quickly pulled a 
gap over the second-place rider, Ameri- 
can Honda’s Kevin Windham, from flag 
to flag. At one point the lead was nearly 
22 seconds before he slowed at the fin- 
ish to win by a very comfortable 10. 

' "We packed the dirt at the starting 
gate down since I spun it a little bit in 
my heat race," McGrath said. "We 
changed the setup just a little bit, since 
the track was so rough. I kept telling 
myself that I’m strong, and we all know 
it's a mental game out there. That was a 
pretty perfect race, especially consider- 
ing how nasty the track was." 

The win added to McGrath's already 
burgeoning points lead. With seven of 16 
races to go, McGrath has a 32-point lead, 
191 to 159 over Factory Connection/Jack 
in the Box/Honda's Mike LaRocco, third 
today almost the entire time, though a 
midrace spill made him work for the 
spot. LaRocco finished about five sec- 
onds behind Windham, third in points at 
144, with more than another 14 on 
Kawasaki's Ricky Carmichael. 

"The first part of the race, Jeremy 
was right on the race pace," LaRocco 
said. "I was just trying to settle in and 
get into a groove, arid he got away. It's a 
tough track to make up time. I had. a 
crash about halfway through, so I'm for- 
tunate to finish where I did." 

Carmichael got off to a rough start 
before quickly making his way through 
the field. He made it up to fifth on the 
sixth lap and then stalled, unable to 
make any headway until the 17th lap, 
when he passed Suzuki's Greg Albertyn 
over the tri-oval triple jumps - the same 
place he had passed Honda's Sebastien 
Tortelli to take over fifth. Once in fourth, 
he was able to leave Albertyn, but he 
never became a threat to LaRocco. 


















“I didn't get the good start that I 
wanted," Carmichael said. "It was kind 
of chaos out there the first laps. People 
were going everywhere. I just let that all 
settle down and got up to fourth." 

Albertyn had ceded the spot when he 
“ran out of steam" late in the race and 
crashed, allowing LaRocco to get back 
around him. The track had taken its toll 
after he'd spent the entire day strug- 
gling. 

“Tt was unfortunate, because that late 
in the race I was in a pretty good rhythm 
and I kind of lost a lot of steam when I 
crashed there," Albertyn said. "LaRocco 
was right on me and actually, instead of 
going wide in that turn, I decided to take 
a new line, and there was quite a bit of 
loose sand right there and I wasn't ready 
for it and the front wheel washed out. 
That's what happened." 

Then came Emig, the Kawasaki rider 
not gating well and paying for it. 

“The start - it’s like more than 50 per- 
cent of the race, because there's so many 
guys that ride good and ride fast that, 
really, you get out front and you save 
yourself a lot of problems," he said after 
his sixth-place finish. “I really felt like I 
just fought it all day, just really could 
not - I wasn't gelling with my motor- 
cycle. We weren't working as one. It 
was wanting to do something and I was 
wanting to do the other - kind of like 
trying to break a horse." 

American Honda's Sebastien Tortelli, 
who started fourth, dropped to fifth and 
then sixth before ending up seventh. 
Tortelli said that he was worn down in 
the final laps, which gave Emig the 
opening he needed to take over sixth. 

After Tortelli came Yamaha's Steve 
Lamson. Lamson said that he rode too 
tight, which caused his arms to pump 
up and stymied his drive. 

"Yeah, it was a long race," Lamson 
began. “The track was rough and I kind 
of was holding on a little bit too tight at 
the beginning, which made my arms start 
pumping up, so it's kind of hard to 
regroup after that, but overall, I'll take it.” 

In ninth place, and the third Kawasa- 
ki in the top 10, was Damon Huffman. 
Away 13th, Huffman worked his way 
up to ninth before the roughness of the 
track took its toll. 

"| worked up to ninth, but it's a long, 
grueling race/" Huffman said. "It's real 
long. My lower back - just holes and 
holes and you're just yanking and yank- 
ing to get the front end up - the lower 
back took a beating. I'm sure I slowed 
down some." 

Finishing out the top 10 was Noleen 
Motorsport's Tim Ferry, the Floridian 
chasing Huffman to the flag. 

American Honda's Ezra Lusk and 
Yamaha's John Dowd were the most 
prominent nonfinishers. Lusk and 
Dowd landed together after a jump 
early in the second lap, with both going 
down. Lusk was temporarily motion- 
less, forcing the riders, who came 
around about a minute and a half later, 
to avoid the calamity in the middle of 
the track. He was up soon after, but suf- 
fered a slight concussion. Dowd wasn't 
as lucky. He went down hard and suf- 
fered a broken bone in his arm. (See 
“Briefly...”) 

“It looked like Ezra got a little side- 
ways in this jump over there and we just 
came together,” Dowd said after the 
race, his left arm in a sling inside his 
shirt. “Sort of took my wheels out from 
under me, so I went down kind of like 
on a high-side or whatever.” 


HEATS 
For a track as big, wide and long as 
Daytona, there was remarkably little 
passing or racing in the heats. 





Tortelli led the first heat ahead of 
Lusk and Emig, but he dropped back on 
the second lap as Lusk took command 
and took off. Emig made his way by 
Tortelli in a jump on the east end of the 
course and set out after Lusk, but with 
no success. At the midpoint of the race, 
Lusk had about a 6.5-second lead, and 
his win was never in doubt. Neither was 
Emig's second. He'd finish about 14 sec- 
onds in front of the third-place finisher, 
which would turn out to be Suzuki's 
Larry Ward. 

Ward had gotten away about fourth 
and he pushed hard to join the front. He 
was up on Tortelli with about two laps 


to go, and on the seventh lap Tortelli fal- ' 


tered, tipping over just after the finish- 
line jump. Ward went by and into third, 
leaving Tortelli fourth. 

The final transfer spot went to Insane 
Terrain Racing’s Suzuki-mounted Ryan 
Terlecki. 

Carmichael got the jump in the sec- 
ond heat, taking LaRocco with him. The 
rest of the 22-rider pack clustered 
behind, but not for long. The pack began 
to string out on the second lap,.with 
Carmichael in front of LaRocco, Huff- 
man, American Honda's Mickael 
Pichon, and Lamson. 

Carmichael's reign wouldn't last 
long. He cartwheeled in the whoops 
along the front straight, dropping to 
11th place, with LaRocco now in control 
ahead of Pichon, Lamson and Huffman. 

Now LaRocco and Pichon went at it. 
Pichon took the lead at the far east end 
of the track on the third lap; LaRocco 
quickly took it back. Then Pichon retook 
it again on the fourth with some 
momentum. It seemed like he was leav- 
ing LaRocco behind until LaRocco 
found his second wind on the sixth lap 
and started to close. His move was on 
the inside of a 180-degree left at the end 
of the sixth lap. 

Carrying the speed he brought into 
the move, LaRocco powered away, the 
two well clear of the fight for third, in 
which Lamson held the upper hand for 
most of the race. Damon Huffman 
pressed, getting into third on the sev- 
enth lap; Lamson dropped him almost 
instantly and finished about seven sec- 
onds behind Pichon. 

Huffman was next, with Carmichael 
recovering to take the final direct trans- 
fer out of this heat. 

Heat three belonged to Windham 
from the start. He was in control, even 
though McGrath was in second and 





Albertyn was third. Four laps into the 
eight-lap race, he had nearly six sec- 
onds, losing about a second in the next 
two laps before disaster hit. With less 
than two laps to go, a rock got stuck in 
his rear-brake lever, forcing him to stop 
to remove it. 

McGrath pounced, sweeping into the 
lead and taking the win, and riding the 
fastest heat of the day by nearly five sec- 
onds. Albertyn was second, about seven 
seconds back, with about the same gap 
back to Windham. 

Yamaha's John Dowd and Doug 
Henry, who took their spots on the sec- 
ond lap, held them to the finish, moving 
straight to the main.

SEMIS 


Suzuki Sports' Tyler Evans made it 
through the 25-rider scrum at the start 
of the first semi to take command. By 
the second lap, he was well out front 
and on his way to success, one of the six 
riders from the six-lap race to go 
straight into the main. 

Mountain Ridge Motorsports' Jason 
Frenette was an early third, then fourth, 
then third again. On the fifth lap, he 
dropped Plan Honda's Grayson Good- 
man to third, leaving him in the clutches 
of Kawasaki of Missouri's Greg Stone. 

Stone was closing as the race wound 
down until Goodman cleared the front- 
straight triples, as most riders had been 
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doing all night, and Stone did it two and 
one. After that, the drama was over. 

Bumpsticks’ Tom Welch took fifth, 
all alone, as was Kawasaki of Missouri’s 
Brian Stone. 

Moto XXX’s Phil Lawrence and 
Noleen Motorsport’s Tim Ferry con- 
trolled the second semi, with Lawrence 
holding the upper hand until Ferry 
passed him just before the tri-oval triple. 

The top four were well away, with 
Great Lakes Aviation’s Heath Voss and 
Planet Honda’s Jean-Sebastien Roy close 
on the leaders for a few laps, anyhow. 
Then Ferry pulled away, lapping up to 
seventh place. 

Lawrence was second, with Voss 
keeping him honest, the two of them 
days in front of Roy. 

Jeremy Shuttleworth took fifth, with 
Cities Edge Sports’ Lee Theis sixth. 


LAST-CHANCE QUALIFIER 


The four-lap sprint, with the top 
three to going to the main, gave the last- 
chance qualifier its usual sense of 
urgency. More than ever, the start was 
everything, with Broward Motor Sports’ 
Charles Duffy III in control by the first 
waving of the green flag atop the finish- 
line tabletop. 

In line behind him were Southern 
California’s Kenny Yoho and Miller’s 
Yamaha's Chad Sanner, and that's how 
they finished. The top two were close 
enough that a race could have been 
made of it, but Sanner was well back, 
though safe from the fourth-placed bike. 


MAIN 


АП day long, the riders had said how 
rough the track was and how important 
the start was. The layout - the longest of 
the year - took riders about one minute 
and 30 seconds to complete a lap, well 
above the usual 50-second lap found in 
the stadium layouts. Twenty laps 
around this track, laid out in the tri-oval 
between the front straight and the pit 
lane at Daytona, was hard work. But not 
for McGrath. 

“1 don't think I charged in the heat 
race right from the beginning, and I put 
a lot of pressure on myself to get the 
holeshot,” McGrath said. “And I mean I 
came flying out of the gate, and when I 
got out front, I just wanted to race the 
clear track as best as I could. I had some

good lines out there. I picked up some 
good lines and had a good flow going.” 

Gone from the start, McGrath took 
Windham - and only Windham - with 
him, and even then, not for long. 
McGrath wore the younger rider down 
and pulled away quickly. The gap was 
more than three seconds on the fifth lap, 
nine on the eighth, and 13 halfway in. It 
continued to grow until McGrath 
slowed at the end to win by more than 
10 seconds. 

It was McGrath's 55th career win, 
and his third at Daytona. 

“I think from 1993, '94, "95, I didn't 
really want to win Daytona," McGrath 
said. "My goal was to just kind of get 
through it and not lose too many points 
to the other guys and continue my suc- 
cess in the indoor stuff. But then, come 
1995, when I won the Nationals, and 
then 1996, I think I won my first Day- 
tona, and it's more like an outdoor 
track. I was just concentrating on setting 
up my bike and really working hard for 
it 


"The whole track was really rough,” 
the reigning supercross king added. "It 
wasn't real easy. After the heat races, we 
made some changes to my bike. My bike 
was kind of riding really high in the 
heat race in the back end, and I couldn't 
really control it that good, and we made 
some changes and it worked really well. 
I was able to control it a little better.” 

As for the circuit, McGrath said: “I 
think the track was a lot more difficult 
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this year than last year. There were a 
few sections out here that if you didn’t 
do them right, you could lose two or 
three seconds a lap. One of them was 
that step-up thing. I think this year’s 
track was probably more difficult than 
last year’s.” 

Windham was there in second until 
he got winded. 

“He was fast,” Windham said. “I 
couldn’t hang with him today. We all 
have those weekends where we're just 
on top of our game. Last weekend (in 
Dallas), I thought I was, and this week- 
end I just didn't have it. McGrath rode 
a gréat race. I was right with him at 
first but he got out in front of me, then 
maintained his lead. We've all had our 
turns up here. I had my turn last. This 
is a tough one. If you can make it 
through this one, you'll be all right 
anywhere." 

Still, Windham never had any serious 
competition for the runner-up spot. 
Third was where the fight was. 

LaRocco owned the spot at the start, 
with Albertyn hanging with him, the 
two never far apart. LaRocco lost the 
spot to Albertyn when he went down on 


the eighth lap, but he took it back on the 
13th when Albertyn faltered. 

“It happened relatively early so I had 
to find some ways to make up some 
time,” LaRocco said. “I was losing a bit 
a every lap, so I was trying to find a way 
to get a bit faster and I made a mistake 
and I just tried to recover from it. It was 
the whoops section before you come 
back on the starting line. I washed out 
going into that stuff. I lost two but I got 
one back right away and I caught Albee 
a few laps later.” 

Albertyn was the next to go down, 
the track having worn him down late in 
the race. He described the track as a 
combination of an outdoor and super- 
cross track. 

“But the worst of both,” he qualified, 
"because you've got to do all the jumps, 
yet you've got these big holes every- 
where that you've got to be wheeleying 
and jumping over." 

On the 16th lap, Albertyn lost fourth 
to Carmichael. 

“1 saw him - that's why I'm not too 
happy that he passed me," Albertyn 
said. “I really should have finished 
ahead of him. I was struggling through 
the whoops the whole race. I really 
didn't feel very comfortable at all, and 
that's where he got next to me." 

By using the whoop section before 
the triples, Carmichael was able to get 
both Albertyn and Tortelli over the 
bumps. 

"They were messing up on that little 





pit jump after the whoops and I did it 
right behind them and got by them," 
Carmichael said. “1 don't know why I 
didn't pass him when I caught up to 
him. I was so worried about staying up 
and finishing. It was really rough. I 
think if I could've got a good start, I 
would've been okay." 

Emig would finish seventh after 
chasing and then passing Lamson on the 
ninth lap. A few laps later, Emig left 
Lamson behind and set out after Tortel- 
li, whom he'd get on the 16th lap. 

"There was only Tortelli, and Alber- 
tyn was up there, and I really wanted to 
make a charge on the last lap," Emig 
said. "I made a big mistake, almost 
threw it away. I was just really mentally 
frustrated with myself because I just 
could not find my rhythm today. I 
couldn't get it done." 

Tortelli said much the same thing. 

"The track was pretty tough," the 
Frenchman said. "I think it's worse than 
outdoors. Ricky (Carmichael) passed me 
and I stayed with him a little bit and 
after, until the time I was not tired, I was 
keeping with him, and like the five last 
laps I just got a little bit tired and so he 
pulled away and Emig passed me, too. 
But after that I was, yeah, almost all the 
time alone and just riding my race and 
just do my own race." 

Lamson's race was in seventh and 
eighth from.the third lap on, and he was 
by himself once Emig split. 

“I actually was running fourth for the 
first lap or so, but then I kind of made a 
few errors where I messed up on the 
track,” Lamson said. "I was running a 
little bit tight and my arms kind of 
pumped up, so I kind of backed it down 
a little bit and settled into the eighth 
there and just kind of rode a smooth 
pace, but definitely off the pace up front, 
so Гуе got to pick that up." 

Damon Huffman's race. was similar 
to Lamson's, though he started much 
further back. By the time he got into 
ninth, on the 10th lap, the others were 
too far away for him to make a substan- 
tial move. 

“I think I started maybe midpack; I 
worked up to ninth, but it's a long, gru- 
eling race," Huffman said. "It's real 
long. My lower back - just holes and 
holes and you're just yanking and yank- 
ing to get the front end up - the lower 
back took a beating. I’m sure I slowed 
down some. I don't know, I wish I 
would've had a better start." [

AMA 125cc Eastern Regional SX Series 
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DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 6 

T: 125cc final at Daytona Interna- 
tional Speedway was like two sep- 
arate races. The first portion was 

all Stephane Roncada. The second por- 

tion, and the only part that really count- 

ed, was all Ernesto Fonseca. 

Just when it appeared as though 
someone other than Fonseca was going 
to win a 125cc Eastern Regional final, 
Roncada encountered arm pump and 
started to fade. That was all his Yamaha 
of Troy teammate needed. Fonseca sim- 
ply turned up the heat and blitzed past 
Roncada on the 11th of 15 laps to storm 
to his third successive victory. In case 
you weren't counting, that's three wins 
out of three starts for the 17-year-old 
from Costa Rica. 

Behind the two Yamaha of Troy 
entries came the FMF Honda of Danny

Smith in his best outing of the young 
season. Smith's ride was relatively 
uneventful.. He ended the first lap in 
sixth place and steadily made his way 
forward until encountering SplitFire 
Kawasaki's Nicholas Wey. Those two 
battled briefly, but Wey crashed, and by 
the time he remounted, he could do no 
better than sixth. 

Fourth place went to Moto Planet 
Yamaha's Robbie Horton. The Ten- 
nessee resident crashed in the second 
corner and remounted well back in the 
field, but he didn't give up. Instead, he 
kept charging and completed the race 
with FMF Honda's Brock Sellards right 
on his tail in fifth. Sellards was also a 
victim of an incident, though it was 
through no fault of his own. While run- 
ning fifth on the second lap, Sellards 
encountered a fallen Jiri Dostal and had 
nowhere to go. Consequently, Sellards 
stalled his motor, and by the time he 
got going again he was outside the top 
10. Dostal, meanwhile, fell all the way 
back to second to last and did well to 
climb back to an eventual 14th-place 
finish. 

Wey, KTM-mounted Kelly Smith, 
Bromley Suzuki's Barry Carsten, Protel- 
backed Jim Neese and Planet Honda's 
Jason McCormick rounded out the top 
10 finishers. 

After three of eight rounds, Fonseca 
has a perfect score of 75 points to lead 
Roncada's 64. Sellards is third with 58 
points, and Horton and Wey round out 
the top five in the standings with 51 and 
47 points, respectively. 


HEATS 


The first of two six-lap heats on the 
long and grueling Daytona track was an 
all-Sellards affair. The Ohioan grabbed 
the holeshot, leading Dostal, Jimmy Wil- 
son ànd Roncada through the first cor- 
ner. By the time they arrived at the trio 
of jumps on the back straight, Sellards 
had a 1.91-second lead over Wilson, 
who had disposed of Dostal. 

By the time Roncada had moved into 
second place, Sellards' lead was almost 
10 seconds, and Roncada did little to eat 
away at that margin. 

When all was said and done, Sellards 
had the heat-race win, followed by Ron- 
cada, Dostal, FMF Honda's Tallon Voh- 
land and F&S Suzuki's Matt Shue. 

Heat race number two belonged to 
the man who thus far has owned the 
series: Fonseca. He began with a 
holeshot, but things weren't easy - at 
least not initially. Horton was hellbent 

















on sticking with the Costa Rican, and he 
managed to do just that. In fact, Horton 
ran down Fonseca and actually passed 
him on the second lap. Horton's lead 
then held for another two laps; then he 
went down, handing Fonseca the lead 
and ultimately the victory. 

From there, Fonseca was never head- 
ed, steadily drawing away from his pur- 
suers to win by over 10 seconds. 

Behind him, Horton managed to 
remount without losing another posi- 
tion, but he was involved in a battle for 
the rest of the way with Danny Smith. 
At the finish he was barely ahead of the 
Honda rider, with Kelly Smith finishing 
fourth, well clear of fifth-place finisher 
Wey. 


LAST-CHANCE QUALIFIER 


Jason McCormick didn't get the 
holeshot, but he didn't need to. He 
stormed from third place in the first 
turn to an easy victory in the last-chance 


` ‚qualifier on his Honda CR125. Second 


place went to YZ125-mounted Matt 
Walker, with the Suzukis of Doug Par- 
sons and Kevin Crine taking the final 
two transfer positions to the main event. 











125cc FINAL 


Fonseca grabbed the holeshot at the 
start of the 15-lap final, but FMF 
Honda's Tallon Vohland quickly shot 
past, only to be repassed again by Fon- 
seca before the completion of the first 
lap. At the end of that opening lap, Fon- 
seca had a comfortable lead over Voh- 
land and a charging Roncada. Given 
Fonseca's previous performances, this 
one appeared to be over. Wrong. Ronca- 
da had other ideas. 

The Frenchman was on a mission 
апа he was'soon by Vohland and quick- 
ly latched on to the back of his team- 
mate. The third lap wasn't even com- 
plete when Roncada shot into the lead 
and instantly started to pull away. 
Behind him, things were starting to 
unravel. Vohland held down third place 
but Dostal bailed off, stalling Sellard's 
charge in the process. That moved Smith 
up to fourth, ahead of Wey and Kelly 
Smith. 

By the fourth lap, Roncada was 4.5 
seconds ahead of Fonseca, and he 
stretched that to 7.5 seconds by the com- 
pletion of lap eight. Again, the race 
seemed. to be over, with Roncada seem- 
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ingly in complete control. It was all part 
of his plan: Get out front and try and 
hold on. 

“1 was just trying to ride as fast as I 
can in the beginning," Roncada said. “I 
wanted to have as big as lead as possi- 
ble, so I can slow down." 

Just as quickly as he had stormed to 
the front, however, things started to go 
horribly wrong for the Frenchman. His 
lead started to dwindle ever so slightly, 
and then it was gone. The next thing he 
knew, Fonseca was not only on him, 
but by him. Roncada's arms were 
pumping up, but he refused to blame 
the heat. 

“We've been here for a week already 
so we could get used to the heat and 
stuff," Roncada said. "We've been train- 
ing on a sand track. That's okay, I just 
got arm pump really bad in the middle. 
I slowed down and that's it. The track 
was pretty rough." 

So far this season, a perfectly tuned 
Roncada has been no match for Fonseca. 
A Roncada with arm pump couldn't 
even come close. Fonseca simply rode 
off into the Florida afternoon, taking his 
third straight victory and his first Day- 
tona Supercross win. You get the feeling 
it won't be his last. 

“It’s tough because there are so many 
good riders out there," Fonseca said. 
“It’s definitely very competitive, and 
everything has been coming out really 
good for me. It's just being strong every 
race, and consistent, and I think that's 
what it takes. Hopefully, I can keep it 
cool and keep the points lead. It was 
kind of weird because at the start of the 
race I was tired and didn't really know 
what was going on. Then I started to 
loosen up a little more and then every- 
thing came out great. Stephane was rid- 
ing very good and he pulled away to a 
big lead for a while. I thought I was 
going to stay in second for the whole 
race, but I picked it up and everything 
came out great. I’m real happy for the 
win." 


FMF/Honda's 
Danny Smith 
enjoyed his 
best ride 
since 
breaking his 
leg last year. 
Smith 
rounded out 
the top three 
in the 125cc 
class. 
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Behind those two came Smith in by 
far his best effort of the season. Smith 
was 17th and 14th in the previous two 
rounds. 

"I like it here - it's pretty fun," Smith 
said of his second Daytona outing. "I 
had to sort out my training. I started rid- 
ing in January from an injury I had last 
year, and things are starting to pick up 
for me. I’ve just got to gradually get bet- 
ter and hopefully ГЇЇ be in the middle of 
the podium before the year's out. The 
race went good for me. I came out with 
a good start and made some quick pass- 
es and'I was in fifth for a while, then 
fourth, then third, then I dropped back a 
position and regrouped. Then I ended 
up passing for third again and held on. 
I'm happy with my ride." 

The battle for fourth went the dis- 
tance, with Horton holding off the 
charging Sellards. A good distance 
behind came Wey, all alone and ahead 
of Kelly Smith. 

Two notables who failed to finish 
were fast starter Vohland and Shue. 
Shue was the first of the front-runners to 
exit as his Suzuki threw a chain on the 
third lap. Vohland pulled off the track 
on the eighth lap, the victim of a pulled 
muscle in his upper arm and shoulder 
area as he continues to regain full 
strength after suffering a broken collar- 
bone at the Anaheim Supercross. см

Team Yamaha's medical woes: continue with the injury suffered by John 
Dowd in the Daytona Supercross. Dowd came together with Ezra.Lusk 
on the second. lap and suffered a broken left arm that will keep him out of 
action for up to two months. “Basically, | dislocated my shoulder and 
broke the top of my arm bone a little bit," Dowd said. "There's a chunk 
up there that's broken. The-doctor said six to eight weeks." With Jimmy 
Button still questionable, Doug Henry could-end up being Yamaha's only 
team rider at Houston next week. Even if Button does come back, both of 
Yamaha's. official factory riders will be aboard the YZ400, with no repre- 
sentation on the YZ250. 





Honda's Ezra Lusk escaped from the crash with Dowd with a concussion, 
though he seerned to be much worse off at the time of the crash. Lusk was 
knocked out for 15 to 20 seconds and lay motionless in the middle of the 
track as the leaders approached for another lap. They were slowed and 
waved past as track and medical personnel surrounded Lusk. Once he 
came to, Lusk tried to. go ride again, but he was stopped by Honda's Jeff 
Stanton. "He wanted to go back out there," Stanton said. "But | took one 
look at him and said, ‘Yogi, you're not.going back out ћеге.'" 


Yamaha's Jimmy Button, who suffered a knee injury during Friday's 
practice for the Dallas Supercross, was still out of action for Daytona. 
though the injury is not as severe as: was originally thought. An MRI was 
performed-on Button's right knee and doctors have decided that surgery 
won't be necessary. It's just a case of letting it heal for one to two weeks, 
which means that Button may be able to ride in the Houston Supercross 
on March 13. If he doesn't make a return in Houston, he most certainly 
will be on hand for the Minneapolis round on March 20. 


Doug Henry (right) made his 
1999 Supercross: season. debut 
at Daytona and finished 14th in 
the final, despite having not rid- 
den a bike until the Wednesday 
prior to the event. “I'm rusty,"

He'll also race in two more Supercross races in 1999, in Pon- 
tiac, Michigan, and the season finale.in Las Vegas. Henry was given. a 
choice аѕ їо what motorcycle he'd ride in '99 and he opted for the YZ400 
four-stroke. “1 wouldn't have had any time to test the 250," Henry. said. 
"I'm.more-used to the 400, so I'll.go ride the 400 because | don't have 
any time: on the 250." Henry said he.didn't keep up with the series too 
much, though he was always curious as to how his teammate John Dowd 
fared. “I'd ask, "Who won?’ If it wasn't John, I'd ask, ‘How'd John do?'" 





After the race, Henry talked about the experience of racing again. “It was 
tough: out there, but I'm glad | hung in there for the race," he said. "I was 
pretty tired out there and | thought for a second, "Man, what the heck am | 
doing out here?’

Glover and Mike Bell in autograph signings and press conferences, 
McGrath also took part in a Yamaha Champions parade of the famous

| JU hen the Daytona Short Track 
field scratched and clawed 
QUE away from the starting line to 
begin the first 25-lap main event of the 
'99 AMA Grand National Champi- 
onship Series tour, everyone figured 
that Chris Carr would be the man to 
beat. 

By the time it was over, well, Will 
Davis had a little something to say 
about that. 

Instead of Carr picking up a third 
win at the prestigious series opener at 
Daytona Municipal Stadium, it was 
Davis, the 34-year-old North Carolinian 
and 1996 Daytona Short Track winner, 
who grabbed the lead from his starting 
spot just outside of low-pole man Carr 
and set sail. He led all 25 laps of the 
main event without so much as a chal- 
lenge from a stout 16-rider field that 
included no less than three other five 
former winners, some tough-riding 
Grand National veterans, three first- 
time Grand National main-event contes- 
tants and a future motorcycle-racing 
superstar. 
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Davis kept his cool in the face of the 
stiff competition and simply used a mid- 
track line in the corners to pull away 
from early second-place runner Carr 
and '95 Daytona Short Track winner 
Brett Landes, who ran third. His Skip 
Eaken-prepared mount never faltered as 
Davis continued to build up a 15-length 
lead on the smooth and greasy quarter- 
mile surface that rings Larry Kelly Field. 
He appeared to make no mistakes, vir- 
tually mirroring his effort of three years 
ago, and when it was over, he had made 
a rather boring race of it, taking starter 
Poochie Cox's checkered flag by half a 
straightaway over second place. 

"This is just my favorite place to 
win," an over-the-moon Davis said. ^I 
know that winning a place like Spring- 
field would be really neat, but this is so 
sweet for me. It ain't gonna get no better 
than Daytona. I hated it for the specta- 
tors, but I’m sorry about that. Last night 
it was rough, and that made for a lot of 
passing. Tonight it was a pool table, and 
we could all find a line to run. Oh, well - 
it is my job to win these racés." 

While Davis was riding off into the 
sunset, Carr and Landes ran 2-3 but only 
for two laps before the Team 
Undo/Donahue's Harley-Davidson- 
sponsored Landes shot underneath H-D 
of Sacramento/Phoenix Racing's Carr in 
turn two on lap two. That left Landes 
with a clear shot at Davis on a race track 
that was clearly similar to the one on 
which Landes had earned his own Day- 
tona Short Track win in 1995, but the 28- 
year-old Californian was only able to 
match and not exceed Davis' pace. As 
the race settled into the second half, 
Landes ran in no man's land about half 
a straightaway behind Davis and the 
same distance ahead of Carr. That is 
how he would finish, making him the 
most consistent man at Daytona in '99, 
as his runner-up placing was a one-posi- 
tion improvement over his third-place 
rum in the Hot Shoe race held the night 
before. 

“1 was disappointed with second 
place here in '97, but I feel good about it 
now," Landes said. "I just would have 
liked the opportunity to race with Will, 
because it would have been a hell of a 
race. He was squaring it off up high, 
and I was running around the bottom. 
Will was just fast tonight." 

For Carr, who won the event in 1992 
and '94, there was no disappointment in 
third plàce, especially considering the 
fact that he missed the show entirely 
one year ago. The 31-year-old former 
Grand National title holder rode at least 
as well as he did last night, starting 
behind Davis and succumbing only to 
Landes, who chose a slightly lower line 
on the track, while Carr ran around in 
the middle - about the same spot as 
Davis, before dropping to the pole. For 
Carr's part, third place was a good start 
to his championship drive, as the 16 
points that went with it could make the 
difference in the series race, one that he 
lost by only two points last year even 
after failing to make the Daytona main. 

"I wasn't surprised that Brett passed 
me,” Carr said. "That's the way that it 
was when he won here. If he'd have got- 
ten by me sooner, then he might have 
had something for Will at the end of the 
race. I think that I was holding him up a 
bit." 

The best race on the track was the 
race for fourth place, which pitted 1991 
Daytona Short Track winner Ronnie 
Jones and his Bob Weirbach Rotax 
against potential future motorcycle-rac- 
ing giant Nicky Hayden on the TCR 
Rotax. Jones had to come from the back 
row after gaining entry through the 
semi, but the*veteran rider from Okla- 








homa City got a great start and brilliant- 
ly negotiated traffic to run eighth across 
the stripe on the first lap. Hayden, 
meanwhile, had won his heat race and 
started on the front row, where he got 
off the line fifth, behind Davis, Carr, 
Bartels Harley-Davidson's Shaun Rus- 
sell and Landes. After Russell dropped 
off the lead pace, Hayden ran after the 
other three former race winners, while 
Jones moved past an early-race three- 
man battle for fifth involving Coziahr 
Harley-Davidson's Johnny Murphree, 
Russell, and GNC newcomer Donnie 
Steward. Jones ran down Hayden on lap 
20, and the two ran side by side and 
waged war for the last five laps, with 
Jones finally making a pass that stuck on 
lap 23 for fourth place. 

“Man, that was fun,” said the 38- 
year-old former series regular who peri- 
odically interrupts his car-racing career 
to return to the dirt tracks. “Nicky came 
up to talk to me afterward, and I told 
him that I was proud of him. I could tell 
he was getting tired, but he kept pres- 
sure on me. I went up and high and 
forced him to pass me on the cushion if 
he was going to do it. He never gave up. 
He did good.” 

For Hayden, who had finished fourth 
on an Erion Racing Honda in Thurs- 
day's Pro Honda Oils 600cc Supersport 
race at Daytona International Speedway, 
a fifth at the Daytona Short Track was 
every bit as satisfying - if not more so. 

“I was just trying too hard, and Ron- 
nie just started reeling me in," Hayden 
said. "He's pretty amazing, coming out 
of retirement and finishing fourth like 
that. I tried to go back by him on the last 
lap, and I got into him a bit, but my TCR 
bike ran really well. Marlon Hart helped 
us a bunch, too - he's real slick with the 
600 stuff. But I really gotta thank Tom 
Cummings. I really appreciate that he 
gave me this opportunity. I’m on such 
good equipment, and there are a lot of 
good guys who ride every week that 
probably deserve to be on it before I do. 
But this is just a great opportunity, and I 
really want to make a mark in dirt track 
racing." 


HEATS 


Starts were crucial in the 10-lap heat 
races, as only two riders from each 
would transfer directly to the main 
event. Owing to the slippery nature of 
the race track, the winner in five of the 
six heats was the man who got the 
holeshot. 

Davis. was first and fastest in heat 


| 





one, as he blasted from the outside of 
the front row and ran away from a two- 
man battle for the second spot, between 
Team KTM's Joe Kopp and Coziahr 
Harley-Davidson's Johnny Murphree. 
The two ran in single file around the 
track, with Kopp doing everything he 
could to unseat Murphree. It all came 
down to a last-lap showdown, as Kopp 
tried to stuff it under Murphree off turn 
two, but the young Californian held fast, 
with Murphree taking second place. By 
then, Davis had jumped out to a huge 
lead and finished first with a time of 
three minutes, 15.705 seconds, which 
held up as the fast time of the night and 
put him on the pole. 

"This is a brand-new motorcycle," 
Davis said. “Jeff Cole built us a C&J sin- 
gle shock just like my 750 Harley and, 
man, the thing is sweet. The race track is 
just super for racing, and I think that 
you're going to see some better racing 
than last night. We have to go and take 
three teeth off of the thing, because I 
was just buzzin' the guts out of it." 

Continental Tires' Greg Tysor was 
the sole exception to the "start first and 
finish first" rule, as he got a great start 
from the middle of row one. From there, 
he led Carr for eight of the 10 laps in 
heat two, with Carr finally squaring it 
off and getting on the gas way early to 
make a pass for the lead in turns three 
and four. Carr led the final two laps, 
while Tysor barely eked out second 
place when he got a little cocky and 
wheelied off turn four and down the 
length of the front straight, allowing a 
charging King to almost ace him out of 
the transfer spot. 

"Greg was doing a real good job up 
front," Carr said. "He was riding the 

“line that he needed to ride to win the 
race. I just kind of forced my way in 
there a little bit and moved him over, 
and that way I could run my own line. I 
don't know if down low is the fastest or 
not. It's going to change. Hell, we could 
be cutting the strings off the hay bales 
later tonight. You never know." 

In heat three, Hayden used the out- 
side row-one starting spot as effectively 
as Davis had, leading the field into the 
first turn and pulling cleanly away. The 
race was halted when Lonnie Pauley 
crashed in turns three and four on lap 
three, and again after Willie McCoy 
bailed off on the front straight on lap 
seven. At that point, the race was called, 
with winner Hayden and Varnes getting 
the transfers. 

Poovey was the next man to domi-

nate a heat race, as he left second-place 
finisher Donnie Steward and the rest far 
behind in heat four. Arguably the best 
short-tracker in the game, the 40-year- 
old Texan was as dominant as Davis 
had been earlier, but the race track was 
already beginning to wear, making for a 
slower winning time. Nonetheless, the 
'97 race winner became the third former 
winner to make the big show. 

"It felt good then," Poovey said. "I 
hope that the race track stays together, 
and I'm looking forward to the main 
event. This is a new motorcycle that we 
just built this winter. Glen Salpaka put it 
together for me, and it runs great." 

Bartels’ Harley-Davidson's Shaun 
Russell used teammate Jay Springsteen's 
backup bike to take a. wire-to-wire win 
in heat race number five as he held off 
the determined charges of rookie Expert 
Toby Jorgensen - nephew of former TT 
great Alex Jorgensen - and 1-800- 
FASTHOG/Gould Erectors’ Mike Hack- 


er. The three were tied together after ' 


Russell took the lead from the green 
light, but the final positions remained 
unchanged, with Hacker being the odd 
man out. 

"I've got to thank Springer for letting 
me borrow his bike," Russell said. “I 
had some problems with mine, and he 
said, “Неу, why don't you try out mine? 
I went fast on it right away." . 

Landes. was the fourth different win- 
ner to gain entry into the main. He took 
charge from one spot to the right of the

until he ran into turn three 
and nearly crashed. From 
there, he dropped back off 
the pace, ultimately finish- 
ing way back in 14th, 
ahead of Tysor and Stew- 
ard - both of whom 
entered and qualified for 
their very first Grand 
National race. 

“Т just turned into a 
wuss," Russell said. "I got 
off the line good and 
thought, ‘This is going to be 
cool' Then I almost 
crashed.

While Davis began to gap Carr, Lan- 
des lined up behind the two-time win- 
ner's rear wheel, and when Carr ven- 
tured high to try and pick up on the 
lines that Davis was using, Landes 
smoothly rolled under Carr and took 
second place away on the low side of 
turn two. Carr appeared to be unfazed, 
as he continued to ride where he was 
rather than attempt anything rash in the 
hope of retaking second place. 

“When I walked around the track 
before the race, I knew that it was going 
to be greasy," Carr said. "The cushion 
was just gone." 








Hayden came after Carr and mount- 
ed a challenge for third, but Carr wasn't 
about to let the youngster by, and while 
Hayden made animated attempts to 
make something work, Carr continued 
to ride the same lines, and he smoothly 
pulled clear of Hayden again. 

Meanwhile, Saddlemen Racing /Lan- 
caster H-D/Dodge Brothers' Kevin 
Varnes was locked into, a multi-rider 
battle for eighth place, as he battled with 
Russell, Coolbeth, Steward and veterans 
Poovey and Springsteen. He would get 
past all of them except Coolbeth, who 
pulled away and continued to advance. 
Varnes wound up ninth. 

"We worked good early, and then 
toward the end it felt like I was getting a 
flat tire," Varnes said. “The ass end was 
hanging out there a long time off the 
turns. We changed the gearing, but we 
probably shouldn't have. That was my 
call. My fault." 

Poovey and Springer appeared to be 
having a good old time battling for 10th, 
Poovey leading the three-time series 
champion as they ran nose to tail 
around the track. The two riders fin- 
ished the race in the same spots, 10th 
place being a bit of a disappointment for 
'97 race winner Poovey. 

“That was okay, racing with Jay,” the 
Texan said, "but I couldn't get hold of 
anything in the feature. It was so greasy. 
They watered it just before the main 
event." 

For Coolbeth, the reigning AMA 
National Hot Shoe 600cc Champion, 
seventh, just ahead of Murphree, was 
decent, but little consolation. 

"| just did the same thing I did last 
night - got a bad start," Coolbeth said. 
"That's about all I have to say." 

King, however, was moving forward 
after starting all the way down in 12th 
aboard his Sam Wessley-tuned, Missile- 
framed Rotax. After getting caught up

Several motorcycle-racing dignitaries invaded the Daytona press 
box in 1999, including former three-time World 500cc road racing 
champion Wayne Rainey. He came to Daytona as part of 
Yamaha Motor Corporation's “Parade of Champions," held at 
Daytona International Speedway ‘on the days of the Daytona 
Supercross. and the Daytona 200, An extremely capable. rider in 
his old dirt track days, Rainey remembered the last time that he 
came to. Daytona to throw a little dirt. "It was like 1978 or 79," 
Rainey recalled. "| think Lance Jones won it. That guy had an 
awesome amount of talent. He was fun to watch. This is a differ- 
ent stadium from where we used to run, but it looks the same. 
We just got here, but | see there's a blue groove already, so Park- 
er and Morehead won't like that. That's who | came to watch. This 
is the best. Being involved in Grands Prix, you don't really have 
time to watch anything, but we came down here and | got to hang 
out with Broc and Mike and quiz them about the supercross yes- 
terday. Now we're watching this, and tomorrow we're going to 
watch the road гасе. | think that they should try to run them all 
together at all the races." The Broc and. Mike that Rainey.was 
referring to were former motocross and supercross champions 
Broc Glover and Mike Bell, who were also in attendance, 
along with four-time 500cc World road. racing champion Eddie 
Lawson, American GP racer Randy Mamola. Also in the room 
were 1969 World 250cc road racing champion Kel Carruthers 
and four-time World speedway champion Barry Briggs, as well 
as yesteryear legends Ben Campanale and Ernie Beckman. 





No less than three new faces made the AMA Grand National 
main event at Daytona. Rookie Experts Toby Jorgensen and 
Donnie Steward both qualified for the Daytona Short Track on 
Saturday night, while 40-year-old Greg Tysor qualified for the 
Hot Shoe main on Friday night as well as the Short Track. "It was 
So'cool being out there and seeing guys with names like’ Spring- 
steen and Poovey on their leathers,” said Jorgensen, who wound 
up with a 13th-place finish in the main. "It made me want to beat 
them that much more.. but that didn't happen." Jorgensen said 
that he plans to get.his GNC Expert points and then "see what 
happens" in terms of joining the series on a regular basis. He 
also plans to do some road racing. Steward, by the way, finished 
16th. 


Greg Tysor, who finished 15th in the main event, admitted to 
living a dream. "My goal was just to come down here and make 





the 60-rider cut each night," said the Continental dirt track tire 
distributor and former AMA 250cc road racer from Georgia. "I 
was sitting out there on the starting line, thinking, ‘Man, this is so 
cool!'" Prior to starting the race, Tysor told race announcer Larry 
Maiers, "I'm 40 years old, and this is the first Grand National that 
I've ever entered, and | made the main event in my first try. | think 
that after this I'd better гейге.” 


Speaking of Continental dirt track tires, there was a bit of a 
controversy brewing earlier in the week, when it was found that 
some of the tires that had been distributed prior to and during 
Daytona Bike Week featured the. molded, raised stampings that 
indicated their compound as per AMA approval, while other tires 
that were delivered to Daytona for Bike Week featured no molded 
numbers апа were being stamped at the races. Upon learning of 
the stamped tires, AMA officials informed the riders that only the 
molded tires would be legal at the Daytona short-track events, 
thus eliminating any possibility that certain riders could either acci- 
dentally or otherwise wind up with different compounds than 
those that were approved. The decision was agreeable to Conti- 
nental tires rep Greg Tysor, who explained: "The whole reason for 
the stamped tires was that we thought that we were. going to 
have a supply problem for Daytona. We only ended.up having to 
take back five tires (because of the decision). We support the 
decision by the AMA and we. want to cooperate with them fully on 
any tire matter." & 


So what happened to reigning Daytona Short Track and: nine-time 
AMA Grand National Champion Scott Parker? "It was just our 
usual Daytona,” Parker said with a smile. Parker had a spark-plug 
wire get broken by flying debris and then lost a timing belt оп his 
factory Harley during Friday night's Hot Shoe program. Then, on 
Saturday, Parker fell down in his heat race and was all over the 
track behind Jay Springsteen in his semi, where he finished sec- 
ond and was through for the night. “Chris (Сат) came up to me 
after the races and said he was sorry about my bad luck. | told 
him, "Hey, man, don't worry-about me: | won eight of my champi- 
onships without winning at this place.'" 


Scott Parker did show up to Daytona with a trick up his. sleeve 
in the form of new Harley-Davidson leathers, which featured 
black uppers with the orange Harley-Davidson stripe and logo, 
while his pants уеге reversed from the normal colors, featuring 
black Harley logos on white pants. "It's just something different, " 
Parker said. "My wife and Dee Johnson of D's Leathers and | 
came up with it. We didn't tell anybody else that we were going to 
do it. It's just something different, and we're gonna mix and match 


them with the regular ones through the year. We may even do 
Some other different ones later.” 


Will Davis had new colors as well - and we mean colors, as his 
Matt George-sewn Max leathers featured the Eaken Racing logo 
on the front, with purple and fluorescent green and orange. 


Will Davis was simply fast all day on Saturday at Municipal Sta- 
dium. Prior to winning the race, he-had set the fastest time in the 
heat races, and he.was the fastest man in the early morning prac- 
tice. Davis predicted an exciting race prior to the commencement 
of the night's heat.races. "| think that you're going to see sorrie 
come-from-behind racing." Davis said. "I just hope.that.they don't 
come from behind me." 


Rich King was looking for a better ending to his night on Satur- 
day than the one that he experienced on Friday night. “I was terri- 
ble last night," the Corbin Racing speedster said of his Hot Shoe 
performance. "We've just been having bad luck here. We won our 
scratch heat today, but we lost the brakes. You just can't have 
that kind of stuff happen." King. wound up.sixth in the Daytona 
Short Track. » 

Also looking for a better night - especially after he had the mak- 
ings of a great one going into Friday night - was Bartels’ Jay 
Springsteen. “Springer” timed quick in practice and the scratch 
heats on a brand-new motorcycle for the Hot Shoe race, ‘but then 
he suffered the same recurring stomach ailment that probably 
cost him as many races as he ever won. Even so, Springsteen 
was on the line for his Hot Shoe heat race, only to have to pull off 
when the bike stuck a piston. With teammate Shaun Russell 
already qualified aboard Springsteen's backup bike, the three-time 
champion was through. for the night. "We wound up working until 
3 a.m. to get the bike back together, ". Springsteen said. "Тот 
Cummings loaned us a brand-new piston, and we got it back 
together.” Springsteen rode the machine to a 10th-place finish on 
Saturday night. 


Despite his fourth-place finish in the Pro Honda 600cc Supersport 
road race at Daytona International Speedway, Nicky Hayden 
had a humble attitude regarding his chances of a similar finish at 
the Daytona Short Track - though as things turned out, he needn't 
have worried. "| made my first main event here last year," Hayden 
said. "But ! know it's going.to be really tough to make the main 
event here tonight. Everyone hears ‘short track’ and they think that 
these guys are slow. People don't realize how fast these guys go. 
They don't get enough credit from the motorcycle industry." 











in the same traffic as Varnes and Cool- 
beth, King put the low line to good use, 
especially off of turn four, and charged 
up to a respectable sixth place. 

“I came from a long way back," the 35- 
year-old Iowan said. “At first, I was going 
by guys pretty quickly. Then I caught 
Murphree and it was like I hit a wall. 
When I finally got by him, there was no 
way that I could catch Jones and Hayden.” 

No way. Those two were running 
right together on the race track, with 
Jones never giving up, as he steadily 
moved onto Hayden’s six, and ultimate- 
ly made the pass. 

“I had no idea where I was out 
there," Jones said. "Then, when I got up 
to where I could see Carr, I figured that 
I must have been doing pretty good. The 
track just came to my setup, and I had a 
great time. You know, if you would've 
asked me if I like Daytona after yester- 
day, I probably would have told you 
that I ain't coming back, but I have to 
say thanks to Scotty Hewitt, who 
wrenched on my bike. We changed 
everything on it." 

Back up front, the Davis/Landes/ 
Carr processional droned on, all three 
running smoothly through lapped traffic 
and heading toward the flag. Davis took 
it first, adding the '99 win to his resume. 

"This is unbelievable," Davis said on 
the podium." I could do a whole lot of 
talking, but I’m almost speechless. I 
mean, short-track racing in general just 
makes my skin crawl. For 10 years Гуе 
been talking to Skip Eaken - since the 
Bubba Shobert days - and I knew that 
we would be on the same page. We're 
together this year, and I'm looking for 
great things. l'm so pumped to win the 
Daytona Short Track again that I just 
can't believe it. You can't top it." 

And nobody could top Davis - except 
maybe Carr, who, while on the podium, 
remarked, “So much for speechless.” ем

In his first race since practically 
destroying his knee and femur last June 
at Loudon, DuHamel limped to the bike 
with his cane, climbed aboard and did 
what nobody thought he could do: He 
not only ran at the front, he won. 
Already known for his toughness, 
DuHamel took that reputation to a new 
level with this gritty performance on a 
brilliantly sunny day in Daytona. 

With the Daytona round of the 600cc 
Supersport Series being the most impor- 
tant race of the year marketingwise for 
the manufacturers, Honda should just 
go ahead and make DuHamel its nation- 
al sales manager. After all, each and 
every time Honda has introduced a new 
600 at Daytona, DuHamel has won on it. 
He won on the F-2, he won on the F-3, 
and today he gave the F-4 a victory in its 
racing debut. In all, the victory was 
DuHamel's fifth in the 600cc Supersport 
class at Daytona and the 36th of his 
career, coming eight years after his first 
win at the Speedway in 1991. 

Even DuHamel seemed a bit sur- 
prised by the quality of his performance. 

“I don't know what to say," 
DuHamel said in the postrace press con- 
ference after getting a rousing ovation 
from those in the packed media center. 
"I'm really amazed. Coming in here, like 
I said, realistically, I was hoping for 
nothing more than a top 10, maybe a top 
five. I didn't know what to expect, but I 
did quite a bit of training the last two 
months pretty intensively in Las Vegas. 
That's what really paid off this weekend 
- all that training. Also, I think Honda 
provided me with some excellent motor-

cycles, in both classes. This new F-4 - I 
knew I'd like this bike. I did a few laps 
on it in Monterey. I think I just wanted 
to prove to people that I was able to 
ride. It went pretty well and it just car- 
ried over to here." 

The race for the win was typical 
600cc Supersport, and typical Daytona. 
Six riders steadily drew away from the 
field, and those six ran together to the 
flag, separated from front to back by less 
than half a second. In the end, it came 
down to a waiting game on the entrance 
to the chicane for the final time, with no 
one wanting to lead, knowing that 
they'd only get eaten up in the draft run 
to the flag. When it came to the final 
move, DuHamel's was the best, as he 
shot down the banking and crossed the 
line down low - with the victory. 

Second place went to Erion Racing's 
Kurtis Roberts, his career best in the 
class. Roberts and his CBR600 F-4 were 
among the fast guys all week, and in the 
race he showed maturity well beyond 
his racing years. At times he led, at 
times he trailed, but he was there for the 
duration and was beaten to the line only 
by the master himself, DuHamel. 

Third place went to the factory 
Yamaha of Jamie Hacking. The South 
Carolinian was also in position to win 
the race; he just got outfoxed on the run 
to the flag. Still, he started his season on 
the new R6 in fine fashion and proved 
that he and the new bike will be a force 
to be reckoned with as the season 
matures. 

Behind Hacking came Erion Racing's 
Nicky Hayden (still just .145 of a second 
behind DuHamel) in fourth, with the 
hard-riding Aaron Yates and the Muzzy 
Kawasaki just behind Hayden and just 
ahead of the impressive Josh Hayes on 
the Valvoline EMGO Suzuki GSX-R600. 

Seventh place went to Yamaha's Rich 
Oliver, the pole sitter for the race. Oliver 
was in the lead group until running off 
in turn one on the fourth lap. The mis- 
cue dropped him well out of the top 20, 
and he did well to climb back as high as 
he did. In the end, he was 17.779 sec- 
onds behind DuHamel after charging 
through hordes of inspired 600cc riders. 

Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Rapp 
ended up eighth, just ahead of 4&6

Cycles' Todd Harrington's 
Kawasaki. Those two had 
battled for the entire race, 
with Oliver coming through 
to nail both of them late in 
the 18-lap race. Graves 
Motorsports' Paul Harrell 
filled out.the top 10 on his 
brand-new Yamaha R6. 

In the battle for new-bike 
supremacy, Honda obvious- 
ly drew first blood with 
DuHamel and Roberts' one- 
two finish, but Yamaha 
seems to be on equal ground, 
as Hacking led the way with his third- 
place finish. The rest of the top 10 read: 
Honda, Kawasaki, Suzuki, Yamaha, 
Suzuki, Kawasaki, Yamaha, though 
Hayes' Suzuki was clearly the only one 
capable of running in the lead group. 
It's also worth noting that Yates had to 
ride mistake-free in order to keep the 
Kawasaki with the leaders. If he had lost 
the draft, he wouldn't have been able to 
make it back up. 

“I think he had little ropes tied to 
us," DuHamel joked. “Aaron (Yates) 
was doing a good job out there." 

Notably absent from the race were 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin and 
American Honda's Eric Bostrom. 
Mladin and Suzuki had decided not to 
participate (see “Briefly...”), and 
Bostrom had suffered a broken ankle the 
day prior to the race during Superbike 
qualifying. 

The race began without those two 
favorites and with a Yates-and-Kawasa- 
ki holeshot. The Georgian knew what he 
had to do and he went about trying to 











do it. With his head down, Yates exited 
the infield with a .65-of-a-second lead 
on the pursuing pack. By the time they 
arrived at the chicane, the lead had 
evaporated. By the time he got to the 
start/finish line, he was fourth. He was 
in for a fight. 

Going into the International Horse- 
shoe at the end of the first complete lap, 
Hacking led DuHamel, Hayes, Yates, 
Oliver, Nicky Hayden and Roberts. A 
gap had already been established 
between them and the rest, with the rest 
being led by Rapp. 

The top seven swapped the lead 
repeatedly through the opening laps, 
though that group would be whittled 
down to six with Oliver's off-track 
excursion at the start of lap four. He 
would fight back, setting the race's 
fastest lap times, to eventually finish 
seventh. 

The pack carried on without him, 
with DuHamel waiting until very late to 
try his hand at the front. 

^What I did was, two laps from the 


end, I picked it up and I think I did a 
55.6 right there," DuHamel said later. 
^We were running a slow pace, which 
was perfect for me, but it was perfect for 
all of.us; we were all saving our tires 
and all trying to outsmart each other. 
One lap from the end, I wanted to throw 
a monkey wrench in everybody's plan 
and try to pick up the pace and see if 
anyone would get rattled by that - espe- 
cially with the tires being greasy and 
everything. My bike was tracking really 
good, so I was able to maybe shake 
them up a little bit and maybe make 
their game plan not as calm as they 
wanted it. On the last lap, they came 
back past me, so I figured they were 
able to hang. So then I went to Plan B 
and the draft." 

As always, it came down to the last 
lap - and, more aptly, the chicane. No 
one wanted any part of the lead, though 
Nicky Hayden was the one who had it. 

“1 was leading down the back 
- straight and nobody would go by,” 
Hayden said. "I broke until somebody 
finally went by and I was fourth, with a 
lapper in there as well. I thought it was 
perfect. Then everybody was weaving 
and stuff and a gap in front of me closed 
up and I had to get out of the throttle - 
that was pretty much it." 

Exit Hayden, enter DuHamel. 

“We were coming off the banking 
and were drafting good," DuHamel 
said. "I figured Jamie (Hacking) was in 
Kurtis' (Roberts) draft, so he probably 
had a bit more steam, but I just figured 
the shortest way to get there was the 
fastest way. I also figured if I went 
high, I might get pushed out with the 
wind and all that. I saw what happened 
to Rich Oliver when he came by me one 
time. I just decided to go low and 
decided to do that line down on the 
inside. It's also dirty down there, so if 
anybody was going to follow me and 
draft past me, they were going to get a 
few rocks." 

It was perfect execution by the mas- 
ter and it gave him the victory. He was 
aided by a last-second gearing change 
that allowed his Honda to perform bet- 
ter in the draft. 

“We had different gearing on the 
bike the whole week and we decided to 
switch back to a taller gearing to accom- 
modate the draft," DuHamel explained. 
"It really worked out well, obviously. It 
was kind of funny going into the chi- 
cane, because nobody wanted to take 
the lead. It's a good thing they took the 
stands off the bikes because we proba- 
bly would have kicked the stands down 
and let somebody else go by. We were 
all trying to get our best drives off that 
last corner there, and for me it worked 
out really good. That gearing was kind 
of sensitive, because if I backed off too 
much, I couldn't get back - it took me 
too much time. In a race like this you've 
got to have some luck, and I believe I 
had some. The gearing change - in talk- 
ing to Al (Ludington) and Ray (Plumb) 
and those guys, we made a good deci- 
sion.” 

Crossing the line in second was 
Roberts, thinking he had a chance until 
he saw the DuHamel streak go by. 

“Last year was my first year on the 
four-stroke, and I really liked the 600,” 
Roberts said. “I knew Honda was com- 
ing out with a new motorcycle, and this 
is really a great testament to them. First 
and second, first race: It shows how 
good the motorcycle really is and how 
good Honda is. Last year, I liked riding 
the 600 so much that I didn’t want to 
ride the 250 anymore. This is more suit- 
ed to my style - it’s like riding a dirt 
tracker on the asphalt. So I switched and 
here I am.

"It's good, but the only problem is, 
you have to watch out for the corners, 
because you have to turn," Roberts 
added. "Sometimes you get sucked in 
there where you don't want to go and 
you're praying, really. I know I did a 
couple of times, and I’m sure all of us 
did. It's fun. This is probably the most 
fun I've ever had on a motorcycle. It was 
six guys brawling it out, and if you 
stand up, sometimes you're first, you're 
second or third. I thought I had this 
thing won until I saw this other red 
Honda going inside of me right before 
the start/finish line. I think it's great for 
Miguel. We're both hurt, so it's kind of 
neat that we're both up here. I want to 
win one of these one of these years." 

Roberts had crashed during 600cc 
qualifying the day before, taking a 
chunk out of his knee that required 
Stitches both inside and outside the 
wound. 

Hacking was obviously pleased with 
his result - and with the fact that he, too, 
was in position to win the race. 

"The speeds have picked up, but I 
did miss this class," said Hacking, who 
didn't race Supersport in 1998. "This is 
the best class there is. The superbikes 
are fun. You just get on those things and 
pin it back. It's pretty much whoever's 
got the quickest bike, but in the 600s it 
comes down to rider talent. The manu- 
facturers can build a good bike for you, 
but the rest of it is up to the riders. I’m 











really happy for me and Yamaha and 
the crew and everybody. I’m working 
my way up." 

You don't have to remind DuHamel 
that there are a lot of hungry young 
lions out there who'd like to take a bite 
out of the five-time class champion. 

"You've always got those guys there, 
except now there are like six or seven of 
them," DuHamel said. "You've got 
Jamie Hacking and Kurtis Roberts and 
Nicky Hayden. Now I've got myself in a 
hole, because I don't remember all the 
names. Aaron Yates and stuff like that. 
They're all out there and riding really 
well. It's the same thing, but times two, 
times three. This whole week, there's 
hasn't been much pressure on me 
because I didn't feel like there was any 
pressure on me to win. We had a lot of 
talent on the F-4s, and I figured those 
guys would go out there and get the 
win. I'd just get some points, but obvi- 
ously, after the first day, we saw that we 
were much more even than I thought 
we were going to be. I think that's a big 
credit for me staying with Honda for all 
these years and having Al Ludington 
and Joey Lombardo and Ray Plumb - we 
work together as a family, and I think 
that helps quite a bit." 

He knew he'd won, but not until it 
was over. 

"About three inches “from the finish 
line, I figured, ‘I’ve got this thing,’” 
DuHamel said. “It’s nice to see we have 





a field of young guys out there racing, 
but they all made good decisions and 
we didn’t have any red flags. There was 
no bowling, nobody going down. I was 
a little worried and scared about that 
because of my injuries - I didn’t want to 
aggravate that. But everybody used 
their head, and that’s why you had a 
pack of six guys.” 

Hayes was one of the six guys who 
had impressed the others. He rode hard, 
he rode clean, and he was fast. And it 
was his first-ever AMA 600cc Super- 
sport race. He was also the only one of 
the lead pack using Michelin rather than 
Dunlop rubber. 

“Т was fifth in the run to the flag,” 
Hayes said. “I had Aaron (Yates) behind 
me, but there was nowhere for me to go. 
They got a jump on me and I couldn't 
catch the draft. We missed the gearing a 
little bit and it bumped the rev limiter 
going across the line." * 

Naturally, many were surprised with 
the speed of Hayes' Suzuki - especially 
considering that it was the only one 
capable of running near the front. 

“Barry McMahan built the engine, 
and we've had two weeks here to work 
on the thing," Hayes said. "Everything 
went according to plan. It was good to 
race with those guys that you watch on

Hayes?” was asked after qualify- 

ing for both the 600 and 750cc 
Supersport classes at Daytona Interna- 
tional Speedway. Hayes answered the 
question with an exclamation mark on 
Friday afternoon, posting two convinc- 
ing rides on his Michelin-shod Valvoline 
EMGO Suzukis. None, though, was 
more impressive than his runaway vic- 
tory in the 750cc Supersport final. 

Hayes was one of two men who 
came into the 750cc Supersport class as 
replacement riders for injured racers. 
Hayes was brought into the Valvoline 
team to compete in the class only a few 
days before the event, replacing the 
injured Ryan Landers, and he made the 
most of the opportunity to ride to a rela- 
tively unchallenged victory - his first in 
AMA Supersport racing. The other 
replacement rider was Chaparral Suzu- 
ki's Tom Kipp. The veteran Kipp was 
brought into the new team when Aus- 
tralian Damon Buckmaster was injured 
in a motocross riding accident, and he, 
too, made the most of the opportunity, 
finishing third in his and the team’s first 
outing. 

In between came the hard-riding 
Jimmy Moore on the Ricci Racing- 
backed Suzuki GSX-R750. Moore and 
Kipp went back and forth for the majori- 
ty of the race, but they couldn’t keep 
pace with Hayes, and the 23-year-old 
from Gulfport, Mississippi, ended up 
winning the race by 4.023 seconds. 

"I've got to put a thanks out to Suzu- 
ki for having the confidence in us to 
come out here and run strong,” Hayes 
said after his win. “It’s really great to 
come out here and ride with the caliber 
of riders like these. I’ve always been 
reading about them, but I’ve never had 
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the chance to go out there and race with 
them. It was really a lot of fun. These 
guys ride awesome, and they'll make 
you ride hard the whole race. I sure am 
glad I wasn't back there with the beatin' 
and the bangin'." 

Fourth place went.to Hayes' Valvo- 
line teammate Grant Lopez after a race- 
long battle with Chaparral Suzuki's 
| defending class champion, Richard 
Alexander Jr. Behind those two came 
Hooters Restaurants-backed Jamie Bow- 
man, Motorsports Suzuki's Brian Gibbs 
and James Randolph on the Copier Dis- 
count Warehouse Suzuki. 

It was 1-800-CYCLEGEAR's Jake 
Zemke who managed to hold off the 
advances of the first 600cc motorcycle in 
the field, the factory Yamaha ridden by 
Tommy Hayden, to finish ninth. Hay- 
den was just behind in 10th. 

The 15-lap race began with Bowman 
leading the way into the International 
Horseshoe after getting around pole sit- 
ter Kipp. Bowman's lead was short- 
lived, lasting only until the pack hit the 





banking for the first time. At that point, 
he was passed by both Kipp and Hayes, 
with Hayes leading the way to end the 
opening lap. 

From there, the youngster simply 
started pulling away. He led by a sec- 
ond after four laps, 2.7 seconds after 
seven laps, 3.8 seconds after 10 laps and 
then he held the cushion to the flag, ulti- 
mately winning by 4.023 seconds and 
never appearing to put a wheel wrong. 

In his wake he left the fight for sec- 
ond to Kipp and Moore. The pair 
swapped the spot continually, with 
Kipp's wheels in line and Moore's 
wheels anything but. The Eugene, Ore- 
gon, resident had missed on his setup 
and was simply riding through his 
problems. Kipp didn't like what was 
going on around him and after the race 
he was livid - in a way that longtime 
Kipp watchers had never seen.

“First, I really want to say that I’m 
happy to be back here at Daytona and 
really happy to be back in the winner's 
circle so soon," Kipp said after barely 
losing to Moore at the finish line. “I’m 
really grateful for the opportunity that 
Suzuki has given me, along with Chap- 
arral. It feels great to be back here. A 
couple of weeks ago, I didn't have much 
lined up, but it's a good thing. We got 
on the podium and I'm really happy. As 
far as the battle for second went, I got 
beat at the line. I don't usually ridicule 
people for their riding, but I have to say 
that was some of the sloppiest riding 
I've ever experienced. I hope this is the 
last time this season that this is going to 
happen; it will be the last time that I put 
up with it." 

Moore, who matched his career-best 
finish from last year's season finale with 
second place, stood by what he'd done. 
He said he didn't have much of a choice. 

"I did my best to set up the bike the 
best I could, but I think I missed it,” he 
said. "I was riding very hard to beat 
Tom (Kipp), and I did. I'm sorry that he 
feels that I was out of line, but I think if 
he remembers back when he was really 
hungry, he might remember some races 
like that. I don't Have any problem with 
it; I thought it was a very good race. 
Tom definitely came out of the corners 
better than I did, but I think I got into 
the corners better than he did. I was able 
to pass him going into the chicane and 
into turn one. There were other places 
that І would catch him, but he definitely 
had the edge coming out. At one point 
in the race, we came up on a lapper and 
the lapper didn't really know we were 
coming. It looked like he was going 
from the outside of the turn back into 
the middle of the track. At the last 
minute, he looked over his shoulder, 
saw us coming and decided to stay on 
the outside of the track. I had the option 
of creaming into the back of him or 








avoiding him. I knew Tom was right 
close to me, so I had to run off the track. 
That was kind of a hairy moment, but I 
was able to come back from it and do 
well." 

With Hayes riding off in the distance 
and Moore and Kipp locked in a heated 
battle, the pack tried in vain to keep 
pace. Those doing the best job in the 
next.group were Lopez and Alexander, 
who managed to put a little gap 
between themselves and Bowman. 

Alexander had ruined his chances to 
run at the front when he botched his 
qualifying session by crashing in the 
second horseshoe. He was fortunate 
enough to walk away with just a 
bruised foot, but he was unlucky in that 
his crash came before he was able to 
post a quick lap. Thus he started from 
the third row and could only watch as 
the lead group pulled away. In the end, 
he finished fifth. 

“Basically, coming from the third 
row was where it all started," Alexander 
said. ^I had to go through the guys and I 
was by myself on the banking. Then I 
got hooked up with Grant (Lopez). I had 
more grunt, but he had more top end. It 
came down to a last-lap dash, and I 
thought I had him - but I missed it by a 
foot. It was mind over matter. I was in a 
lot worse shape here last year (when he 
rode with an injured shoulder). I'm 
happy to come away with some points. 
It was a good weekend until I got to 
qualifying, but we'll go to Phoenix and 
kick some butt." 

The fact that Hayes won was a sur- 
prise in itself. The fact that he was able 
to get away from the pack was even 
more surprising - unless you were 
Hayes. 

"We'd watched qualifying and the 
way the lap times happened," Hayes 
explained. "The tire we were on was 
definitely the tire we were racing with. 
There was only one tire available to us, 


so I felt pretty comfortable that I could 
do those good laps for a long time. We'd 
talked about it, and basically everything 
went according to plan. It worked out 
really well for us."

MAZDA 250cc GRAND PRIX SERIES

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 7 
fter coming to Daytona for a 
/А\ dozen years, Venezuelan Luis 
Lavado finally tasted victory, 
winning the Mazda 250cc Grand Prix 
class late on a warm and sunny morning 
in central Florida. 

The CCS Racing-backed Yamaha rider 
had his hands full for most of the day 
with Al Salaverria fighting him all the 
way on his 1997 Aprilia. Unfortunately, 
the 2-year-old machine let Salaverria 
down, seizing yet again, this time in turn 
one three laps from the end while he was 
running second, but losing ground as the 
Tech Star Industries' bike gradually lost 
power. 

Once "Al Sal" was out, Lavado 
cruised to the win, taking his first AMA 
victory by 6.312 seconds. 

Lavado completed the 18-lap, 64.08- 
mile race in 35 minutes, 48.480 seconds at 
an average speed of 107.373 mph, well 
over Rich Oliver's 1997 race record. 

The winner earned $6000, with Briton 
John McGuiness, who finished second on 
the Team Vimto Honda, pocketing $3700, 
and veteran Floridian Greg Esser, who 
was third on the Fabweld Honda, earning 
$2750. 

"It sure feels good," Esser said. "I 
don't know what to say, really. I’m just 
kind of stunned by the whole thing, real- 
ly. I figured those days were over because 
I'm not exactly a young guy, I'm 39. And 
I've been doing it a while. I thought those 
days were over - I guess not. When you 
see (Randy) Renfrow, as long as he's been 
doing it, there's still hope for me, I 

ess." 

Renfrow was a nonstarter after a 
practice crash left him with a broken 
wrist. The steering damper on his 
Honda seized up as he entered the chi- 
cane and he was thrown to the ground. 
(See “Briefly...”) 

Another nonstarter was class champi- 
on Roland Sands. The Performance 
Machine Yamaha rider crashed in both 
his 250cc GP heat and the Pro Honda Oils 
600cc Supersport final. Both crashes came 
Friday, with the second tumble breaking 
his wrist. (See “Briefly...”) 

Chuck Sorensen, riding the World 








Sports Imports' Honda RS250, came 
through from an 11th-row, second-wave 
start to finish fourth. By the time he 
moved into fourth, the leaders were teo 
far gone for him to make a run at the 
podium. 

Even so, he comes out of Daytona in 
good shape in the championship. Neither 
Lavado nor McGuiness are going to do 
the full AMA Championship, and 
Sorensen has consistently beaten Esser in 
the past. With Sands injured, Sorensen 
should be able to take over the champi- 
onship lead at the series' next round in 
Phoenix in two weeks. 

As it is, Lavado leads McGuiness 37 to 
32, with Esser third at 29 and Sorensen 
fourth at 27. 

McGuinness got the holeshot, but it 
was short-lived, as Salaverria came by, 
with Lavado then leading across the 
stripe to end the lap. Lavado would lead 
across the stripe every lap except the sev- 
enth, when Salaverria retook the lead. 











At that point, the top three were run- 
ning together, Salaverria in front of Lava- 
do and McGuiness, with Esser watching 
it from not far back. By then, Sorensen 
was already in fifth, but well back from 
the leaders. 

Lavado took over the spot on the 
eighth lap and the top three ran together, 
with the Venezuelan inching away. On 
the 12th lap, he had about 2.5 seconds in 
hand and had broken the draft. From 
there he kept the heat on and, when 
Salaverria went out on the 15th lap, Lava- 
do had more than three seconds, a lead 
he would extend to better than five sec- 
onds during the next lap as he rode to 
eventual victory. 

For Salaverria to fail so close to the 
flag was a bitter disappointment. 

“Tt squeaked in one," Salaverria said. 
"It almost got me. I knew I could outride 
those guys. I caught Lavado and I knew 
he had a faster bike. I could barely stay in 
his draft. They were both braking way

too early into the chicane and the drives 
they got out were not good at all. My bike 
started slowing down. It got slower and 
slower before it tied up." 

The San Franciscan said he wasn't 
sure if he would continue in the series, 
since the team has run out of parts. 

Lavado had finished on the podium in 
both 1993 and 1996, but never at the top. 
Today was his day. 

"]t feels really great," the 35-year-old 
said through an interpreter, adding that 
he found that this was the year that it was 
going to be hardest to win the race 
because the motorcycle was not working 
well all the week long, but he finally put 
it in shape on Friday and he's here. 

"The thing was that on the first three 
or four laps, I had a new tire on the rear 
and I didn't put too much pressure just to 
warm up the tire," said Lavado. "Once I 
had the tire working good, I started to 
push more and more and I knew that my 
bike was working very good compared 
with Salaverria's." 

McGuiness had been here last year, 
but with less success. Still, it let him know 
what to expect this year. 

“1 came here with high hopes and a 
good bike and I felt real good," the Eng- 
lishman said. "It's such a unique circuit. 
We have no tracks like this in Europe or 
England, nothing like it. Big drafting 
effects and things, getting the gearing 
right, and the wind changed direction 
every five minutes. It seems to. 

"| had a crash in practice,” he added. 
"(It was) this trick fuel we use. We use 
much lower-octane fuel. We seized here 
and crashed. It all just came together in 
the race in the end. Last time I came, we 
had a seizure in qualifying, which put me 
on the back of the second wave. But this 
time I had a good heat race and things 
were being reversed. If it was up to me, 


we'd be here every year. If the sponsor's 
keen again, I’m sure we'll be back, and 
hopefully we won't be struggling next 
time." 

For Esser, it was his best AMA finish 
ever. 

"I'm real excited about it," he said. “I 
really didn't expect to be up here, but I 
was real happy about it. These guys had a 
little acceleration on me out of the corners 
and there wasn't a whole lot I could do 
about it. I stayed there and it just all 
worked out. I didn't realize I was third 
until right toward the end." 

Sorensen knew where he was and 
how little he could do about it. He knew 
he'd dug himself a hole with his heat-race 
crash. Sorensen didn't know that he'd 
gapped Lavado. 

"| thought he was still there," 
Sorensen said. 

Entering the corner, he was still 
straight up and down and on the brakes 
of his Honda RS250, not even leaned over 
yet, when the "thing just went out from 
underneath me." 

That sent him to the second wave for 
the start of the race, with a lot of riders to 
get through if he was to make a run at the 
front. Sorensen used the draft of those 
riders to move toward the front, then hit 
a gap in the field and was forced to ride 
by himself for much of the second half of 
the race. 

"For all the hassle we had this week- 
end, it turned out it wasn't so bad," 
Sorensen said. 

There was a three- then two-rider fight 
for fifth which went to the flag. Cycle 
City's Derek King and Gilbert Racing's 
Colin Gilbert stuck to each other for the 
second half of the race, after they 
dropped Team Motorrad Rennsport 
USA's Perry Melneciuc from their group. 
Melneciuc would later retire. 

Gilbert was in front on lap 10, then 
King took over, initially using traffic to 
shake off his rival, with Gilbert soon com- 
ing back at him and taking the spot on the 
15th and 16th laps. 

King passed Gilbert to take fifth on the 
final lap, with Broward Motorsport's 
Quenni King taking seventh. 

Jeff Vos stayed in front of Englishman 
Gavin Lee to take eighth, the pair having 
split from a four-rider pack contesting the 
spot. 

Tenth place went to yet another 
Briton, Neil Richardson on a S'N'M Rac- 
ing Honda RS250. см

y the end of the second of 11 
laps in the Progressive Insurance 
Pro Thunder final, the order of 


the top three was set. If that doesn’t 
sound very exciting, it’s because it 
wasn't, at least not for the spectators. 
The riders had a different point of view. 

G.S. Racing's Cory Call won the race 
on a Ducati, his first ride in Pro Thunder 
in his first visit to Daytona International 
Speedway. He took over the lead after 
passing Tilley's H-D's Shawn Higbee, 
who had gotten the holeshot but had his 
day end with a mechanical failure in 
turn one on the second lap. 

Call didn't waste any time, edging 
away from HMC Racing's Shawn Con- 
rad until he had about three seconds at 
the halfway point, a margin he'd double 
to 6.190 at the end of the 39.16-mile race. 
He completed the race in a new race 
record of 22 minutes, 14.690 seconds at 
an average speed of 105.625 mph, better 
than the 103.939-mph average from 
1998. 

“I heard the place was big, but I 
didn't think it was this big," Call said 
after the win in his Pro Thunder debut. 
Having the lead with no one in pursuit 
forced him to ride smart. “I was just try- 
ing not to do anything to lose concentra- 
tion. I just needed to keep my head 
down. I didn't want to look back and 
then I didn't hear any-bikes behind me 
and I started looking back to see how 
much distance I had on Shawn (Con- 
rad). I just wanted to make sure I stayed 
up and didn't do anything stupid." 

He didn't, and now he leads the Pro- 
gressive Insurance Pro Thunder point

standings. After the first of 12 rounds, 
Call leads Ducati-mounted Conrad, 37 
to 32. 

Conrad, like Call, rode a Ducati 748, 
а decision his team owner had made. 


“Once we heard the Ducati was 
going to be legal, the team owner, Mitch 
Hansen, has really been looking forward 
to riding Ducatis since the team's origi- 








nation and it was a great opportunity to 
try a new bike," Conrad said, adding 
that the bike was new to the team and 
there were still things to be learned. "I 
definitely missed on the setup. I 
couldn't get off the infield turns very 
well at all and I was just sliding up the 
banking, but the HMC Ducati made 
excellent horsepower. I was getting 





good, but I was definitely 

missing on the setup. I could get into the 
turns, but coming out, it would just light 
up the wheel, but a few times - actually, 
on the first lap - I almost ended up 
going over the high side, so I guess sec- 
ond is good." 

Veteran California racer Thomas 
Montano was third, about five seconds 
behind Conrad and close to 26 in front 
of fourth. Montano, like the others, had 
only recently taken delivery of his 
Ducati 748 and felt he didn't have the 
suspension dialed in properly. 

“At the start, I wasn't very good,” he 
said. "I've only just started riding the 
bike in practice on Wednesday and I 
thought this morning that I better get a 
good start. Well, so 1 lost a little there, 
but once I got going, it felt all right. We 
were a little off on the suspension. It's a 
long series and we just started out a 
week and a half ago. We just got the 
bike, so this is all new. We started out 
just coming here to sort of see how it 
goes and I think my sponsors, Monroe 
Motors, will be very satisfied, so we'll 
try to do the whole year. This is better 
than we expected, actually. It's basically 
a stock bike." 

The top three got away from the 28- 
rider field quite early. Behind them was 
a pack of riders, nine strong, contesting 
fourth. It was led by German Martin 
Joos on the H-D & Buell of Frederick 
BMW 1100, who managed to separate 
himself from the field after a few laps to 
secure fourth. 

Taking more time to make his move 
was Motorcycle Online's Thomas 
Fournier. Fournier left the pack behind 
on the sixth lap but was about five sec- 
onds behind Joos and not able to make it 
up. He finished fifth. 

The race for sixth was the best of the 
field. It was a four-rider train right to 
the line, with Project Monza's Bill St. 
John narrowly defeating Tom Hull, both 
Ducati-mounted, with Free Ohio Motor- 
sports' James Lickwar eighth on a Tri- 
umph and Billy Graef ninth on the Hal's 
H-D/Buell bike.

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 4 
ational Enduro Champion 
Ni Mike Lafferty put his factory- 
backed, Moose Racing-spon- 
sored KTM into the winner's circle for 
the second year in a row at the 49th run- 
ning of the infamous Alligator Enduro. 

“Tt was awesome,” a happy Lafferty 
said of the event. “They (the hosting 
Daytona Dirt Riders club) made up a 
really good race. There were a lot of pal- 
mettos, a lot of long, tight sections, and 
a good variety of terrain. I’ve ridden the 
Alligator for the last four years and this 
was the best one by far.” 

As expected, multi-time National 
Enduro Champion Randy Hawkins and 
SETRA Enduro Champion Franklin 
Ramey III were among Lafferty's tough- 
est competition - at least for a while. 
Both riders would eventually drop out 
of contention. 

"| had a good ride going," said the 
Yamaha YZ400F-mounted Hawkins. 
“After the first section, me, Michael and 
Franklin were all tied. Then, in the sec- 
tion before the gas stop, a clutch plate 
broke. I haven't had any trouble with 
my clutch all year.” 

Ramey, on the other hand, got lost on

the trail, which, for all intents and pur- 
poses, knocked him out of the running. 

“Т lost the trail in the long section," 
Ramey said. "I rode the first part of it 
twice. It cost me the race." 

With Hawkins and Ramey out of the 
running, the second- and third-place 
positions were up for grabs, and vying 
for those spots were Neeley Racing's 
Jason Chancey, on the Moose KTM, and 
Michael Grizzle, on the Moose/Maxxis 
Husaberg. Chancey came out on top of 
that battle to take runner-up honors, 
while Grizzle - fresh off his third-place 
class finish at the GNCC Series opener 
at Okeechobee - had to be satisfied with 
another third-place finish at the Alliga- 
tor. 

Rounding out the top five at the Alli- 
gator were Team Green's Tommy 
Veator and the overall winner's brother, 
Rich Lafferty, who was also on a KTM. 

The Enduro was staged at the usual 
location on Tomoka Farms Road behind : 
the Daytona International Speedway, 
and the maximum-allowed 500 riders 
turned out for the AMA- and SETRA- 
sanctioned enduro. This year's course 
was described by many of the riders as 
being considerably tougher than last 
year's enduro, with close to 65 actual 
trail miles, most of those miles infested 
by palmetto plants and their roots. The 





thick vegetation made it difficult for the 
riders to predict upcoming turns on the 
switchback trails, so it was easy to stray 
off the course, as Ramey would eventu- 
ally find out. 

The first section, as it turned out, was 
easy for most of the riders to zero. How- 
ever, some of the B and C riders strug- 
gled in the few mud sections. 

A reset at 16 miles marked the begin- 
ning of the first points-taking Section. It 
was a 6-mile special-test section with 
deep, loose sand and palmetto roots. 
Mike Lafferty, Ramey and Hawkins all 
dropped three points here, while 
Chancey, Grizzle, Veator and Rich Laf- 
ferty all dropped four points. 

Mike Lafferty somehow managed to 
have one of the best scores in this sec- 
tion despite crashing. 

“I fell, then got lost in the first sec- 
tion," Lafferty said. "Everybody was 
getting mixed around, but I just put my 
head down and kept going forward." 

“I got a little arm pump in the first 
section," Grizzle said of his four-point 
score. “I came in at 0.8; I should've had 
a three instead of a four." 

Grizzle wasn't the only rider suffer- 
ing from arm pump. 

^My arms pumped, but the main 
obstacle was just trying to find the trail," 
Chancey said. "Plus there were a lot of 
face-slappers." 

From here, it was just trail-riding to 
the first gas stop and the start of the sec- 
ond points-taking section. This would 
be the longest section of the day. 

A check-in at the 36-mile marker 
opened the door to a tough 16-mile trail 
that would rob the most points from the 
riders. It was also the trail that ended 
Hawkins' and Ramey's rides. 

"Everything was going good," 
Hawkins said. "Then the clutch plate 
broke. My bike just stopped. It hap- 
pened right before the check at 48.5 
miles, and all I could do was sit there 
and wait for the bike to cool so I could 
get to the reset. I had a high five going 
into the check, so I was right on pace 
with Michael." 

Lafferty, however, had no trouble in 
the section and posted the fast time with 
a six. 

“I had a good ride through the sec- 
tion," Lafferty said. "Chancey was in 
front of me and I knew he was riding 
well, and I just tried to catch him. 1 came 
out in front of Ramey (who had gotten 
lost), so I knew he had problems." 

Chancey checked in with an eight. 

"I knew Lafferty was coming, and I 
tried to hold him off as long as I could," 
Chancey said. "He caught me towards 
the end of the section, and I rode with 
him and tried to key off him. I got hung 
up in some trees and I came out with an 
0.7. I should've dropped six.” 

Veator dropped 10 points. 

^l spent most of my time riding 
around with Ramey, lóoking for the 
trail," Veator said. "It pretty much 
ended our day right there." 





The riders then came to a reset at 61 
miles, followed by eight miles of tough 
trail. Again, Mike Lafferty carded one of 
the lowest scores, with a five-point 
drop. 

“I knew Hawkins and Ramey were 
out, so it took a little pressure off me," 
Lafferty said. 

Veator was on the gas and he 
matched Lafferty's five. Chancey and 
Grizzle dropped six points each, while 
Rich Lafferty carded a seven. 

Chancey was lucky to do as well as 
he did here. 

“Му bike would only go into third or 
fourth," he said. "I couldn't shift into 
any other gear: I tried to fix it at the next 
gas. I got it where it would shift so I 
could finish the race." 

Grizzle explained why he lost a few 
minutes. 

"A stick came through my goggles," 
he said, "and speared me right below 
my left eye." г 

The last section of the day succeeded 
the final gas stop. It was a relatively 
easy section with faster, open trail and a 
power-line road. The 12-mile section 
was of no concern to either Mike Laffer- 
ty or Chancey, who both zeroed the 
check. Grizzle, Veator and Rich Lafferty, 
however, all dropped one point each. 

At the finish, Mike Lafferty dropped 
a total of 14 points - four points better 
than his closest rival, Chancey, who 
dropped 18. Grizzle and Veator would 
match 20-point cards, but Grizzle's tie- 
breaker points were better. than 
Veator's. см

**« Round 1: Kirton Ranch

OKEECHOBEE, FL, MAR. 14 
ustralian Shane Watts, piloting a 125cc KTM, shocked a star-packed 
field at the opening round of the 1999 GNCC Series. Even though it 
was the same Shane Watts who overalled the 1998 ISDE in his home- 
land and who had previously won the 1997 FIM World Enduro Champi- 
onship, his victory at the sandy, whooped-out, fast Kirton Ranch course was 
perhaps a bit of a surprise, but no doubt impressive. After all, he did beat 
some of this country’s fastest off-road riders on a 125. 

“1 go into every race thinking I have chance to win, but the thing is to put 
that desire into reality,” said the 22-year-old Watts after putting away such 
talented GNCC riders as Rodney Smith, Scott Summers, Fred Andrews, 
Randy Hawkins, Mike Lafferty, and a host of others in front of an estimated 
3000 GNCC onlookers. “I’m a bit of an unknown to everyone here, and I 
hope this kind of proved something to everyone now that I will be in there 
fighting for the win every time.” 

Finishing second overall was yet another foreign pilot, Britain’s Paul 
Edmondson, who controlled the lead for much of the race before watching 
Watts ride around him in the final hour of the three-hour race. 

“My whole attitude towards racing has changed this year, and I am full of 
enthusiasm,” said the three-time FIM World Enduro Champion, who has 
been cut down by injuries since coming to America two years ago. “Shane 
coming over (to America) adds more credibility to the series and just proves 
that this is the most competitive off-road series in the world. We need his 
type of competition, because, as he’s proved today, he can do the business. 
Shane is going to be a force to be reckoned with on any track. I just think it’s 
going to be one hell of a series.” 

Third overall went to Team Green’s Jim Jarrett, who matched his career 
GNCC best. 

"| wanted to start the year off strong, because this race is so important,” 
Jarrett said. “It sets the pace for the rest of the series. I knew I was strong and 
that I was riding good, and I felt like I proved it. The pace was really fast 
there towards the middle, and I knew that if I went that fast for that long, I 
might not be able to do it, so I saved it for the last couple of laps and moved 
up to third.” 

Two-time AMA National Enduro Champion Mike Lafferty finished a 
solid fourth overall, while Edmondson’s Suzuki teammate Steve Hatch 
rounded out the top five overall. 

The rest of the top 10 was filled out by Idaho’s Brian Brown, AMA 
National Hare Scrambles Champion Doug Blackwell, New Jersey pro 
motocrosser Joel Dengler, Yamaha-mounted Robbie Jenks, and Pennsylva- 
nia's Barry Hawk Jr., a six-time СМСС Series Champion in the АТУ class. 

GNCC wins on a 125 are few and far between. The only other time that 
someone on a 125cc motorcycle overalled a GNCC race was back in 1990, 
when Tommy Norton won the Blackwater 100. Again, KTM had that honor. 

The 8-mile-long Okeechobee course was laid out by former National 
Enduro Champion Jeff Russell and was as tough as they come. The dry win- 
ter weather resulted in a sandy, whooped-out course, and the track's path 
included a reverse-direction turn around the Thunder Cross Raceway 
motocross track. That was followed by long sprints on a course that darted

across soft fields and in and out of 
extremely tight woods sections. The pal- 
metto roots came out, too, and to make 
matters just a little more uncomfortable, 
there was the ever-present cloud of 
dark, thin dust that hung out over the 
dry track all day long. 

“Yeah, the dust was pretty bad,” 
coughed Watts after the win. "Hey, you 
just got to keep plugging away and 
remember that everyone else is in the 
dust as well." 

"It was rough from the word go," 
said Team Yamaha's Blackwell, who 
struggled with badly blistered hands. 
“АП you could do was try to ride way 
out, cut across the whoops and steer 
through the whoops in the corners. A 
lot of times you couldn't avoid it and 
all you could do was hammer on 
through." 

When the wide row of Pro-class rid- 
ers fired off of the line, Edmondson put 
his Suzuki out in front; he was followed 
closely by Kawasaki riders Andrews 
and Jarrett. Then came Edmondson's 
teammates Smith and Hatch. Watts, 
meanwhile, was midpack on the 
screaming 125, and Summers' bad day 
was just beginning. The former GNCC 
champ came around the first turn in 














dead last after failing to fire his engine 
on the first kick. 

Edmondson led everyone through 
the first lap of what would be a seven- 
lap race. Edmondson checked in after 
the first lap four seconds ahead of Jar- 
rett; then Andrews came in 14 seconds 
after Jarrett. Smith was close behind 
Andrews, followed by Watts, who was 
35 seconds behind the leader. Watts was 
followed in by Lafferty, Hatch, KTM- 
mounted Josh McLevy, Summers, and 
Kawasaki desert ace Destry Abbott. 

As the race progressed, riders began 
dropping out. During the second lap, 
Yamaha YZ400F pilot Randy Hawkins 
called it a day. Summers managed one 
more lap than Hawkins before pulling 
into the pits with a sore back. A lap after 
that, Smith coasted to a stop with what 
was suspected to be a clogged air filter. 

The top of the order was reset after 
four laps, when Edmondson and 
Andrews raced into the pits together for 
a pit stop. Watts and Jarrett were now 
pursuing them, and Lafferty rolled 
through the pits in fifth, followed by 
Hatch and Hawk. 

^When I was running with Andrews, 
Edmondson and those guys, each time 
one of them would make a pass, I would 
try to run with them and pass them right 
back," said Watts of the midrace action. 
“Most of the times, I would pass them 
on the straights, because on this thing 
(the KTM 125) - when you know where 
the power is, it can smoke anything." 

Andrews would be the next casualty. 
While running second on the fourth lap, 





the Kawasaki Team Green rider suffered 
a high-speed get-off and was injured in 
the spill. His injuries, though not seri- 
ous, required medical attention and his 
day was prematurely over. Andrews’ 
departure reduced the battle for the win 
down to four riders: Watts, Edmondson, 
Jarrett and Lafferty. 

When the white flag came out, Watts 
was leading the way, and he was begin- 
ning to put space between himself and 
early leader Edmondson. Lafferty head- 
ed out onto the final lap in third place 
but nearly four minutes off the leaders’ 
pace. He was, however, only 13 seconds 
ahead of Jarrett and could not relax. 

Jarrett was close enough to Lafferty 
to mount a last-lap sprint, and his effort 
was rewarded with a podium finish, as 
he caught and passed the KTM rider. 

“There was a swamp in the back with 
a bunch of different lines,” Jarrett said, 
“so I went way to the left and came out 
right where they had rerouted the track. 
I didn’t know if I had passed Mike or 
not. When we started the last lap, my pit 
crew told me he was still ahead of me, 
so I really went for it and caught him.” 

Lafferty was disappointed about los- 
ing third place to Jarrett. 

“1 really wanted third today,” Laffer- 
ty said. “I was there in third going into 
the last lap, but Jimmy was flooring it 
and he went by me like I was tied to a 
tree. I wanted to try to go with him, but 
I decided to settle for the fourth. I feel 
great for KTM, with Shane winning and 








all, and I really would have loved to get 
up there on the podium for them." 

Watts met the checkered flag with his 
arm triumphantly raised, marking 
KTM’s first win in the series since for- 
mer GNCC champ Scott Plessinger won 
three years ago. ` 

Edmondson checked in 30 seconds 
later. 

"I'm happy to start the series with a 
second,” Edmondson said. “I’ve been 
putting in the work during the off-sea- 
son, because I wasn’t pleased how last 
year ended for me. I was kind of mental- 
ly worn out, because the results weren’t 
coming.” 

Jarrett came in third, three minutes 
behind Edmondson, while Lafferty took 
the checkered flag some 15 seconds 
behind Jarrett in fourth. Hatch rounded 
out the top five, finishing approximately 
five minutes behind Watts. 

“This is the first race of the year, and 
everyone is amped up and fired up, 
because it seems like they all want the 
number-one plate at the first race,” 
Hatch said. “It was one of those races 
where anything could happen, as a lot 
of people found out. My arms kind of 
pumped up the first three laps, because 
we were plowing so much through the 
thick sand. Once my hands went down, 
I was doing much better, but, even 
though I was gaining some time on 
those guys, I decided to take the fifth 
that I had.” см

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 5 
fter the thunder died, the motors 
As and the champagne ran out 
of fizz, Harley-Davidson of Sacra- 
mento/Phoenix Racing's Chris Carr was 
the latest rider to enter his name in the 
Daytona doublebagger sweepstakes. 
For it was the 32-year-old Carr, a 
two-time Daytona Short Track winner, 
who rebounded from a less-than-perfect 
















start and then used careful line selection 
to overtake last year's winner, Scott 
Parker. And then he went on to win the 
first night of Pro short-track racing at 
Daytona Municipal Stadium during 
round three of the AMA National Hot 
Shoe Series, the all-important tune-and- 
test that leads up to the Grand National 
Championship Series-opening Daytona 
Short Track on Saturday night. 

Carr looked a little shaky at the start 
of the main event, as he trailed F&S 
Harley-Davidson/KK/Shepherd & Dra- 
goo rider Steve Morehead, pole sitter 
Brett Landes on the Team Undo/Don-

ahue Harley-Davidson entry, Team 
KTM's Joe Kopp, Departure Bike 
Works' John Nickens III, and a flying 
Parker early in the race. And when 
Parker, who came from the last row 
after having to transfer through a semi, 
took the lead and set sail for the check- 
ered by the third of the 25 scheduled 
laps, it appeared as though Carr was in 
a deep hole indeed. Instead, it was Carr 
who mastered the deep holes that 
appeared in the racing surface, and once 
Parker came down from his post on the 
high line, Carr mixed technique with the 
excellent handling of his Kenny Tolbert- 








tuned mount to reel in the nine-time 
'AMA Grand National Champion by the 
10th lap. Then it was Carr's turn to take 
charge, and the 1992 AMA Grand 
National and multi-time AMA 600cc 
National champion never relinquished. 
the lead, cruising to the win by about 
half a straightaway over ultimate sec- 
ond-place finisher Kopp and third-place 
man Landes. 

“I was just able to run the lines that I 
wanted to run, and it looked to me like 
he (Parker) abandoned what got him to 
where he was. He made a mistake in 
three and four, and I went underneath 
him and never saw him again. There 
was no magic to it. Kenny's been tuning 
my 600s for 11 years now, and the thing 
was good. It's just an old Ron Wood 
chassis, the same old design that Ron 
has had since '86. It works for me." 

Parker ran second for several laps 
before his Bill Werner-prepared Harley- 
Davidson XR600 tossed a timing belt, 
ending his evening prematurely. From 
there, last year's second-place finisher, 
Kopp, and last year's third-place finish- 
er, Landes, waged war for the same two 
spots. Landes never strayed from the 
low line, while Kopp ran a bit higher in 
an attempt to skirt the holes. After sev- 
eral side-by-side laps, Kopp was able to 
pull clear of Landes and eke out enough 
of an advantage to guarantee the same 
results as last year when the checkered 
flag fell. 

“Man, that was great," Kopp said. 
“I’m really happy for KTM. My KTM 
was working great tonight. This was 
really important to me, because I felt 
like we could have won last year, and 
now I know we have a good shot at 
winning tomorrow night. I’m a little 
tired, because this was the first (25-lap) 
race of the year for us, but the KTM was 
handling great all night, and maybe we 
can come back and do better tomor- 
row.” 

“It’s a good start for tomorrow 
night,” Landes said of his third-place 
run. “I was in that first heat, and then I 
wasn’t on the track again for three 
hours. It was as smooth as glass when I 
went out there the first time, but when I 
went back out there, the holes were a 
foot deep. I’m happy, but tomorrow 
night I want to improve on that finish.” 

It was former Daytona Short Track 
winner Landes who also sat on the pole 
for the first heat race earlier in the night, 
and he grabbed the lead off the start of 
the first 10-lapper and took Continental 
Tire/Mikuni's Greg Tysor with him. 
Landes pulled away from the battle for 
second place, which remained a heated 
one when Tysor slid wide, allowing 
Richard Winsett on the Winsett family 
Rotax to duck a wheel underneath Tysor 
in every turn. When Tysor bobbled in 
turn two just past the halfway point, 
Winsett took advantage and skittered 
into second place. Then Tysor caught a 
break and regained the runner-up spot 
after Winsett pulled off with problems 
on lap eight. There was no catching Lan- 
des, however, who finished the race half 
a straightaway ahead of Tysor. 

"The track's great right now," Lan- 
des said. “They did an excellent job on 
the track. I'm just having a lot of fun out 
there." 

Nickens attempted to pull a copycat 
killing of heat race number two, as he 
pulled away to a quick lead over Cana- 
dian rider Chris Evans, 1-800- 
FASTHOG/Gould Erectors rider Mike 
Hacker, Heartland H-D Buell and ATK’s 
Donnie Steward, and Parker, leaving 
them to battle it out over the second and 
final transfer into the main event. Parker 
tried valiantly to improve, but a broken 
spark-plug wire halted his charge. The

field tightened up, but Nickens held the 
lead to the finish. ў 

“It’s great to be here,” Nickens said. 
“АП the fans cheering for me - that's 
great. I just hope that I can keep it up for 
the main event. A lot of people don't 
like the stadium. I don't really like it, 
either, but I do good here." 

Heat three almost turned into a 
demolition derby when second-placed 
Kopp bumped Team Powell/Sunoco's 
J.R. Schnabel in turn two on the fourth 
lap and stuffed it underneath Schnabel 
for the lead. Not one to take that kind of 
crap, Schnabel came roaring back one 
lap later and railed Kopp in about the 
same spot to retake the lead. Kopp then 
waited it out and made a clean pass 
under Schnabel on the last lap to take 
the win, with both riders going through 
to the main event. 

"That was classic short-trackin' out 
there," Kopp said. ^I got hit hard a cou- 
ple times, and I hit some people hard a 
couple times; I think we're even. The 
track's perfect right now. I just have to 
wait for someone to make a little bobble 
and capitalize on it.” 

Gardner Racing/Walters Bros. H- 
D/Springfield Armory rider Dan Stan- 
ley had a great run in heat race number 
four, as he took the measure of former 
teammate Dan Butler and pulled into a 
lead that he would not relinquish. 
Nonetheless, the two diced it up, 
pulling even in turns one and two and 
in three and four several times. In the 
end, Stanley took the win, while Butler 
rolled the dice one too many times and 
wound up drifting high, where he was 
mugged of his transfer by Mike Butler 
Racing /Roth Racing's Samuel Lowe. 

“We're going to have to get the bike 
working a little bit better than that if I 
want to win this thing,” Stanley said. “I 
couldn’t get around the bottom, so I 
moved up and I saw Butler using a good 
line. I tried that and it worked for me. In 
the main, I'll probably have to run up 
there and hope for the best." 

Sick and tired, suffering from a cold, 
Morehead gutted it out to take the win 
in heat race number five in a race that 
included several young guns and a for- 
mer winner: Ronnie Jones. Morehead 
simply took command at the start and 
then pulled away from the battle for sec- 
ond place between Lewis Motor Sports' 
Robert Lewis and Bartels Harley-David- 
son's Shaun Russell, who was astride 
Jay Springsteen's backup machine. 
There was no catching Morehead, who 
was clearly winded at the end of the 
heat race, as he led Lewis and Russell 
across the line. 

"That was fun," Morehead said. 
"That's what comin' to Daytona is all 
about. We've been known to put on a lot 
of good shows here, running around on 





top of the cushion, but I think we need a 
little more water up there. It's nice to be 
in Florida, but I'll tell you, if you catch a 
cold down here, it really wipes you." 

The last heat race was a tight one, as 
Carr got off the line fourth but quickly 
went to work by diving under a strug- 
gling Rich King. He then took the lead 
after 1996 Daytona Short Track winner 
Will Davis pulled his Eaken Racing ATK 
off the track with a smoked clutch. Terry 
Poovey worked through the ranks from 
a poor start and trailed winner Carr to 
the finish by about 12 bike lengths. 

"I didn't have any brakes," Carr said. 
"There was a little bit there, but I’m 
used to stomping on them. I think that 
the track isn't drying out as quickly as 
normal. Once I got out front, I was just 
able to run my own pace, and the bike 
worked good." 

The first semi was just about all Park- 
er, as he quickly jumped from his sec- 
ond-row start and headed for the high 
line, where he caught race leader Willie 
McCoy and then checked out to take the 
win and the only transfer to the main 
event. 

The second semi got a little wild 
when Murphree crashed in turn three, 
and then Camlin took a header on the 
front straightaway, causing the red flag 
to be thrown. Both riders would make 
the single-file restart. Lonnie Pauley was 
at the front of the line when the green 
light flashed, but Mike Hacker and 
Kenny Coolbeth quickly displaced him. 
It didn't last long, however, as Mur- 
phree went down again, this time collid- 
ing with Ken Yoder, causing another red 
flag and another restart. Then Murphree 
wound up in the hay bales again on the 
ensuing restart, and he was done for the 
night. Coolbeth snookered Hacker for 
the win in the ensuing two-lap sprint to 
the finish. 

Doug O'Boyle took the lead off the 
start, but Craig Estelle quickly motored 
by in the third semi. Meanwhile, Wade 
Camlin and Davis - who had come from 
the third row - also ran up front, with 
Davis dropping under Camlin for third 
in turn three. Two laps later, Davis shot 
into the lead and held it the rest of the 
way, forcing O'Boyle, Camlin and for- 
mer Daytona winner Ronnie Jones into 
the trailer for the night. 

It was clear that at least one - and 
maybe both - of the Team Saddlemen 
riders would be through for the night 
after the final semi, as both Butler and 
Varnes were in it, along with Corbin 
Racing's Rich King. Varnes got the 
holeshot, with Butler running second, 
while King went from sixth to third 
after a tough battle with Pat Behrle and 
Greg Teague. Up front, Varnes was sim- 
ply better than Butler in turns one and 
two, and that was all that the Pennsyl- 





vanian needed to take the win and sal- 
vage a start in the main event. 

When the 16-rider field thumped 
away from the starting line, Parker was 
clearly the man on the move, as he 
worked his way from dead last to the 
lead in just three laps. 

"Hey, nobody was watching what I 
did," Parker said. "When everyone went 
high in turn one, I went around the bot- 
tom and boom!, there was the whole 
back row and a few more guys. Then 
everybody started dropping into line 
down low in three and four and boom!, 
there were four more guys. Then I 
dropped down. I knew I couldn't stay 
up there all night, but I probably should 
have rolled around the bottom only 
until they reeled me in." 

Instead, Carr caught Parker on about 
lap 10 and shot past for the lead. Parker 
tried to stay with him, but Carr just 
seemed to be dodging the holes well. 

“Tt (the bike) was easy to ride, and I 
was able to avoid the holes," said Carr. 
"The motor felt like a sewing machine. 
It wasn't fast, but it was smooth. Our 
fastest laps in the main event were the 
slowest ones all night." 

By the time Parker dropped out and 
Landes and Kopp started duking it out 
for third, Davis and Coolbeth had run 
through the field to pick up the fourth 
and fifth spots, respectively. There was 
little racing behind them as the field 
stretched out, and Coolbeth wound up 
with the fifth spot. 

^We did it the hard way tonight," 
said Coolbeth, the defending 600cc Hot 
Shoe National Champion, who came 
through from the semis to make the 
main. "I was just trying to dodge the 
holes out there. My line seemed to be 
working. I wasn't making that much 
time on Will, but I think that we were 
both catching the lead pack. I know that 
I'm in the hunt, but if you don't get off 
the line once all night, it pretty much 
ruins your whole night." 

For Davis, fourth was at least a good 
indicator of the caliber of his Skip 
Eaken-prepared equipment, as if there 
was any doubt. 

"It was fun out there," Davis said 
after finishing fourth. "I fried that clutch 
in the heat race, and then I had to come 
back and ride this bike in the semi and 
start in the back. The bike is brand-new, 
but now I know that we've got two 
good ones. We just came from so far 
back." 

As for Carr and the sweepstakes? 
With a win tonight, he is in the running 
to become the third rider in as many 
years to pull off a double, following 
Terry Poovey (1997) and Parker (1998). 
It is a feat that he has accomplished 
before (in 1994), so what are the odds? 

"This is just like any other Daytona, 








man," Carr said. "You roll the dice and 
see what happens. Tonight doesn't 
mean squat. It worked tonight. It could 
be shitty tomorrow. Tonight it was 
good.” cn

he international flavor that 
F seems to have gone bland in 
the past few editions of the 


Daytona 200 is. still present at The 
Speedway - if you know when to look. 

Early in the week is when the Ameri- 
can Historic Racing Motorcycle Associa- 
tion descends upon The Speedway, 
bringing its unique blend of vintage rac- 
ing motorcycles and vintage motorcycle 
racers - along with more-modern, pur- 
pose-built specials - from all corners of 
the globe. This was especially evident in 
1999, as AHRMA logged more than 120 
foreign entries - from places just across 
the Atlantic to all the way Down Under 
- among its 700 entries over the course 
of two days. 

Further adding to the international 
flavor, the Euro connection got a big 
win on which to hang their helmets. It 
came in the biggest race on the Monday 
schedule, as former factory MV Agusta 
rider Gianfranco Bonera of Italy ran 
away with the 500cc Premier event, the 
marquis race of the day. Despite a good- 
sized field of racers, a very game Todd 
Henning and his ^I Think I Can" Honda 
twin was the only rider good enough to 
stay with Bonera and his exotic MV 
Agusta 500. Henning and Bonera ran 1- 
2, with Barber's rider Stephen Mathews 
in third before breaking and coming to a 
halt just past the finish line on the first 
lap. 

P Het and Bonera continued to do 
battle, with Bonera laying in the weeds, 
while Henning furiously attempted to 
outbrake the Italian and gain any 
advantage he could at the entrances to 
the corners. But horsepower is the name 





of the game at Daytona, and when Bon- 
era cracked the whip on the howling 
MV, Henning was quickly left behind. 

Meanwhile, Adam Popp and John 
Cronshaw were engaged in a spirited 
battle for third place until Cronshaw 
was forced to exit with mechanical trou- 
ble, leaving Popp to finish third, ahead 
of Sandro Caprara and Rusty Lowry. 

Bonera continued to set a torrid pace, 
ultimately heading Henning by about 
eight seconds at the end of the eight-lap 
final. 

“Grazie, Daytona!" the Italian said. 
"At the beginning of the race, I made 
(the first lap) in slow motion because 
this morning 1 have many problems 
with the chain and with oil. So the first 
lap was slow motion to check the motor- 
cycle, but it was okay, and then it was 
full open and go." 

With Henning's home-built Honda 
twin completely outclassed, you might 
think that the American, who has been a 
Daytona fixture during the AHRMA 
days at The Speedway, wouldn't mind 
losing only to the race-bred exotica that 
is the MV. 

^Hell yes, I mind losing to that MV," 
Henning said. ^I didn't come here to fin- 
ish second, but I definitely did. He had 
things under control, but I didn't come 
here to follow him around. There's 
probably a few horsepower in there 
(Henning’s bike) somewhere, but that's 
a pretty big deficit. Up until the third or 
fourth lap of the race, it became very 
obvious to me that he was not about to 
pass me, because I kept slowing down - 
we went from 2:13s to like 2:195. I finally 
sat up coming out of the horseshoe, say- 
ing, ‘Pass me, and ГЇЇ see if I can stay in 
your draft.’ I just couldn't do it. I tried.” 

First to take to the speedway on 
Monday were the 200cc GP and pre- 
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1940 classes, with 200cc GP pole sitter 
Johnny Demoisey quickly putting his 
1971 Triumph 250 in front of the field 
when the riders moved off the grid. 
Charlie Sexton filed into second aboard 
his ‘62 Bultaco 200, and Dennis Poneleit 
moved to third on a '68 Honda 175. As 
the field stretched out around the track, 
both Poneleit and Gary Smith moved up 
a spot, and Sexton began to drop off the 
lead pace. Sexton then fell victim to Ger- 
man rider Uwe Markovac as well. 

Demoisey and Poneleit went on to 
drop their pursuers by the third lap of 
the four-lap feature, appearing to be set- 
ting up a showdown between the two, 
with Demoisey enjoying a 12-length 
lead that quickly evaporated when 
Poneleit late-braked into turn one. But 
that was about all she wrote for 
Poneleit, who suffered mechanical woes 
on the final lap and dropped out. The 
60-year-old Demoisey went on to run 
uncontested to the checkered flag for the 
win, with Smith finishing second and 
Markovac third. 

"The thing has a four-speed, wide- 
ratio gearbox, which makes it kind of a 
dragster coming off the line," Demoisey 
said. “You never have to go back into 
first, so it works pretty well for us. I 
knew that he (Poneleit) would be there, 
because he was there in Deland. We just 
did the best that we could and had a lit- 
tle bit of luck, and we came in there. I 
had to wait until I was too dang old, but 
I did it." 

Run concurrently with the 200cc GP, 
the pre-1940 class hosted a fantastic bat- 
tle between the '39 BMW 500 Rennsport 
of Ralph “Ozzie” Auer and the '39 Nor- 
ton 499 of Alex McLean. The two riders 
quickly set sail after the 200cc GP field, 
with '41 BMW 500-mounted Norbert 
Nickel and the Indian 45s of Blake Wil-

son and Doc Batsleer stringing out 
behind them. Before long, only Auer and 
McLean were in contention for the win, 
with McLean drafting past Auer at the 
finish line as they took the halfway flags. 

The two then ran nose to tail, sepa- 
rated by less than two lengths for the 
rest of the race. When they came 
through the tri-oval area for the final 
time, Auer drafted past McLean to take 
the win. Nickel remained third and Wil- 
son fourth, but Paul Hanes rode yet 
another Indian 45 past Wilson to take 
the fifth spot. 

“It was good race," Auer said. “I 
want to thank all of the BMW people for 
getting me out here. That was a good 
ride. It was fun. I pretty much just fol- 
lowed him (McLean) around the last 
couple laps to see what he was doing 
and then I just drafted him at the end. 
The bike was pretty good, but the clutch 
was slipping.” 

Ducati was the marque of choice dur- 
ing the six-lap 250cc GP race. Jonathan 
White and Jay Richardson were riding 
the Italian singles, and they sped away 
from the rest of the field, with Richard- 
son leading when they hit the West End 
Banking for the first time. The two 
appeared to be evenly matched, with 
Richardson leading through the start of 
lap two before White slipped by at the 
entrance to turn one. Richardson retook 
the lead just as quickly in the Inter- 
national Horseshoe and he led the field 
across the stripe on lap three, while 
White did the same by a mere wheel 
length on lap four. 





Richardson hung tough and retook 
the lead on the infield, only to lose it 
when White outbraked him going into 
the chicane on the back straight. 
Richardson then bobbled, all but hand- 
ing the race to White, who pulled out to 
a 10-bike-length lead. Richardson tried 
to close the gap with a last-ditch effort 
when they pulled onto the East Banking 
for the final time, but it was too little too 
late, and White snared the victory. 

“He (Richardson) had a valve-guide 
problem yesterday, so I knew his engine 
was going to get soft - I just had to hang 
on to him," White said. "He could pull 
away at will if everything was right. 
These are both just a couple of old 
Ducatis from the mid-'60s era." 

And what about White? 

"I'm mid-' 40s era.” 

Sandro Caprara of Italy was third on 
a '54 MV Agusta 250, while Bultaco- 
mounted Jim Neuenberg was third and 
Kemp Archibald, on a Ducati, was 
fourth. 

The Formula 125 contest was run 
with the 250cc GP class, and it turned 
out to be a two-bike race - literally. Her- 
itage Racing's Jack Seaver and his '76 
Honda outran Yamaha-mounted 
Christopher Spargo and also picked off 
quite a few 250s en route to the class 
win. i 

Just to show how advanced his '39 
BMW was for its day, Auer came back 
to contest the Class C Footshift division 
for '50s-era equipment, and he once 
again appeared to be the class of the 
field. It wasn't as easy this time, though, 
as Auer battled with Vincent 500- 
mounted Carleton Palmer II, pre-1940- 
class rival McLean, and a game Norman 
Nelson on another Norton 500. Nelson 
led a three-rider pack containing Palmer 
and Auer across the stripe to complete 
lap one, with McLean tucked in right 
behind them. Palmer then outran every- 
body into the International Horseshoe 
and grabbed the lead, which he held 
over Auer while the two put some day- 
light between themselves and the -Nel- 
son/McLean duo. McLean wasn't done, 
however, and he jumped into the lead in 
the chicane on lap two to remain in con- 
'tention. 

Auer, McLean and Palmer then shuf- 
fled and reshuffled as they rumbled 
around the track, with Auer waiting to 
make his move until the white-flag lap, 
when he tried to break away from the 
rest. Palmer came with him and took the 
lead in the chicane on the final lap, but 
Auer's horsepower advantage was 
impossible to overcome, and Auer 
bagged win number two, ahead of 
Palmer, McLean, Nelson and Fred 
Mork. 

"They were trying to follow me 
around there all day, but I figured I'd 





better slow down and try to follow them 
for a while," Auer said. "The bike's run- 
ning real good. It's slipping the.clutch a 
little, but it's still coming off the corners 
real good." 

While Auer led the Footshift divi- 
sion, the Class C Handshift class was 
also out on the track and was held in 
complete control by Blake Wilson and 
his Indian 45. He ran well ahead of 
Harley-mounted Pierre Baril of Canada. 
The best racing in the class could be 
found in the scrap between the dueling 
Harleys of Thomas Heid and Al Knapp. 
The pair ran right together for the entire 
distance, with Heid leading Knapp most 
of the way, and, when it counted, for 
third. "Moon" Mullins rode his '49 
Harley-Davidson to a fifth-place finish. 

The 350cc GP grid swelled with 40 
entries, one of them a machine that 
could easily be considered the cream of 
the crop. But as Great Britain's Collin 
Breeze learned, having a '69 Benelli 350 
at his disposal didn't necessarily make 
him the class of the field. That honor 
would be reserved for Erik Green, who 
piloted his Norton into the lead from 
row three on the grid when the green 
flag was thrown. Breeze came along as 
part of a six-rider pack that poured onto 
the West End Banking, and he was 
quickly revving his way into second 
place aboard the shrieking Italian 
machine. Greg Nichols ran third aboard 
a '67 Ducati 350 before the race was halt- 
ed due to a crash in the West Horseshoe. 

On the restart, Nichols took the point 
and held it for three of the remaining 
five laps of the race, only to suffer a 
breakage at the entrance to the West 
End Banking on lap four. That left 
Green and Breeze to wage war for the 
win, but the war never really material- 
ized. White smoke puffed from Breeze's 
high-strung Benelli, which signaled sur- 
render. Green cruised home with a lead 
of slightly more than two seconds over 
Breeze, who kept it running to the fin- 
ish. Craig Breckon was third, followed 
by Joe Lachniet and Edward Sensenig. 

"This feels good," Green said. "It's 
like the first time, when I won here two 
years ago. Roper and Hunicutt crashed 
then and handed me the win. I don't 
know if I got handed the win today, but 
I got lucky." 

Defending event champion Adam 
Popp got an excellent jump on the field 
at the start of the Formula 750cc race, 
the penultimate race of the day, but 
Popp's hopes for a repeat victory were 
over almost as quickly when he over- 
shot the right-handed International 
Horseshoe curve and crashed. That left 
Australia's Craig Trinder on the point, 
followed by Motorcyclist magazine edi- 
tor Mitch Boehm on a Heritage Racing 
Honda four. Steve Trinder, also on a 




















350cc Sportsman competitors, and it was 
here that Barber's Vintage Motorsports 
Museum rider Stephen Mathews domi- 
nated aboard his 1961 Matchless G50. 
Mathews left the grid in approximately 
third place, but aggressive riding car- 
ried him straight to the'front, as he took 
an opportunity to shoot between John 
Cooper and Fred Mork just before the 
dogleg. Then he checked out. 
Meanwhile, Canadian rider Kemp 
Archibald left the rest of his competition 
behind in the 350cc Sportsman ranks, 
and he used the balance of the race to 
pick off all of the Classic*’60s competi- 
tors in front of him except for the streak- 
ing Mathews. At race’s end, Mathews 
took the checkered flag just as Archibald 
was sweeping through the chicane on 
the back straight. Cooper and Mork 
went on to run 2-3 in the Classic ‘60s 
division, while Mike Mathews finished

Honda 750, ran third, making for a lead 
trio of Honda 750s. 

Craig Trinder continued to carry 
through the second of the eight sched- 
uled laps before Boehm took the lead on 
the East Banking. Craig Trinder then 
dropped out with mechanical problems, 
and Boehm had a clear track in front of 
him. He quickly took advantage of it 
and left the remaining Trinder in his 
dust. By lap four, Boehm was 17 sec- 
onds ahead of Ducati 750-mounted 
Hasse Gustafson of Sweden, who had 
taken second from Steve Trinder. From 
there, Boehm kept the throttle wicked 
up and dusted the field by more than 18 
seconds at the finish. 

“Man, I am so out of shape," Boehm 
said. "I kept waiting for the halfway 
flags - I was sure that they'd forgotten to 
put them out. Then, two laps later, there 
they were. I saw (Popp's accident), and I 
couldn't believe it was Adam. That guy 
in front of me was really fast, but soon I 
saw oil on my face shield and said, 'AII 
I've got to do is hang here and pretty 
soon he'll be gone.' And he was. We 
only race this bike a couple times a year, 
and it's finally getting to where all the 
bugs are out and it's working good." 

Gustafson and Trinder finished in 
second and third, respectively. Kurt 
Liebmann finished fourth, ahead of 
Moto-Guzzi-mounted David Fulkerson. 

Tuesday's vintage schedule's events 
included the Sportsman classes, the 
Open Formula Vintage final and a new 
event, the Vintage Handicap feature. 
Race one was for the Classic '60s and 











second and Frank Smith third in the 
350cc Sportsman class. 

"The bike ran really well, and I want 
to thank Chuck Huneycutt for working 
so hard all winter to make our bikes run 
well," Mathews said. "It was just amaz- 


ing." 

Formula 500 was the next vintage 
class on the schedule, and it featured a 
great cat-and-mouse battle between '76 
Yamaha 400-mounted Harry Barlow of 
Great Britain and Japanese rider Hikaru 
Miyagi on а ‘71 Honda 500. Miyagi, an 
AMA Super Sport racer as late as last 
season, was hell on the brakes, and the 
Japanese used it to his advantage, lead- 
ing several times throughout the six-lap 
race as he and Barlow pulled clear of the 
pack. In the end, though, the superior 
power of Barlow’s machine carried him 
to the line first, ahead of Miyagi and 
Christopher Spargo. 


“We've got good power out of the - 


400 Yamaha motor,” Barlow said. “It’s 
completely AHRMA-legal, and it’s mak- 
ing well over 70 rear-wheel horsepower. 
We’re two years down the road of 
development, and it’s been a worth- 
while project. I’ve been doing this track 
for quite a few years now - since '94 - 
and you can't beat experience here." 
With 500-plus victories at Daytona, 
experience is something that Todd Hen- 
ning had on his side going into the 500cc 
Sportsman race, but would it be enough 
to hold off a flying Mike Mathews, a 
man for whom Henning builds engines? 
To find out, the two Honda twin riders 
quickly pulled clear of a terrific three- 
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rider battle between Jess Morris on a Tri- 
umph, 1960 BMW-mounted Ralph Auer 
and Tim Joyce on another Triumph. 
Mathews and Henning swapped the 
lead all around the track for the first five 
laps before Henning throttled up and 
gapped Mathews as they came across 
the stripe on the white-flag lap. Mathews 
tried to hang in there, but Henning out- 
powered him down the straight on the 
last lap. Morris, meanwhile, eked out 
third place over Auer and Joyce. 

“I sell engines to him (Mathews), and 
he's getting a lot better,” Henning said. 
“But we're running two bikes with the 
same set of fork springs and the same 
rear wheel, so we've got to get back and 
swap parts like crazy." 

Henning had just enough time to 
scramble back to his pit, make some 
changes and then join the 750cc Sports- 
man grid while aboard the same motor- 
cycle. Off the start, it looked as though 
he was going make it two wins in a row, 
as his 512cc Honda carried him well 
ahead of Triumph-mounted Frank 
Shockley and Norton rider Tim Struke. 
But Henning's charge ended with a 
breakdown, leaving Shockley, Struke 
and Tim Joyce to run 1-2-3 to the line. 

"I'd much rather have beaten Todd 
Henning straight up, but, hey, ГЇЇ take it 
any way that I can get it,” Shockley said. 
"They were better than me through the 
chicane, but I had turn one down pat." 

Adam Popp was hoping to avenge 
the bad luck that he had suffered in 
Monday's Formula 750 event with a win 
in Tuesday's Formula Vintage race, and 
the youngster put his M3 Honda 750 out 
front right away, opening up a huge gap 
over the rest of the field. He looked to 
be gone until the bike let go just before 
the chicane, forcing him to pull off and 
hand the lead to - guess who? - Hen- 
ning. But Henning was not alone, as 
Ducati-mounted Swedish rider Hasse 
Gustafson pressured him for most of the 
remaining distance. After swapping the 
lead and probing for weaknesses, Hen- 
ning simply outran Gustafson to the 
checkered flag, taking the win by about 
three lengths. David Roper rode Team 
Obsolete's stinking-fast MV Agusta 500 
from the rear of the 40-rider pes all the 
way to third place. 








"That was fun," 
didn't know who that guy (Gustafson) 
was, but he was pitted next to me. 
Before the race, I went over and said, 


Henning said. "I 


‘Good luck.’ I should have said, 
‘Mediocre luck.’” 

The second of the two AHRMA vin- 
tage days at The Speedway closed with 
an experiment, in the form of the new 
Historic Handicap race. This race pitted 
the top riders from the two days’ worth 
of racing in a handicap format, whereby 
the slowest qualifier was allowed to 
leave the grid first, followed by the next 
slowest. This went all the way back to 
Formula 750-class winner Mitch Boehm, 
who started some 3 minutes and 20 sec- 
onds - and one lap - behind 200cc GP 
winner and lead-off rider Johnny 
Demoisey. 

Demoisey held the lead first, and 
then things got confusing to the point 
that by the end of the six-lap final, 
nobody was sure who to show the 
checkered flag to - not even AHRMA. 
Henning, who had started 27th, was 
shown the white flag and then was the 
first man to receive the checkered flag 
when he came around the next time. 
But after scorekeepers caught up, it was 
realized that Moto-Guzzi-mounted 
David Fulkerson had scored the win, 
with 16th-place starter Steve Maney fin- 

‘ishing second and Henning third. Fast 
guy Boehm made up enough time in 
the six-lap race to finish seventh, 
while lead-off rider Demoisey wound 
up 16th. см

АЛ last win at Daytona Inter- 
national Speedway, Devin 


Battley repeated the feat, then did it again, 
winning a pair of Battle of the Twins races 
during the AHRMA Classic Days. 

The Rockville Cycles owner raced his 
1998 Ducati 916 to clear victories in the 
Battle of the Twins Formula One and 
Open classes and finished third in the 
Sound of Thunder class. 

"It's always been a dream to win at 
Daytona,” Battley said. "I've been fortu- 
nate enough to win once before, but that 
was 14 years ago." 

The Sound of Thunder is considered 
the premier “modern” class, and it was 
won by a very modern motorcycle - the 
ninth Britten 905 ever made. Ridden by 
Dutchman Lex Van Dijk, the Britten had 
the power to dominate on a warm and 
sunny afternoon, leaving a gaggle of 














pursuing Ducatis in its wake. Dr. Dave 
Kieffer was second on Troy Corser's 
1994 Fast By Ferracci posa 916, with 
Battley third. 

"I didn't make it for the warmup lap, 
so I started slowly since I had cold 
tires," Van Dijk said. "I went easy early 
and the tires were sliding a bit, but the 
bike is so good that it was a fairly easy 
race. I had 1500 rpm left in the motor. I 
didn't have to push it at all; the bike is 
so incredibly fast. I mean, the rider has 
to ride, but the bike is 80 percent. I’m 
happy.” 

Canadian Jim Struke was a Sound of 
Singles winner, prevailing in a racelong 
dogfight with David Podolsky in the 
Sound of Singles Two-Stroke class. Rid- 
ing RS125s, the two took their fight to 
the line, with Struke prevailing. 

“1 discovered, a couple of laps from 
the end, that the bike would pull better 
on the banking if left in fifth gear 
instead of shifting up into sixth," Struke 
said. "My bike was a little bit stronger 
on the banking. David was a little 
stronger under braking. I was trying not 


- to go too hard in this race, since I have 


another (race) right after this race." 

The Super Mono class went to John 
Barton on his 1995 Ducati 574 Super 
Mono. 

Battley was flying in the eight-lap 
Formula One class, holding about an 
eight-second lead on the second lap and 
stretching it relentlessly. At the end, he 
had better than 13 seconds on New 
Yorker David Podolsky, who was sec- 
ond on a 1999 Ducati 996, with Jonathan 
Glaefke third, inching ahead of Bill St. 
John. 

"Rolf Knecht, the guy from Switzer- 
land, got a good start and came around 
me in turn one," Battley said. "He was 
really on the gas. I got after him and 
thought, ‘Man, this is going to be a long 
race'. He was really serious competition. 
He pushed a little too hard and lost his 
front end in turn five. At that point, I got 
motivated and turned in about three 
really hot laps. After that, I looked back 
and no one was back there, and I just 
cooled it to the checkered flag." 

Podolsky said he was forced to race 
with a fresh, unscrubbed slick after find- 
ing a problem with his front tire. By the 
time he got it scrubbed in, Battley was 
long gone. 

“When I headed out after him, it was 
too late,” said Podolsky, who was on a 
brand-new bike. 

Battley's second win, in the Battle of 
the Twins Open class, came about 2 1/2 
hours later. This one was a flag-to-flag 
affair, with Battley building up more 
than eight seconds on the second lap - a 











lead that would stretch to over 19 sec- 
onds at the end of the eight laps. 

"This is, like, way out," Battley said. 

Paul Vitale was second after sorting 
out oil problems on a 1998 Ducati 800. 

"We picked up a new oil sponsor in 
Motorex and good things are happen- 
ing," Vitale said. 

The Sound of Thunder race was a 
contest for a few laps. It took Lex Van 
Dijk that long to get the Britten up to 
speed. After that, the contest was over. 

Van Dijk passed Dave Kieffer on the 
third lap and took off, ending the 10-lap 
race more than 18 seconds in front. 
From the way he rode, you wouldn't 
have known that he'd ruined a motor 
earlier in the weekend. 

^We leaned it up a little bit too lean," 
Van Dijk said, "and we ruined the 
engine. We worked until four in the 
morning." 

"The Britten had motor on me,” Kief- 
fer said. “I passed him in the infield on 
the first lap. I could match him in the 
infield, but he would motor me in the 
top three gears on the banking. He just 
kept pulling away from me. But all trib- 
ute to the bike I rode. This is a Ferracci 
team bike from 1994. It's a vintage bike. 
It hasn't even been fired up in three 
years." 

Battley said that a pair of talented 
riders on the very powerful Britten and 
Ducati overpowered him. Р 

"This is a horsepower track, and they 
had the horsepower," Battley said. 

It was horsepower of a different sort 
that took Jim Struke to victory in the 
Sound of Singles Two-Stroke class. 
Struke jumped to an early lead ahead of 
David Podolsky in a battle of Honda 
RS125s, the pair swapping back and 
forth, with the race going to the final 
lap. The run to the flag had Struke in 
front with enough power to prevent a 
draft-pass. 

"I got in his draft but realized he 
really had enough motor on me that I 
couldn't make it by," Podolsky said. "I 
thought I'd have to make a pass some- 
where in the infield, and I made it into 
that last horseshoe and got by him, but 
this bike is new to me. I was in the 
wrong gear coming out of the turn. The 
bike fell flat on its face, and all I could 
do was sit on his draft in the last lap and 
watch him win. I couldn't have been in 
a better place on the final lap, but 











my bike just didn't have enough legs to 
do it." 

Struke went out in the next race and 
finished second in the 750cc Sportsman 
race on his 1972 Norton Commando. 

"Those back-to-back races really took 
it out of me a little bit," he said. "My 
shoulders were getting really sore, and 
that was hurting me on hard-braking 
sections like turn one and the chicane." 

In his first trip to Daytona, English- 
man John Barton didn't need a lot of 
time to put his stamp on the Super 
Mono class, but it took him a while to 
put it away. 

Halfway into the eight-lap race, he 
had a three-second lead on Jeff Nash, 
who would later drop out. At the end, 
Barton was home free, miles in front of 
second-place finisher Richard Inman. 

"It feels really good," Barton said of 
his win. "It's my first time coming here. 
I thought I was going to have more of a 
problem from Nash, but I took him in 
the horseshoe on the first lap and didn't 
see him again. I'm really, really pleased. 
People back at home are dealing with 
near-freezing conditions, so why not 
come here and have a bit of a holiday 
and race?" 

The Super Mono 2 ctass was won in a 
runaway by Craig Wright on a 1999 
BBM 500, a 500cc Honda engine in a 
Yamaha TZ250 frame:

© nce again, Oglethorpe Speed- 
way's half mile was the site for 
the opening round of the Florida 
Flat Track Series and the AMA's Nation- 
al Hot Shoe Series, and opening both 
series with a win was Chris Carr. The 
Sacramento Harley-Davidson /Phoenix 
Racing/Big Valley Ford-sponsored rider 
came away with the 750cc Expert main 
victory and the early series points lead. 
(The series will conclude at the Daytona 
Beach Short Track Grand National.) 

Carr withstood an early challenge by 
Saddleman/Lancaster Harley-David- 
son/Dodge Brothers' Kevin Varnes, 
while Steve Morehead charged through 
the field after a poor start to put his 
KK/F&S Harley-Davidson/Sheperd / 
Dragoo Harley onto the podium. 

Carr's win was the first for the newly 
approved Continental Tire. 

"It really worked on this track," Carr 
said. "We'll see about the rest of the 
week." 

At Oglethorpe, the 600cc Pro Sport 
and 600cc Expert classes featured the 
largest number of riders - nearly 50 in 
each class.

27 
he Florida Flat Track Series moved 
É on to the Volusia Speedway Park 
for round two of the six-race 
series. A full day of amateur racing left 
the D-shaped half mile in a smooth, dry- 
slick condition, and throttle control 
would prove to be very valuable - espe- 
cially for Will Davis. 

Working the throttle just right, Davis 
ran away from a tight batch of riders in 
the 750cc Expert main and, with the 
win, he climbed to within three points 
of round-one winner Chris Carr, who 
finished third at Volusia. 

Davis' Eaken Racing/Dick Ford /Rod 
Lake Racing Harley showed a lot of 
power on his second night out. 

"We had some bad gas the other 
night, I guess," Davis said. "We've got 
that straightened out. Now we're ready 
to go." 

Steve Morehead proved he's still 
very fast and can get very wide as he 
kept his KK Supply/F&S Harley-David- 
son Harley in front of Carr's Sacramento 
Harley-Davidson/Phoenix Racing ride. 
Bryan Bigelow made it a three-rider 
pack by putting his USC Racing/Lan- 
caster Harley-Davidson mount right 
into the thick of things. 

Kenny Coolbeth and Dan Stanley 
renewed their personal war in the 600cc 
Expert main, but they both ended up 
chasing Carr, as he worked his way 
around Coolbeth and Stanley and led 
the 10-lap main from the fourth lap on. 

Carr was making use of the: track 
time to get his Sacramento Harley- 
Davidson/Phoenix Racing Rotax into 
shape for Saturday's opening round of 
the Grand National Championship. 

Missouri Harley-Davidson/Dave 
Burks Motorsports/Bill LePage-spon- 
sored Coolbeth and the Circle F 
Frames/BBRP-backed Stanley were rele- 
gated to battling over second. Mike 
Hacker caught Stanley at the end but 
couldn't work his way around him.

The Harley-Davidson Sportster Per- 
formance class continued to be hotly con- 
tested. Moroney's Harley-Davidson/1- 
800-FASTHOG’s Joe Eades led every lap 
but was hounded all the way by Skip 
Fordyce Harley-Davidson's Billy Martin 
and the Rogers Lake Racing Sportster of 
Gary Rogers. Rogers took second on the 
last lap when second-placed Martin tried 
to go for the win and opened the door. 

Gordon Schopieray ran away with 
the 600cc Pro Sport main on his In The 
Wheel-backed Wood-Rotax. ABDA Ser- 
vice/Indian MC Supply-backed Tom 
McGrane Jr. held off three riders for 
most of the race before gaining a small 
lead at the end. Moroney's Harley- 
Davidson/Skidmore Auto & Cycle- 
sponsored Robert Weiss was able to 
hold off Dale Jones and Cory Roth for 
the last podium spot. 

William Adams survived a racelong 
battle with Dan Bond and a red-flag 
restart to win the 250cc Pro Sport main. 
Adams and Bond raced wheel to wheel 
until the start of lap nine. Bond attempt- 
ed to dive under Adams in turn one, only 
to drift wide and hit Adams. Bond high- 
sided hard and the red flag came out. 














Bond was able to restart and he worked 
his way back up to sixth at the end. 
Weiss took full advantage of the restart 
to capture second over Jon Hansen. 

Once again, there were more than 
150 Pro dirt trackers on hand for a full 
night of racing. 

The 250cc Pro Sport heat wins went 
to Adams and Weiss. After the restart in 
the main, Adams pulled out a close win 
over Weiss. Wisconsin riders Jon 
Hansen and Nick Hammer finished 
third and fourth, respectively, as Ham- 
mer edged Brandon Laursen. 

Joe Eades won the single Harley- 
Davidson Performance heat race and 
backed that up with a wire-to-wire vic- 
tory in the main. Eades, Gary Rogers 
and Billy Martin proved to be equally 
matched in this class and had very close 
races. Michelle DiSalvo is just a tick off 
their pace, and she took her second 
straight fourth-place finish. Tim 
Eades and Tim Lorge finished right on 
DiSalvo's rear wheel. 

The 600cc Expert class had 55 entries. 
The five heats moved the top two into the 
main, along with the third-place finishers 
from the two fastest races.

Coolbeth took the first win 
over Paul Lynch and Chris 
Hart. Carr led Dan Stanley and Ronnie 
Brown into the main with his second-heat 
victory. Martin held off Mike Hacker to 
take the third heat. Dave Camlin ran 
away with the fourth heat, well ahead of 
a battle between Lonnie Pauley, J.R. Schn- 
abel and Shaun Russell. Pauley captured 
second and moved on to the main. John 
Nickens led the last heat for most of the 
way before giving way to Greg Tysor and 
Toby Jorgensen.

Dan Stanley led the main off the line, 
with Coolbeth and Carr right behind 
him. Carr methodically moved to the 
front and then pulled to a healthy lead. 
Coolbeth took second on lap six and 
also opened the margin over Stanley: 
Hacker caught Stanley, but the laps ran 
out on him. Camlin and Lynch filled out 
the top half of the field. 

The 750cc Experts finished up the 
night's racing. The first heat looked to 
be set, with Morehead easily leading

Beattie, but a red flag stopped the race. 
The restart saw Morehead keep his posi- 
tion, but everything else changed. Cam- 
lin moved up to second as Murphree 
coasted to a stop. Lynch and Randy 
Shank also moved into qualifying posi- 
tions. The second heat was an all-out 
war as Bryan Bigelow kept Carr behind 
him the entire way. Varnes rode a lonely 
third, as Hacker sent George Richtmeyer 
to the van. The last heat saw Davis 
and Varnes holding the top two spots. 
Schnabel held off King for third, with 
both advancing. 

Davis quickly took command of the 
main and left a good race behind him. 
Morehead had his hands full holding 
Carr in third, while last year’s Rookie of 
the Year, Bryan Bigelow, looked for a 
way to get into the fun. Lynch was run- 
ning fifth, dueling with Hatker. On lap 
five, Hacker dived under Lynch in turn 
two. Lynch slipped high and off the 
groove, enough to fall. Lynch was up 
quickly and the race continued. The 
top spots were all set now, as Varnes, 
Schnabel, Camlin, Varnes, King and 
Shank filled out the field. см

Davidson dialed in, as he made 
quick work of the Budweiser 
Half Mile at Volusia Speedway Park. 
King, on the Corbin Racing/Harley-

Harley, rocketed off the line and then 
used his patented low line to pull away 
from a large pack of riders in the 750cc 
Expert main.

AMA /Prostar kicked off its 10th sea- 
son by resurrecting the MRE Sunshine 
Nationals at Florida's Gainesville Race- 
way. While the event saw a bevy of 
records and career-best performances, 
the Sunshine Nationals also saw its 
share of rain, as Sunday morning show- 
ers delayed eliminations until 1:30 in the 
afternoon. 

Bryce took full advantage of 
Prostar's innovative “mountain motor” 
rules, putting a 1540cc two-valve Suzu- 
ki GS motor in Seeling's Winston bike. 
On her first lap, she took the pole in the 
Lectron Pro Stock field with a then- 











world mark of 7.240 seconds at 183 
mph. Current number-one-plate holder 
Paul Gast was right behind with a per- 
sonal-best 7.267, but he rolled the 
beams and red-lighted in the first round 
of eliminations. 

Seeling took a pair of easy wins in 
the opening rounds before meeting new 
Star Performance Parts teammate Fred 
Collis in the semis. Collis, who will run 
the entire Prostar circuit on a 1500cc 
four-valve machine, ran as quick as 7.25 
and had the speed mark for the class at 
187 mph, but he fell off to a 7.35 against 
Seeling, who made her third Prostar 
final with a 7.261. On the other side of 
the ladder, Team 23 rider Antron Brown 
scored an identical 7.261 to advance 
over Curt Woodward.

McBride, who ran as quick as 6.263 
during the event, turned in a 6.40 in the 
final, as Smith struggled to a 10.44. Cur- 
rent champion Tony Lang qualified on 
the pole with a strong 6.144/232 effort 
but kicked a rod out on his final qualify- 
ing attempt and couldn't make the first- 
round call. 

Orient Express Funnybike Champion 
Gary Clark sorted out his new 
turbocharged-on-alcohol Koenig 
Kawasaki in a hurry, taking the win in 
only his second race on the bike. Clark, 
teamed with crew chief Rick Stetson, 
qualified number one at a stout 
6.700/213, followed by Steve Suter at 
6.75/204. Clark was nearly flawless in 
eliminations, with all but one run being 
in the 6.70s. In the final, he met a resur- 
gent Keith Lynn, who put together his 
strongest showing in two years. Lynn 
got off the line first in the final and put 
up a game 6.89/186, but it was no match

for Clark, who overcame the holeshot 
with a 6.76/202 for the win. 

The Fast By Gast Pro Modified Series 
saw a battle of champions, with current 
number-one plate holder Tony Sabino 
taking on past champion Billy Vose. 

Vose qualified in the top spot on the 
Cycle Shop Suzuki at 6.847/199, fol- 
lowed by last season's Pro Rookie of the 
Year, Dave Lombardi, at 6.879 and Sabi- 
no at 6.881. Sabino, who had the low e.t. 
in every race last season, kept the string 
alive, hitting a 6.844 in the first round 
against Franco teammate Tom Miceli. 

Sabino and Vose had the hot laps of 
every elimination round, and they met 
in the final, where Sabino avenged his 
World Finals loss with a 6.87-to-6.89 
win. In a shocking move, Vose sold his 
Suzuki at the completion of the event, 
taking the bike directly from the scales 
to the new owner's trailer. 

Major rule changes in the Superbike 
class proved to be a little too much to 
handle, as every team struggled with 
the new combinations. In the off-season, 
AMA /Prostar opened up the rules, 
allowing progressive nitrous systems, 
square slicks, two-step rev limiters and 
lock-up clutches. 

David Mayo brought his Rockdale 
Cycles ZX-7R to the pole with the best 
time of the event, a 8.850/149, followed 
by class champion Rickey Gadson, who 
ran a 9.04 at a new speed record of 157 
mph on his factory ZX-7R. Both Mayo 
and Gadson suffered mechanical break- 
downs in the semifinals, giving Ben 
Koch and rookie Greg Adams free rides 
to the money round. Koch, who sat out 
most of last year with a broken leg, 
threw away a chance for a first-ever win 
after red-lighting away a 9.96 in the 
final, as Adams struggled but took the 
win with a 13-second timeslip. Adams' 
trick ZX-7R won "Best Engineered" at 
the event. 

The Kerker 600cc Super Sport class 
has become one of the most exciting 
classes on the AMA /Prostar tour. The 
factories stepped up their involvement 
this season, with new Team Green rid- 
ers Chip Ellis, Chris Williams and Mary 
Ladwig joining Rickey Gadson on the 
Kawasaki team to take on Team Suzuki 
Sport riders Brock Davidson and Traci 
Farr. Still, they would have to deal with 
fierce independents such as Michael 
Phillips and current champion Keith 
Dennis on Joe Marasco's ZX-6R. 

The 10.23 elapsed-time record owned 
by Dennis was bombed early on as 
Phillips took the pole with a stunning 
10.205/131 on the Cheese Steak Davis 
ZX-6R, followed by Ellis at 10.211/130. 
Phillips further lowered the mark with 
an unheard-of 10.15 in round one, but 
he was not allowed to claim the time as 
a record due to a strong tail wind. 

The all-Kawasaki semis saw Phillips 
take out Dennis, 10.26 to 10.32, and Gad- 
son get the best of Ellis, 10.25 to an off- 
pace 10.50. Gadson took the holeshot in 
the final and scored the win in a nail- 
biter, his 10.253 turning back Phillips’ 
quicker 10.251 for the win. 

Sportsman winners include Juan Cin- 
tron in the Star Performance Parts Top 
Gas Series, Mike Konopacki in the APE 
Super Comp series, Rob Schenz in the 
RC Components Super Gas Series, and 
veteran rider Jim Abate, who took his 
first-ever National-event win with a 
final-round victory over Chris Runyon 
in the Pingel Pro ET series. Todd Heiser 
took the win in Street ET, and MPS 
owner Dan Rudd brought home the 
Harley ET trophy. CN

DELAND, FL, FEB. 26 

T saved the best for last. Though 
there was plenty of close racing 
throughout the opening round of 

the American Historic Racing Motorcycle 

Association's 1999 pavement season, the 

day's final event - 500 Premier by Works 

Performance - was as good as it gets. 

This one was a classic battle of big 
singles, pitting a 1961 Matchless G50 
piloted by Barber Vintage Motorsports' 
Stephen Mathews against Englishman 
John Cronshaw aboard his highly devel- 
oped 1968 BSA. After losing the narrow- 
est of leads on the last lap of the 10-lap 
feature, Mathews again took control 
several turns from the end and hung on 
to win by less than a bike length. 

For the third year in a row, 
AHRMA’s pre-Daytona warmup event 
took place on a 1.8-mile temporary 
course laid out using runways at 
DeLand's busy municipal airport, a 
World War Two-era former Naval Air 
Station with pavement to spare. (The 
facility also is a Mecca for skydivers, 
who provided a constant, colorful coun- 
terpoint to the two-wheeled action 
below.) DeLand isn't likely to make any- 
one's list of favorite tracks, but road rac- 
ing and airfields have a long history 
together, and the event allows racers to 
shake off winter's cobwebs and work 
the bugs out of their machines before 
moving to Daytona International Speed- 
way three days later. 

The event attracted more than 375 
entries, dozens of them from overseas, 
and the weather was perfect. 

Cronshaw led the 500 Premier field 
into turn one, but by the time they com- 
pleted a lap, it was Mathews at the point 
position of a four-rider breakaway 
group. Close behind and setting a furi- 
ous pace were Cronshaw, former MV

By the second lap, Popp began to lose 
ground on the lead trio, and then it was 
Bonera's turn to fall behind Mathews 
and Cronshaw. At the halfway mark, 
the Italian pulled the howling MV multi 
back into the pits, satisfied with the way 
the machine was performing and saving 
it for the real test at the speedway. 

For the last few laps, Mathews and 
Cronshaw never seemed to be more 
than a few feet apart, diving incredibly 
hard into the turns on suspect pave- 
ment and skinny tires. At the begin- 
ning of the final lap, Cronshaw forged 
his way around Mathews and held the 
lead as the pair disappeared from 
sight. But just a couple turns from the 
last dash to the finish line, the Geor- 
gian reclaimed the lead and just man- 
aged to hold on to it as the pair sprint- 
ed for the checkered flag. Popp crossed 
the line in third, followed by Pat 
Mooney on a Norton Manx, defending 
class champ Larry Poons on his G50- 
powered Seeley Condor and Rusty 
Lowry's Harley KR750. 

The day began with an excellent Pre- 
1940 race between Ralph Auer on a 1939 
BMW 500 and Alex McLean on a '39 
Norton. Auer held the lead until the last 
lap of the six-lap event, when the Penn- 
sylvanian moved to the front and stayed 
there for a narrow win. Blake Wilson 
was third on his '37 Indian. 

On the track at the same time were 
the 200 Grand Prix machines, and this 
one was a battle between Dennis 
Poneleit on his '68 Honda 175 and John- 
ny Demoisey on a ’71 Triumph 250. 
Demoisey had taken the lead away from 
the Honda rider on the second lap, and 
Poneleit returned the favor on the 
white-flag lap, staying out front until 
the pair reached the checkered flag. 








It was classic battle of big singles in the 
500 Premier class. Barber Vintage 
Motorsports' Stephen Matthews (81) won 
the race on a '61 Matchless G50, narrowly 
defeating Englishman John Cronshaw (71) 
aboard his highly developed 1968 BSA. 


In the combined Sportsman 350/250 
GP race, Gary Platt, Jack Silverman and 
Blake Wilson jetted away on their 
Honda 350s. Wilson hung tight in third 
for the first half of the race as Platt and 
Silverman battled over the lead; then the 
West Virginian moved past both to take 
over the front spot himself near the 
race's halfway mark. As Wilson opened 
a bit of a lead, the dispute between Platt 
and Silverman raged on, with Silverman 
crossing the line in the second spot. 250 
GP saw former class champion Jay 
Richardson take his '62 Ducati to a close 
win over Bultaco-mounted Jim Neuen- 
burg. 

The Accu-Products-sponsored For- 
mula 250 was a battle between the 
Honda 350s of Kemp Archibald and Tim 
Stancill, as Stancill got around 
Archibald while moving through traffic 
late in the race. Neuenburg held down 
third on his Bultaco. Also on the track at 
the same time was Class C, and this one 
was a three-way battle between Carle- 
ton Palmer's Vincent Grey Flash, Auer's 
BMW and McLean's Norton single. 
Auer held what seemed to be a com- 
manding lead over Palmer and McLean 
until near the end, when both slipped 
past the BMW rider. McLean then ran 
into machine problems while leading, 
and Palmer took the win. Hand- and 
foot-shift machines are scored separate- 
ly in Class C, and among the hand- 
shifters, it was Indian-mounted Wilson 
getting the win over Tim Droege's 
Harley. 

Bob Goodpaster and his Norton 





Commando found the newly created 
BEARS class to their liking, leading wire 
to wire over his Team Expert colleague 
Cal Lewis, also on a Norton twin. In the 
Classic "60 portion of the race, Rusty 
Lowry led the entire way aboard his 
Harley KR, while Triumph-mounted 
Geoff Ryan worked his way around Pat 
Mooney to take second. 

The next race combined 350 GP and 
Sportsman 500, with Neuenburg getting 
the best of a back-and-forth battle with 
Richardson, as Archibald and Demoisey 
waited close behind for the leaders to 
make a miscue that never came. Auer, 
riding a BMW R50, got his win for the 
day ahead of BSA B50-mounted Don 
Jagger in Sportsman 500. 

Sportsman 750 was a fast-moving 
four-rider freight train made up of Tri- 
umph-mounted Frank Shockley, Kunio 
Asakawa, Geir Jacobsen and Mike 
Eiland on a Yamaha twin. While Shock- 
ley held the lead the entire race, behind 
him it was anything but certain, as 
Asakawa made the run from fourth to 
second from Eiland on the final lap. 

In Formula 750, Adam Popp flat out 
howled away for the win on the M3 
Honda CR750, with Will Harding finish- 
ing a distant second on another of the 
Honda fours. Up at the same time in 
Formula 500 by Accu-Products, Honda- 
mounted Hikaru Miyagi held off the 
Yamaha of class champion Christopher 
Spargo. 

Popp took the Honda four out again 
in.the Accu-Products Formula Vintage 
race, with the same result as in Formula 
750. Second was the Norwegian Jacob- 
sen, ahead ofSpargo. . 

In AHRMA's modern-bike classes, 
Battle of the Twins Open and Formula 
Two took to the track at the same time, 
and the leaders of the two classes mixed 
it up. Battle of the Twins Open winner 
Peter Branton got involved in a tussle 
with Formula Two entrants Michael 
Hausknecht and Steve Von Borstel, with 
Hausknecht winning not only his class 
but the overall race as well. Shockley 
rode his vintage Triumph 750 twin to 
the Battle of the Twins Formula Three 
win, and Battle of the Twins Two-Stroke 
went to German Walter Hoffman on a 
Yamaha 250. 

In Sound of Singles action, Jeff Nash 
rode his Ducati to a convincing Super 
Mono win. Super Mono 2 belonged to 
Craig Wright on his BBM 500, while 
behind him, Colin Fraser's Yamaha 
SR500 won a battle for second against 
class champion Mark Hatten on another 
BBM. The always closely contested Skor- 
pion Cup went to Galen Miller over Alex 
McLean, as Blake Wilson won the con- 
test for third over Robert Wrublevski. 

Rolf Knecht came from Switzerland 
to earn the Sound of Thunder win on 
his Ducati over Guzzi-mounted 
Hausknecht. Third was David Podolsky 
on a new Aprilia twin. см

OCALA, FL, FEB. 27 
ith legendary chassis-building 
brothers Don and Derek Rick- 
man serving as grand marshals 
for AHRMA’s Bike Week 1999 events, it 
was only appropriate that the best rac- 
ing of the day involved some Rickman 
Metisse-badged machines. 

The second round of the Speed & 
Sport- and Progressive Suspension-sup- 
ported AHRMA National Champion- 
ship series drew 400 entries to compete 
on a track that Hard Rock’s owners 
worked hard to transform into a vin- 
tage-friendly yet challenging circuit. A 
special Rickman moto drew 11 entries 
ranging from Zundapp 125cc machines 
to earth-shaking 750cc twins. As with 
most of AHRMA's other Bike Week 
events, entries at Ocala were up sub- 
stantially over previous years. 








When the gate dropped on the 
Sportsman Open Twins moto, a trio of 
Metisses roared to the front of the pack. 
In the lead was veteran racer Barry Hig- 
gins on a BSA 750-powered machine, 
chased by former World Trials Champi- 
on Mick Andrews using BSA 650 power 
and Vintage Iron's Rick Doughty on his 
gorgeous Triumph 750 Metisse. 

Higgins, still mending from a crash 
last summer at a classic MX in England, 
gave way on the second lap to Andrews 
and then Doughty. On the moto's next- 
to-last lap, Doughty found his way 
around the Brit and proceeded to inch 
away from Andrews to the finish line. 

Doughty nailed the holeshot to start 
the second Twins moto, with Andrews' 
British-racing-green machine firmly fas- 
tened to Doughty's cream-white rear 
fender. Some distance back, Higgins 
was dicing with Alex Moroz on a Yama- 
ha 650. At the start of the third of five 
laps, Andrews jammed his way into the 
lead, significantly heating up the battle. 
Andrews managed to open a small gap 
on lap four, but on the final time around 
the circuit Doughty closed the distance 
again in an attempt to pressure 
Andrews into making an error. But it 
wasn't to be, and Andrews' 2-1 finishes 
took the overall Expert win over 
Doughty's 1-2, while Higgins was third 
with a pair of third-place finishes. 

In the rest of the all-twins moto, Bill 
Fillion took the Sportsman Intermediate 
win over Richie Baulch in an all-Yamaha 
affair. Gary Davis and his Tri-BSA 650 
bested Norton P11-mounted Beno Rodi 
in Premier Open Twins Expert, while 
Dan Beher and his '60 BSA 650 claimed 
the Intermediate win over Randall 
Chieca on a BSA exactly one year newer. 

Andrews made the most of his trip 
across the Atlantic to take a closely con- 
tested win in Over 50 Expert. While 
leading the first moto, he broke a foot-

"peg on the Rickman, slowing his 


progress enough to allow Higgins and 
CCM-mounted Phil Hanford to displace 
him back to third. With all parts back in 
place for moto two, Andrews took over 
from Hanford on the second lap. Next 
time around, Higgins snatched the lead, 
but that lasted just a lap, and on lap four 
his machine decided to take a brief rest. 

Behind Andrews was a close race for 
second involving Maico 450-mounted 
Jean Ramsay, Hanford on his CCM 608, 
and Claude McElvain on a BSA Victor. 
Hanford's 2-3 finishes earned him sec- 
ond overall to Andrews, while Ramsay 
was third with 5-2 placings and McEI- 
vain took fourth for the day with 4-4 fin- 
ishes. 

In the very next race, Over 30 Expert, 
John Hanford hopped on his dad’s 1974 
CCM thumper to earn a pair of narrow 
wins over Allan Jaggard’s Honda 250. 
Though the racing was tight in both 
motos, no one else was quite as consis- 
tent. Third went to Eamon Massett with 
7-3 finishes, while Alex Krisher was 
fourth with a 6-4 record. The Over 30 
Intermediate win went to Rick Demetro- 
vich, who traded moto wins with Mark 
Mackay. 

Jaggard got his overall win in the big 
Over 40 Expert class. In the first moto, 
the Canadian had to work his way into 
the lead past the likes of Colorado rider 
Morrill Griffith on a Yamaha 250, Maico 
rider Benny Durrough and David Ellis’s 
Yamaha YZ360. Jaggard led moto two 
from start to finish, followed by John 
Deemer on a Maico and Ellis. In the over- 
all tally, it was Jaggard with 1-1 finishes 
over Ellis’s 3-3 and Griffith’s 2-4 placings. 





Over 40 Intermediate was another 
huge class, and Mackay won it with 3-1 
finishes, narrowly trailing Yamaha- 
mounted Jack McMillan and Suzuki 
TM400 rider Eric Betzenberger in moto 
one. It was Mackay all the way in the 
second race, ahead of Gene Brown, 
whose 4-2 finishes earned him second 
for the day. 

The other fully subscribed class was 
Sportsman 500 Intermediate, where 
Honda rider Paul Dziwanoswki got the 
overall after swapping moto wins with 
Betzenberger. Third overall was Yama- 
ha rider Jason Luering. CN

OCALA, FL, FEB. 28 
he American Historic Racing 
T Motorcycle Association's biggest- 
ever dirt track took place at a 
rather unlikely venue: a relatively out- 
of-the-way short track where only one 
motorcycle had ever turned a wheel 
before. Still, the first of AHRMA's three 
Bike Week dirt tracks drew an astound- 
ing 182 entries to this nicely maintained 
go-kart oval. The promoter had antici- 
pated 70-80 entries, causing some 
scrambling to get everyone signed up 
and onto the track, followed by a long 
evening of heats, semis and mains. 

A brief deluge earlier in the day 
washed away the wide groove laid 
down by the go karts, but sunny, breezy 
conditions had the track in good shape 
by evening. The bikes built a much nar- 
rower groove, putting a premium on 
good starts. 

After several years of dominating the 
pre-1952 Dinosaur class, George Wills 
got some tough new competition in the 
form of another Harley-Davidson WR 
hand-shifter piloted by Booker Poirier 
from Biddleford, Maine. Try as he 
might, the Illinois racer just couldn't reel 
in the fast-starting Poirier. Third in the 
final went to Beno Rodi on his Royal 
Enfield 500. 

Iowa racer Bill Berger warded off the 
persistent advances of Harley Sprint 
rider Mark Hawk in the brakeless Clas- 
sic 250 class, while Bultaco-mounted 
Ken Lilly finished third and Mike Met- 
zler was fourth on his beautiful Tri- 
umph thumper. The crowd's favorite, 
dirt track legend Ronnie Rall, was fifth 
on another Harley Sprint. 

In Classic 500/750, Wills switched to 
a Triumph twin, opened up a nice lead - 
and then fell off. After a lap or so he 
remounted to finish ninth, but in the 
meantime Triumph-mounted John 
Plumb took over and got the win. Sec- 
ond was James Oliver on a Honda. 

Plumb was back out the next race to 
defend his number-one plate in the 


=- Sportsman 250 class, and defend he did, 
52 holding off Ossa-mounted Donnie Warf.

Warf, meanwhile, was feeling.some 
pressure of his own in the form of Brad 
Holt, who had broken loose from a dis- 
pute over third place involving himself, 
Dave Scheffer on a two-stroke Harley 
and Drew Patterson on another H-D. At 
the checkered flag it was Plumb, Warf 
and Holt. 

The early Sportsman 600 leader was 
Honda-mounted John Lambrick, but the 
Illinois racer was soon displaced by Cal- 
ifornian Brad Spencer and Yamaha rider 
David Allen. Allen made a run at 
Spencer late in the race but bobbled and 
lost his drive. Meanwhile, Dennis 
Williams got his Yamaha around Lam- 
brick to finish third, behind Allen. 

Plumb tried for his third win of the 
night in Sportsman 750, but he could 
stay in front of fellow Yamaha rider 
Darrel Bryant for only about a lap. As 
the Georgian worked on his lead, Tri- 
umph rider Mark Gibson moved up to 
challenge Plumb’s hold on second place. 
Gibson held second briefly before 
Plumb got back around, and the two 
rode most of the final lap side by side, 
with the Pennsylvania rider holding a 
slight advantage over Gibson at the flag. 

Rod Lake made the trek from Califor- 
nia to become the first winner in 
AHRMA’s new '70s Singles class for 
500cc four-strokes from the mid- to late 
1970s. In a tight finish, Lake and his 
Honda took the lead from Yamaha- 
mounted Kenny Parker, while Ken Lilly 
got his Yamaha around Mike Gillkey to 
earn third for the night. 

In the over 50 Senior class, Honda 
rider James Oliver bested Bultaco jockey 
Bill Snyder. The new Over 60 Super 
Senior division saw Bill Burr earn the 
class's first-ever win over Tom Hodges, 
while in the nonchampionship Over 35 
Veteran class it was Jack Wagner taking 
the win on his Triumph. cn

28 
record entry of over 90 riders 
А: out for AHRMA's Bike 
Week trials National, an event 
that saw competitors challenged by 
extreme changes in section conditions. 
The skies began to darken as riders 
headed out for their first of three circuits 
of an eight-section loop, and about the 
time many of them were finishing their 
first loop, the downpour began. It didn't 
even rain for an hour, but two inches 
must have come down. After that, the sun 
returned and things started drying out. 
As a result, the scores fluctuated dra- 
matically on each of the loops as condi- 
tions went from excellent to slick and 
gooey to something in between. The wet 
conditions troubled the ignitions of 
many British bikes and the brakes on the 
Spanish mounts. One rider who fell vic- 
tim to loss of spark was former World 
Trials Champion Mick Andrews, who 
was competing under exhibition status 
on Barry Higgins' BSA Alloy Clipper. 
The adverse conditions didn't pre- 
vent two riders from turning in perfect 
scorecards. Mike Radford and Curtis 
Harper, both competing in Modern 
Classic Novice, didn't put a foot down 








all day, forcing AHRMA’s ultimate tie 
breaker to be invoked. In such a case, 
the older rider wins, and Radford took 
the honors by virtue of being two years 
older than Harper. 

Ironically, third place in the same 
class also had to be decided by the com- 
petitors' age, and 66-year-old John 
Knapp had 31 years on Paul Campbell. 

There was a three-way tie in the 
tough Modern Classic Expert class: Bill 
Blythe, David Hulse and Harry Heile- 
mann each turned in scores of 27 points. 
This time, the tie was broken by the 
number of sections each rider had 
zeroed, and Blythe got the win by clean- 
ing 15 traps, compared to Hulse's 14 
and Heilemann's 13. 

In Modern Classic Intermediate, it 
was Duwayne Connolly taking the win 
over Randy Bailey and Gene Brown. 
Each rode the first loop without error, 
and it was Connolly who adjusted best 
to the slick stuff on the last two loops. 

The Premier Lightweight class is 
always one of AHRMA's most closely 
contested classes, and in the Expert divi- 
sion, Greeves-mounted Steve Glinski 
defeated Triumph rider Mike Parsley by 
six marks. Just three points back from 
Parsley was Bob Ginder on another 
Greeves. Daniel Moriarty took the win 
in a small Intermediate field, and James 
Lipscomb dropped just nine points to 
top the Novices. CN

California. And, of course, Antunez also 
further increased his series points lead, 
which is now nearly up to 100 points 
(901-809) over his nearest rival, Honda 
rider Jeromy Buehl, who posted a pair 
of second-place finishes, a third and a 
fifth over the course of weekend. 

On Friday, Antunez topped Kawasa- 
ki of Carrollton's Greg Rand and 
Thor/Honda/Tuff Racing-backed Buehl 
in the 125cc Pro/Expert main, and Buehl 
(again) and Honda rider Denny 
Stephenson in the 250cc main. Antunez 
was just as successful on Saturday night, 
topping Buehl and Stephenson in the 
125cc main and KTM's Lance Smail and 
Rand in the 250cc feature. 

In other news, after losing former 
series leader Cliff Palmer to an injury a 
few rounds ago, the series lost another 
top contender at Sacramento Friday

"That's racing," Willoh said. "I felt 
really good this year, and I knew I had 
a real shot at winning it all. I'll be 
back." 

Despite winning all four main events, 
it wasn't a perfect weekend for 
Antunez, as Stephenson won both Dash

Antunez got the weekend's racing off 
with a holeshot in Friday's 125cc main, 
followed by Smail, who is a newcomer 
to the series. 

“I knew this was a pretty lucrative 
series, so I figured I'd get my feet wet,” 
said Smail. 
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Also in the hunt were Rand, Buehl 
and Willoh. Willoh was working on his 
teammate Buehl when he suddenly 
went down in the whoops, taking Doug 
DeHaan down with him and losing 
many positions. 

Willoh and DeHaan weren't the only 
riders who would taste the Arco Arena 
soil before the race was over. The chal- 
lenging track took its toll, as yellow cau- 
tion flags waved around the track 
throughout much of the race. Some of 
those crash victims included series regu- 
lar Tom Hoffmaster, who took a nasty 
spill, and Jerrad Fisher, who came up 
short over a jump and flipped spectacu- 
larly. Even Smail dumped his bike late 
in the race. 

“I was bobbling a little bit out there," 
Smail said. "But that's what it's all 
about: getting the track figured out." 

At the end, Antunez emerged scot- 
free and collected the win, followed by 
Rand, Buehl, Stephenson and Willoh. 

"After I made a couple of moves at 
the start, it was pretty much a wire-to- 
wire win," Antunez said. "It was chaos 
quite a bit (of the race), with lapped traf- 
fic. I just did my best to pick my way 
through it and come out unscathed." 

At the start of the 250cc main, 
Antunez got the jump on the rest of the 
field, while Jones, Willoh, Scott Davis 
and Smail settled in behind him. Close 
racing among the leaders resulted in 
some rough contact that eventually sent 
several riders to the ground in a heap - a 
heap made up of Jones, Smail, Davis 
and Willoh - the latter breaking his arm. 

^We all went into a turn together," 
Davis said of his view of the incident. 
“Willoh just kind of went straight off, 
kind of over the hay bale, and ended up 
landing on his arm and breaking it. 
Smail dominoes into him, and I domino 
into Smail. I got up unhurt but had to 
head to the pits to replace a broken 
clutch lever. I really feel for Jeff 
(Willoh)." 

Jones restarted fairly quickly, but 
Smail took his time getting going again. 

Antunez built up his lead, while 
Stephenson, Buehl, Rand, DeHaan, Hof- 
master, Jim Chester and Jesse Olson all 
tried to keep him in sight, but none of 
them could. They did, however, provide 
plenty of racing action among them- 
selves. Olson eventually crashed out, 
while Buehl and Stephenson swapped 
positions a couple of times. Rand and 
Hofmaster were also going at it behind 
them. Hofmaster would later bobble 
and lose a position to Jones. 














Antunez, meanwhile, gapped the 
field and ran away to his second win of 
the night. 

“Once I got a little bit of a lead, I just 
put it on cruise control and kept a look- 
out for lappers," Antunez said. "Once I 
get going at a comfortable pace, I like to 
keep that pace." 

Heavy lapped traffic did hamper 
Antunez's progress late in the race, 
however, which let some of the riders 
get close to him. Buehl ended up taking 
second, followed by Stephenson, Rand 
and Jones. 

Everyone (except, of course, Willoh) 
was back at it again for Saturday night's 
racing, and Antunez once again started 
things off with another holeshot in the 
125cc main, thus avoiding a small first- 
turn pileup. 

. Hanging on to Antunez out of the 
first tarn were Rand, Buehl, Hofmaster, 
Stephenson and Smail. Antunez, how- 
ever, was once again on top of his game, 
and he maintained the lead position eas- 
ily, letting the rest of the field race for 
the scraps. 

Following some more position 
changes, Rand, Buehl, Hofmaster, 
Stephenson and DeHaan raced together 
in a tight cluster, followed by Smail, 
Chester and Jeff Northrop. Pretty soon, 
everyone was running together and 
positions were changing left and right. 

“I had been running third, but I 
made a little mistake and Tommy (Hof- 
master) got by me," Buehl said. 

After passing Buehl, Hofmaster came 
alive and closed in on second-placed 
Rand, while Buehl stayed close to Hof- 
master. 

Hofmaster was knocking on Rand's 
back door for a couple of laps. Then he 
made his move, cutting underneath 
Rand around a big sweeper. Rand 
fought back, and the two riders battled 
side by side. Little did they know, how- 
ever, that Buehl was stalking them. Sud- 
denly, Buehl was in second. 

“I had a great battle with those guys 
(Rand and Hofmaster)," Buehl said. 
“When they made a little mistake, I 
ended up getting by them both in one 
shot, so that was great." 

Meanwhile, Stephenson and Smail 
were also close enough to take advan- 
tage of the situation, with Stephenson 
darting into third behind Buehl, and 
Smail bolting into fifth behind Rand. 

At the checkered flag, it was Antunez 
notching up his third win, followed by 
Buehl, Stephenson, Rand and Smail. 

"I'd like to give.credit for my wins to 
Danny ‘Magoo’ Chandler," Antunez 
said, “his International Riders Helping 
People programs, and all the kids at the 
U.C. Davis Medical Center for letting us 
visit. We spent some time with some 
kids there, handing out stuffed animals 
and other goodies. I think that was good 
motivation." 

After a heroic win in the Jump-Off 
contest, Jones was fired up, and he rock- 
eted off the gate in first in the 250cc 
main. Antunez, however, quickly pulled 
in besides Jones, and they went at it bar 
to bar, with Rand, Smail, Stephenson 
and Buehl in tow. Antunez took control 
of the lead, but Jones held tough in sec- 
ond. Jones kept the pressure on Antunez 
and nearly pulled off a pass. 

Behind the leaders, Hofmaster and 
DeHaan were trading paint, while Davis 
diced his way through the backmarkers. 
Elsewhere, Buehl bobbled and fell, 
which gave Hofmaster and DeHaan the 
opportunity to get by him. 

Buehl, however, recovered quickly 
enough to stay right up with the lead 
pack. He held sixth by midrace. 

While Antunez roosted away out front, 
Jones, Rand and Smail waged war over 





second through fourth. It was a wild race. 
At one point, Jones got out of shape in the 
whoops and got tangled up in some ban- 
ners. Smail ended up riding around both 
Rand and Jones and settled into the sec- 
ond-place position. Jones got going again 
in sixth place, right behind Stephenson. 

DeHaan was then shaken up in a 
spill and decided to call it a night. 

Antunez, meanwhile, went on to 
record his fourth win of the night. 

“I wish the fans could feel what I’m 
feeling right now," Antunez said. "It's 
incredible, great sweetness. With 
Arenacross, you never know what can 
happen." 

Smail crossed the finish line in sec- 
ond for his best-ever Arenacross result. 

“It took me three main events to get 
the groove here," Smail said. "Last night 
I got knocked back a bit when they start- 
ed banging bars, and I made a few mis- 
takes. But tonight I said, "That's not 
gonna happen.' And so this time, I real- 
ly used my head and tried not to make 
any mistakes." 

Rand filled out the podium in third, 
followed by Stephenson, Buehl and 
Jones. см

motocross season, and only two riders 
in the 22-year history of the event have 
gone on to win a World title after win- 
ning the opening round. 

Stefan Everts certainly has nothing 
to celebrate. For the first time in nearly 
20 years, no reigning World Champi- 








ons started at Beaucaire. Last year's 
Beaucaire winner, 500cc champ Joel 
Smets, was present, but he could not 
ride. 

"Although my arm was plated 
after I broke it at the German champi- 
onship race last September, the bone 
never healed," said Smets. "It had 
been hurting whilst I was in Australia 
for the ISDE, but the problem was 
only discovered at the start of the 
year. 1 have been in plaster for six 
weeks and cannot ride until mid- 
March." 

"This must be the only place in 
Europe where there's a water short- 
age," remarked industry man Dave 
Nicoll as he peered through the bil- 
lowing clouds of dust which killed off 
any hopes of good, close racing. 

But one man could smile after the 
first moto: Pit Beirer. 

“I think out in front was definitely 
the best place (to be) today," said Beir- 
er. ^I gated third, but I was almost gift- 
ed the lead. Puzar was finding the big 
Yamaha a bit of a handful in the cor- 
ners, and Belometti was making mis- 
takes everywhere. He was obviously so 
nervous after taking the holeshot. It 
was no surprise to me that Vuillemin 
was fast. The rest of us have not been 
racing for many months, and he 
already has race speed from riding 
U.S. supercross. If he had come onto 
my rear wheel, І would have let him 
past, but I was able to maintain the 
same pace as him for the win." 

The race was just another practice 
session for Everts, as he circulated half 
а lap down. 

“I got a good start, with just 
Belometti and Puzar ahead of me, but 
another rider came across the track 
from the inside as we entered turn 
two, we touched, and I was pushed 
into the fence," said Everts. "It took 





me a long time to restart the motor, 
but I was happy not to be in the pack. 
Most of all, I am just glad not to have 
got hurt." 

It was Peter Johansson, debuting 
the four-stroke KTM, who had made 
contact with the Belgian. 

"Stefan hooked up in my rear 
wheel and I lost a couple of places," 
said Johansson. “But the whole team 
can now breathe a sigh of relief, 
because we know we can get out of the 
gate with the other four-strokes." 

Puzar crashed downfield at half- 
distance. 

The most impressive ride came 
from Yves Demaria, who was 13th on 
lap one; by the finish he was sixth; 
behind Johansson. 

Race two was run in similar condi- 
tions, but this time it was Beirer's turn 
to chase while Vuillemin absconded 
with the holeshot and ran away with 
the race. Within three laps, Beirer was 
second, but Vuillemin already had a 
big lead. 

This time it was Johansson's turn to 
crash at the top of the start straight. 

"Somebody clipped the track-mark- 
er tires on the inside and bounced off 
into me," said Johansson. 

Everts took a no-risk third with a 
late pass on teammate Bolley as 
Demaria again put in the most impres- 
sive ride of the race. He was 18th on 
lap one; he had hustled and bustled to 
ninth by the finish, passing teammate 
Bernd Eckenbach on the last lap. ; 

If anyone still needed evidence of 
the importance of a good start in the 
dusty conditions, it was provided by 
Belometti. Third in race one, the Ital- 
ian started 23rd and finished 22nd in 
race two. 

The third-race start was the vital 
factor in deciding the overall. 
Vuillemin was third on lap one, with 
Beirer seventh. Both advanced, but the 
gap between them was too great to 
give Beirer a chance of the overall, 
even when he advanced to third 
behind Demaria and Vuillemin. 

The German settled for second 
overall, and it was no longer a ques- 
tion of who would win on the day, but 
who would win the race. With the 
two-lap board awaiting them, 
Vuillemin nipped past Demaria in a 
turn, but the Husky's power saw 
Demaria back in front by the top of 
the long uphill finish straight. 

The two Frenchmen passed and 
repassed each other in the remaining 
laps before Demaria eventually came 
home to a popular win, which thus 
clinched third overall. 
^ Everts moved forward in Beirer's 
wake until he swapped on a downhill 
and slithered into the wooden fence at 
the bottom, damaging ligaments in his 
lower right leg. см

original Valentine's Day date to the fol- 
lowing weekend, and Cycle Gear KTM- 
mounted Hans Neff didn't seem to 
тіла the delay; after all, it gave his 
injured knee another week to heal. And 
it seemed to help. 

In his first ride since suffering a sea- 
son-ending injury last year, Neff battled 
Pete Tanner and came out on top by just 
25 seconds to grab the first NETRA 
Enduro Series win of the year. 

In freezing and snowy conditions, 
the ride began with a 3.5-mile road sec- 
tion that led to the first check into the 
“railroad” section. The trails up to that 
point were very hard, very frozen and 
very slick. It didn’t take long for riders 
to realize that a disciplined throttle hand 
was the key to staying upright. 

The first section consisted of a nice 
variety of tight and fast trail sections 
with a few large, iced-over puddles to 
keep the adrenaline flowing. Neff, Tan- 
ner, Jason Cayer, Rick Claxton, Neil 
Dennett and Dave Kelley set the pace, 
dropping only one point each in the 
roughly 4-mile section. Several twos and 
threes were dropped by the rest of the A 
and B riders, while fives were typical C- 
rider scores. 

The next section was extremely short 
- roughly one mile - but it was still 
enough to take emergency points from 
everyone. Neff sneaked in under the 
wire, besting the field with a 0:59 score, 
while Honda-mounted Mike Nash 
(1:15), Tanner (1:20), Raffi Peterson 
(1:20) and James Kelly (1:25) scrambled 
in behind Neff. 

A long reset allowed for plenty of 
rest before a very enjoyable 9-mile sec- 
tion that took only a point from most of 
the faster riders, while others dropped 
two or three points. After just over 26 
miles, Neff had a one-point cushion 
over Tanner, Cayer and Claxton at the 
gas stop. The first half consisted of 
rather easy trails, but the slick condi- 
tions kept the riders’ senses alert. Pro- 
vided one kept the rubber side down 
more often than not, the 28-minute reset 
was more than enough to gas up, warm 
up and get back out to the known con- 
trol on one’s original minute. 

Another short, swift section was 
enough to get the body back up to oper- 
ating temperature but not enough to 
take points from the top riders. Neff, 
Tanner, Claxton and Cayer ai: posted 
zeroes on their way into the rocky 
“Black and Blue” section. 

A minute reset and a road crossing 
led to the day’s longest and roughest 
section. A nice variety of rocks, roots 
and other technical trails, combined 
with a little bit of mud, was enough to 
take a handful of points from everyone. 
The rising temperatures began to break 
through the freezing mark, but not 
enough to thaw everything out. The trail 
conditions were rather deceptive, with a 
little bit of loose dirt sitting on top of a 
frozen core. 

Again, Neff set the pace with a 3:30, 
followed by Tanner's 3:34. Husaberg- 
mounted Jim Burns and longtime 
Husky rider Kemp Stewart were the 
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NETRA Enduro Series, Round 1 
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only riders who came close, with 4:17 
and 4:30, respectively. 

A bit of tar gave some time to recover 
from the pounding, and a short blast 
over a power-line section added more 
fun. A couple of rock-strewn hills pro- 
vided great vantage points for the spec- 
tators but weren't too much trouble for 
the riders to navigate. This 3-mile sec- 
tion was not enough to take points from 
most A and B riders, while the C riders 
got nabbed for a point or two. 

Breezing into the next section gave 
the initial impression that one was just 
riding a quick, untimed connector. Rid- 
ers who weren't paying attention might 
pick up an extra point on the 2-mile 
trail. 

The last section of timed trail proved 
to be a bit grueling, but a quick glance at 
a route sheet before heading in told the 
riders there was only one mile of trail 
before the end. It's a good thing it was 
only a mile, because it was by far the 
toughest mile of the day. Neff, Tanner 
and Stewart managed to get through on 
time, but the rest of the pack got caught 
for one or more minutes. 

After roughly 60 ground miles, Neff 
managed to come in less than half a 
minute ahead of Tanner, but his 0:59 at 
the first emergency check gave him the 
full-point margin of victory, with a score 
of six. 

In only his second ride since his knee 


injury, Neff put in a relatively flawless 
ride for his second career NETRA over- 
all victory. i 

“I can't believe that I took the over- 


all,” Neff said. “I just wanted to ride for 
fun today, and 1 did that, too.” 
Tanner matched his best career ride 
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as well, taking second overall and first 
AA with a seven-point card. Stewart 
and Claxton matched scores with 10 
apiece, with Stewart coming out on top 
on tie breakers. The A High Point tro- 
phy went home with Jim Burns, who 
dropped 12.

27-28 
awasaki Team Green's Brett Racine

7 
hen race leader Dennis Decker 
Ws his bike in a rut less than 
200 feet from the finish, Cris 
Crispin was right there to take over the 
lead and grab his first NETRA Hare 
Scrambles win. 

Clarkie's Wild Ride in February used 
to mean subzero temperatures with 
snow or freezing rain, but warmer-than- 
usual conditions over the past few years 
has meant a larger-than-usual turnout of 
riders. 

Twelve AA riders lined up on the 
front row for the start of this year's race, 
many of them having just been promot- 
ed to the class, including Chris Panzella, 
Jess Berthiaume, Dennis Decker and D.J. 
Lis. There were also some familiar faces: 
Ken Law, Cris Crispin and Brian Law- 
son, to name a few. 

When the flag was dropped, Brian 
Lawson took the early lead, followed 
closely by Brian O'Neil, Panzella and 
Pete Tanner. Panzella, however, soon 
ran into problems when his rear brake 
locked up. 

"]t must've been my master cylin- 
der," he said. "The brakes were com- 
pletely locked up. Luckily, it happened 
not far from where a friend of mine was 
standing with a tool bag, and I just cut 
the brake line. I must've dropped to 
30th place by the time I got going 
again." 

Panzella, however, only made it 
three laps (out of six) when he flew off 
the track and crashed into some trees. 

"There was no bodily injury, so I fig- 
ured I'd better call it quits before I did 
do some damage," Panzella said. 

Lawson, on the other-hand, had it 
wide open and came around the first lap 
still in the lead with about 20 seconds 
over Dennis Decker, who was last off 
the starting line. ; 

“I had to kick my bike over twice on 
the line,” Decker said. “But through the, 
second turn, I went wide on the outside 
and passed just about everyone. I was 
fourth and got two more riders at the 
pit. I actually thought I had the lead till I 
went through the (scoring) barrels and 
saw number six on the other side of the 
track out in front of me." 

Coming around in third place was 
Jason Cayer, who was down another 20 
seconds, followed by Berthiaume. 

By the end of the second lap, Lawson 
ran into trouble in the form of large ruts. 
Decker took advantage of Lawson's mis- 
fortune and took over the lead, putting 
another 25 seconds on second place, 
which was now being held by Cayer. 
Lawson was down another five seconds 
in third place, followed closely by 
Berthiaume. 

Cayer closed the gap on Decker, and 
by the halfway point Decker's lead was 
down to only 20 seconds. Berthiaume 
soon took over third place, but Lawson 
wasn't about to give up. He passed 








Berthiaume again just outside the pits. 
Seemingly from out of nowhere, Crispin 
had sneaked up and put his bike into 
fifth place, and he soon had control of 
third place. 

Lawson, Berthiaume and Crispin all 
disappeared into the woods together, 
with Lawson leading the way. Lawson, 
however, hit a rut and went down just 
before the first water crossing, allowing 
both Crispin and Berthiaume to get by 
him. 

"Crispin was flying around the 
course," Berthiaume said. “Не was defi- 
nitely the fastest rider on the course. I 
just hung with him and rode at his pace. 
We came sailing into the water hole, and 
I just hit some rocks and my bike came 
right out from under me. I was fully 
submerged in the water. I went com- 
pletely under. My head was frozen for 
the rest of the race." 

The incident set Berthiaume back to 
fourth place, with Cayer running 15 sec- 
onds ahead in third. Crispin was now in 
second place, just 30 seconds behind 
Decker. The four riders held their posi- 
tions for the entire fifth lap and most of 
the sixth - and final - lap. 

And then Decker hit the deck. 

“I got tangled up with a lapper not 
200 feet from the barrels and slammed 
right into a rut," Decker explained. "I 
went down and Crispin was right there 
to take over the lead. I was just getting 
tired on the last lap and making mis- 
takes, taking lines and hitting ruts that I 
would have normally avoided." 

Decker managed to salvage second 
overall, finishing 25 seconds down on 
Crispin. 

Cayer also ran into trouble on the 
final Іар. 

“I pulled out to pass a lapper on the 
outside," he said. "I had the pass and 
was out in front when I looked up, only 
to see a large branch. It slammed into 
my head and knocked me right off my 
bike. Berthiaume was right there and 
took the opportunity." 

Berthiaume finished third overall, 
with Cayer taking fourth. Rounding out 
the top five was Expert 250cc rider Ben 
Asaff. Robert Simeon took sixth overall 
and Expert High Point honors. 

In the Amateur class, 125cc rider 
Mark Griffin took the overall win. ЄМ

МЕ: Spratt topped the Modern 











Classic Intermediate class at a 

tough AHRMA. Western Regional 
Trials Series round at Prairie City SVRA. 
Spratt took a mere 27 points worth of 
dabs at the Starman Motosports-pro- 
moted trials competition. 

Trial master Mike Fenner laid out a 
fun loop that utilized a portion of the 
famous Prairie City Grand Prix track to 
connect the six competition sections. 
The terrain in this area of the OHV con- 
sists of rocks - mostly of the smooth, 
round, bowling-ball type. Fortunately, 
they are for the most part firmly 
anchored, and with only a minimum of 
mud and no rain, the sections were very 
ridable on each of the various lines. Fen- 
ner included a few rocky hills for the 
riders to climb and descend, and a large 
downed tree provided an interesting 
introduction to the trial in section num- 
ber one. Spectators loved section four, 
where riders faced the challenge of a 
steep descent into a left turn in a shal- 
low pond, followed by a short climb up 
a clay-capped right-hander. 

Aggressive riding was often reward- 
ed, although fives were also extracted 
from many who revved up. Overall, the 
riders rated it as a fairly difficult vintage 
trial, and no one got away without 





putting their foot down - some a dozen 
times. 

Spratt started his trial with an 11- 
point first loop, but Bill Row matched 
that to tie for first; Ted Harvey trailed 
with a 13-point loop. Spratt carved 
points off his first-loop score with a bril- 
liant five-point second loop. Row 
slipped a little with a second-loop 14 but 
came back strong with only three dabs 
on the third loop to close in on Spratt 
with a total of 28 points. Spratt's loop 
remained consistent and he carded a six 
to stay in first with 22 points. 

The tide shifted in Spratt's favor on 
the fourth loop, when Spratt carded a 
three, vs. an 11-point circuit for Row. 
Spratt put the win in his pocket on the 
final loop with his best round yet, tail- 
ing only two dabs. Row tightened it up 
with a fine loop of four points, but in the 
final tally it was Pratt's 27 points taking 
the win over Row's 43-point total. Third 
place went to Harvey with 64. 

The Modern Classic Expert-class 
winner was Robert Williams Jr., whose 
ride improved each loop on the tough 
one-line, with a best-loop score of six on 
the fourth circuit. On the final loop, 
Williams tallied a total of 48 points for 
the trial. 

The Modern Classic Novice division 
boasted plenty of competition, with a 
dozen riders vying for the win. Ken Ger- 
ard came out swinging with a six-point 
first loop, trailed closely by Terry Breit- 
maier, Craig Hanson, Michael Panzica, 
Mark Townsend and Mike Szura. Breit- 
maier glued his feet to the pegs for a 
four-point second loop, taking the lead 
with an interim total of 11. Hanson 
moved into second with 13 points, fol- 
lowed by Panzica with 15. Gerard was 
fourth with a 19, and Dennis Rose 
moved into fifth with a 23. 

Breitmaier stayed in control on lap 
three, but Hanson, Panzica, Gerard, 
Szura and Rose all stayed close. Loop 
four saw Breitmaier still in front with 22 
points, followed by Hanson and Panzi- 
ca, who were tied with 26 points apiece. 
Breitmaier let it slip away - literally - on 
the final loop, racking up a disastrous 10 
points to total 32 points for an eventual 
third-place finish. This left Hanson and 
Panzica to vie for first. The leaders kept 
it close as they maintained low scores all 
the way to the end, with Hanson taking 
the win by only a single point. Gerard's 
final loop was his finest loop, as he com- 
mitted only a single dab to finish fourth 
with 39. Finishing fifth was Ed Grant, 
who had improved with each loop. 

In the Premier Heavyweight division, 
it was a close trial between Gary Davis 
and Dick Mann. The third loop made the 
difference, as Davis had a perfect lap, 
posting one of the few zeroes of the day 
and a low five-point tally. Mann, with 
seven points, could not match the feat, 
but he rode skillfully nonetheless, drop- 
ping only two points on each of his last 
two laps. Davis stayed steady and card- 
ed threes for the final loops, edging out 
Mann for the win. см

Clark super at 
Elk Lake ice race

Chad Clark topped the Open C class during the 
final round of the DRTA winter ice racing series, 
held on Elk Lake and hosted by the Ridgehood 
Bay Resort. 

The fun started during the Open C heat race, 
in which CR500-mounted Scott Williams per- 
formed a last-lap pass to steal the win from 
Doug Deering. Clark had the best seat in the 
house, finishing a close third. In the main event, 
Clark turned the tables by pulling the holeshot 
and leading the first lap, but he was soon dis- 
patched by Deering on lap two.

When we later went into turn three, I got so 
close to the outside of Doug (Deering), I could 
see his fender right next to me, and I think he 
thought I was going to blow the corner, so he 
went back. As soon as I hit third gear, I just 
dropped right in and it worked perfect.” 

Deering held on to second over Williams, 
and Dave Peterson finished fourth. 

Jeff Berg enjoyed another successful after- 
noon of racing, topping the Open B and Over 
30 classes for the second week in a row.‘A sur- 
prise performance came from Joe Tromberg 
aboard his highly modified Yamaha XT600. 
While at a definite weight disadvantage to 
Berg's KX500, Tromberg nevertheless passed 
early Over 30 leader Jeff Milbrandt and Berg 
during heat-race action. Berg, however, 
Tegained the lead when Tromberg had trouble 
shifting his machine. 

The main event saw Jerry Lindvall out front 
for the first lap. Then Berg moved into the lead 
with a turn-two inside pass. Tromberg started 
fourth and mounted a midrace charge, moving 
past Dan Zitur and Lindvall. Although he began 
to reel in the fleeting Berg, Tromberg ran out of 
laps and had to settle for second. Lindvall, Mark 
Deal and Zitur rounded out the top five. 

The early going of the Open B final saw 
holeshot ace John Larsen out front aboard his 
600cc four-stroke CCM.

Mosier Valley's GNC National warmup and 
points series race was witness to some of the 
Southwest's hottest minibike action, on the 
redesigned Mosier Valley track.

Lance Hollister and Jerrod Burnap treated 
spectators to some of the hottest action of the 
day in the Mini Bike Junior (7-11) class. In moto 
one, Burnap's Kawasaki got the jump on Hollis- 
ter's Team Green machine and the two were lit- 
erally off to the races. Hollister added extra heat 
to Burnap's rear tire as the two flew around the 
first lap. On lap two, Hollister pulled out some 
extra grit to get around Burnap and gained a 
bike length each lap all the way to the checkers.

Smith and Marcus Wadley were jockeying for 
third. Wennerstrom's Suzuki passed Smith's 
Kawasaki midway through, with Wadley 
putting forth a hard ride to finish in fifth.

Graves buries the competition 
at Willow Road Race

Chuck Graves continued to dominate the Toyota 
Gold Cup Formula One class at Willow Springs 
International Raceway as he captured his second 
straight Formula One race victory in convincing 
style at the second round of Willow Springs 
Motorcycle Club action. Graves rocketed off the 
line on his Michelin-shod Yamaha R1, followed 
by Curtis Adams and Mark Miller. 

Going through turn two, Miller got past 
Adams, setting up a racelong match between 
these two riders. 

The next five laps saw Graves set a blazingly 
fast pace with near-record track times, while 
Miller and Adams were consistently within a 
bike’s length of each other. On lap five of the 12- 
lap event, Adams drafted and passed Miller 
down the back straight. Miller, however, wasted 
no time in retaking second on the outside of turn 
eight. Two laps later, Adams used the same 
strategy by drafting Miller in the back straight 
and powering past him. 

As the final lap got under way, Adams and 
Miller were side by side down the front straight. 
In turn two, Miller powered around the outside 
of Adams to edge into second, but Adams sat on 
Miller’s rear tire until turn six, when he pulled 
up alongside. The two racers continued to run 
handlebar to handlebar for nearly a third of the 
race track, neither willing to give an inch. 

Adams blinked first and backed off slightly 
to enter the tight turn nine. Going to the check- 
ered flag, the racers again pulled alongside each 
other and opened the throttle. Just shy of the 
line, Miller had a slight horsepower advantage 
and managed to barely edge out Adams to take 
second, Graves easily took the win with a nine- 
second gap between himself and Miller. 

In the 750cc Superbike race; Jeff Hagan 
grabbed the holeshot off the line, followed by 
Richard Headley and Vincent Haskovec. At the 
end of lap one, Headley powered around Hagan 
on the inside of turn nine. Though Hagan retook 
the lead by the end of the front straight, Headley 
edged him out again near the end of the next 
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lap. At the same time, both leaders were being 
paced and were then caught by a charging 
Haskovec, who went from third into first as the 
racers exited turn one to start the third lap of the 
six-lap event. 

While Haskovec opened up a gap on the rest 
of the pack, Headley and Hagan continued to 
battle for second, exchanging places many times. 
Headley seemed to have a slight horsepower 
advantage in the faster sections of the race track, 
and at the line, it was Haskovec with the win, 
followed by Headley in second and Hagan in 
third.

Fourth 
overall came down to a hard-fought battle 
between Brian Starnes and Cody Drewek. 
Drewek claimed fourth in moto one after getting 
around Starnes on lap two, almost overtaking 
third-placed Kurosky. However, Starnes shot off 
the gate and held fourth to the checkers in moto 
two, ahead of Drewek. 

Marshall Smith won the 60cc (7-9) event 
when he grabbed the holeshot in both motos 
and held the lead by covering the inside lines. 

In moto one of the Over 40 event, Craig 
Cordes won, but he had to work hard for the 
overall win in moto two when Jeff Haney and 
Lester Knight stepped up their performances. 
Knight took the early lead on laps one and two. 
Both Cordes and Haney passed Knight on lap 
three, and a battle ensued for first place, with 
Cordes grabbing the checkered flag by guarding 
his lines and blocking Haney’s attempts at pass- 
ing on laps three and four. 

Brandon Seidler had the winning edge in the 
60cc (10-11) class. Seidler fought his way to dual 
moto wins by fending off Taylor Knight, who 
pursued Seidler in both motos. However, in moto 
two, Matthew Cornelia jumped out to an early 
lead and Seidler shadowed Cornelia's trail until 
lap three, when Seidler passed Cornelia at the 
triple before the finish line and squeaked across 
the line half a bike length in front of Cornelia. 

The hottest race of the day was moto one of 
the 125cc Open class, which started with Geoff 
Mayfield and Scott Hershman battling for the 
lead. Mayfield ran three laps with Hershman 
breathing down his back. The lead then contin- 
ued to switch several times while the two 
increased their distance from the rest of the 
field. Hershman flew over the top of Mayfield in 
the infield triple and then Mayfield regained the 
lead, leading back to the Supercross turn before 
the new giant tabletop. Hershman grabbed the 
lead and made it stick. 

A hard but brief shower before moto two 
changed track conditions, and Hershman 
jumped out ‘into the lead with a slingshot-style 
holeshot. He continued to increase his lead to 30 
seconds by the end of the race.

Hoenshell wins 
TCCRA opener

The 1999 Texas Cross Country Racing Associa- 
tion season opener was held at Pecan Flats, 
located near Bridgeport, Texas. The track layout 
was fast and conditions were great. Last year’s 
Pro-class state champion, Team Green's Clay 
Hoenshell, led the Pro class, which saw 20 riders 
line up on the starting line, all gunning for a 
piece of the $1200 purse. Normally the purse 
money is $800, but race promoter Scott Stidd 
convinced outside sponsors to kick in some 
more money to make the Pro race a little more 
interesting. 

Hoenshell nailed another holeshot and led 
the class around the first turn, where bar-to-bar 
action saw a few Pro riders hit the dirt. Runner- 
up honors went to Australian newcomer Pete 
Rettke, and third went to Dean Lane. Rounding 
out the top five were Donnie McMillon and 
David Culpepper. 

The Expert-class overall went to Danny 
Oznick, who graduated from the Mini Expert 
class just a year ago. Oznick made the switch 
from a CR80 to a KX50 and convincingly won the 
250cc Expert class. Oznick started the race in 
third place and quickly passed Nathan Eads and 
Jeremy Cox to move into first. By the time 
Oznick took the checkered flag, he had stretched 
out a three-minute lead over second-place finish- 
er Eads. Finish times indicated Oznick would 
have placed seventh in the Semi-Pro class. In the 
Semi-Pro class, top honors went to Brent Shaw, 
who came from fifth place on lap two all the way 
to the front to score his first victory in this class. 

The Amateur overall went to Jimmy Terry, 
who won the 250cc Amateur class aboard a 
YZ250. Alan McJunkins scored the first win of 
his racing career in the Four-Stroke Intermediate 
class. McJunkins took the lead from the start and 
was never challenged on his way to victory. 

Last year's Women's Expert state champion, 
Shannon McKamy, successfully defended her 
title by winning her race by a sizable margin. 
The Women's Expert class included a newcomer 
from California, Christine Ogren, who entered 
the race aboard a YZ400. McKamy took the 
holeshot. Ogren went down, taking Tracy Kisor 
down with her. Both riders remounted and 
Ogren found her way to second place by the end 
of the first lap, but by this time McKamy was 
already out of sight. Kisor worked her way up 
through the pack and took over second place on 
the final lap and held it to the checkered flag.

Quale flies at OTHG MX

Midcities Kawasaki /Honda-backed Duane 
Quale combined good riding and a little help 
from the competition to top the Over The Hill 
Gang's Intermediate class, Southern California's 
finest Vets assembled at the tight, technical, off- 
camber REM track to mix it up at round two of 
the young OTHG 1999 season. 

Rocky Hash used his many years of experi- 
ence to nail the holeshot. The likes of Michael 
Marrin, Eric Barr and Quale were in pursuit. 
Hash slowed no mercy to the competition, shar- 
ing none of his sacred lines as he rocketed away 
from the field with a comfortable lead to the 
checkers. The hot action on the track was the 
battle for second between Barr, Marrin and 
Quale. In an effort to pass Marrin for third, 
Quale found himself off the track, but he was 
able to return without losing a position. Marrin 
began to pressure Barr for second. The two 
entered tlie tricky off-camber uphill side by 
side, with Marrin passing for the runner-up 
position. Meanwhile, Quale had worked his 
way up to the rear wheel of Barr and was look- 
ing to pass. The trio now engaged in a dogfight 
for second. Barr launched his machine down the 
steep hill past Marrin to reclaim second. With 
the laps winding down, Tom Wadovich 
charged hard from out of nowhere and 
appeared to be turning the fastest lap times. 
Wadovich made quick work of Marrin to claim 
fourth and then passed Quale to take over third. 
With one lap to go, Wadovich was all over Barr 
for second. 

As the two riders screamed downhill, Barr 
went left to avoid a rider who had gone down in 
the middle of the track; Wadovich seized his 
opportunity, blitzing to the inside and securing 















second at the checkers, with Barr hanging on for 
third. 

Moto two saw some new faces up front, with 
Walt Bennett taking his turn at the helm; Quale, 
Kevin Tait, Rick Tatlow and Hash were all in 
tow. The riders rounded the track in a tight sin- 
gle-file line. Bennett managed to build up a 
slight cushion, but it would all be for naught as 
lie got tangled with a lapper and went down, 
allowing Quale to take the lead. Bennett was 
able to remount in second, with Tait and Tatlow 
holding down third and fourth. A slow-starting 
Hash could not find his first-moto speed and 
finished sixth. With one lap to go, lappers 
became a problem for Quale, allowing Bennett 
to close in, as he was desperately searching for a 
way past. Quale began to ride a very wide track 
and thwarted Bennett's relentless pressure to 
hang on for the victory: Quale's 4-1 would be 
good enough for the overall, while Hash 
received a gift, going 2-6 for second, with Barr's 
3-5 locking in third overall.

Reed rushes to triple wins at

Chase Reed of Oklahoma captured triple wins at 
Mosier Valley in the 125cc Intermediate, 125cc 
Open Amateur and 250cc Open Amateur class- 
es.

The American Historic Racing Motorcycle Asso- 
ciation got its 1999 season under way with a tri- 
als/motocross doubleheader known as "Dual in 
the Desert," held at Speedworld Motorplex, just 
west of Phoenix. Saturday featured round one of 
the Speed and Sport National Trials Series, in 
which Alfredo Rodil nabbed a victory in the 
Modern Classic Intermediate class, winning on a 
tie breaker over Ryan Dickson. Sunday's Speed 
and Sport*National Motocross Series saw 255 
entries from across the country, but it was Don 
Adams who pulled off the triple victory, top- 
ping the 125cc, 250cc and Over 30 Expert divi- 
sions. 

Southwest Montesa's Jared Bates was the 
acting trial master at Speedworld, and he laid 
out eight sections in and on the banks of a giant 
sand wash running through the property. As 
was the case last year, rain on Friday watered 
the loose-sand climbs and off-cambers, making 
them a bit easier on race day than when the sec- 
tions were designed. Because of this, the scores 
were low and the competition tight. 

Rodil and Dickson finished the day with one 
point each in Modern Classic Intermediate com- 
petition. Per AHRMA rules, when there is an 
absolute tie, the win goes to the oldest rider; in 
this case, Rodil's 43 years did the trick over 39- 











year-old Dickson. Mike Rieser rode his Yamaha 
Ко іга with two points. 

Three of the day's class winners finished 
with clean cards. Steve Martin had zero points 
in the Premier Heavyweight Novice class, with 
Bruce Stevens doing the same in the Premier 
Lightweight Novice class. Robert Kirk had the 
other perfect ride for the day, topping the 17- 
rider Modern Classic Novice class. Second went 
to Kevin Kelley, with one point. 

Adams won five of six motos against some 
very tough competition en route to the triple 
class overall victories. His only loss came in the 
opening race of the 125cc Expert class, in which 
Mike Halpin took the win. Halpin also finished 
second, behind Morrill Griffith, in Over 40 
Expert, and he took the overall win in 500cc 
Expert. 

David Dean was one of the day's double 
class winners. In Classic 500cc Novice, Dean 
rode a BSA B44 to the win ahead of Kay Mann, 
Ike Winchell and the Greeves Challenger of Coy 
McKibben. Dean put in another 1-1 performance 
in the Over. 60 Novice class. Ralph Porzelt 
debuted his pre-unit Rickman Triumph 650 with 
a runner-up finish.

Larsson lights up 
REM Glen Helen MX

Lars Larsson came out to Racing Enterprises 
Motorsports' weekly Glen Helen Saturday 
Motocross, where he claimed the overall victory 
in the very competitive Over 50 Masters divi- 
sion. 

With nearly a dozen riders on the line for the 
start of the first moto, it was Jody Weisel leading 
the charge as he snagged the holeshot. Behind 
Weisel, Larsson put his KTM SX250 into second, 
while Ray Pisarski ran third on his Kawasaki 
thumper. Next came Horst Leitner in fourth, 
and Tommy Pearl rounded out the top five as 
the pack came through the scoring section on 
lap one. 

Larsson immediately set about pestering 
Weisel and looked to make the pass for the lead. 
Pisarski held third comfortably about two sec- 
onds back from the battle at the front. For three 
laps, Weisel conducted a clinic on the finer 
points of riding wide, as Larsson was unable to 
make any of his pass attempts stick. Finally, just 
before the halfway mark of the moto, Larsson 
found a way around Weisel's YZ and took over 
the lead. х 

Larsson was wasting no time, and by the 
time the racers had completed the next lap, he 
held a three-second advantage. Weisel made a 
mistake late in the moto and dropped back to 
the fifth position, allowing Pisarski to move up 
to second and Leitner to move into third. 

Out front, Larsson was having an easy time 
of it, as his lead was five seconds when the two- 
lap signal was given. Weisel was charging back 
into contention after his miscue, and when the 
white flag came out, he was in the fourth spot 
and looking for a way around Leitner in third. 
At the checkers, it was Larsson taking the moto 
win. Pisarski rode in for second, while Leitner 
held on for third place. 

At the start of moto two, it was the KTM of 
Larsson out front with the holeshot, but Weisel 
had a better line through turn two and he took 
over the lead. Alan Olson, who was involved in 
a first-turn pileup in moto one, ran a strong 
third, while Leitner held fourth. Bengt Johans- 
son filled out the top five as the racers came out 
of the back section for the first time. 

Olson was the rider on the move and he 
passed both Weisel and Larsson on the second 
lap and took over the lead. On the third lap, 
Larsson bobbled in the canyon section and 
dropped back to fourth. Weisel moved up to 
occupy the second position, but by this time the 
leader was long gone. Olson, a multi-time Vet 
World Champion, had opened up a 15-second 
lead by the time the moto reached the halfway 
mark. 

Larsson wasn't giving in and he charged 
back up to third and was soon right on Weisel's 
rear fender. For two laps the two racers argued 
over the second position, with Larsson finally 
getting the best of it, as he took over the spot 
with one lap to go. At the checkers, it was Olson 
taking an easy moto win. Larson was the run- 
ner-up, while Weisel finished up in third. 

On the day, the overall victory went to Lars- 
son by virtue of his 1-2 finishes. With a strong 
second moto, Olson earned the second spot with 
his 6-1 finishes, and Weisel came in third after 
posting a 4-3 tally:

Koester grand

Jaise Koester garnered the overall win in the 
250cc Beginner class at the fifth round of the 
Grand Canyon State Classic at Speedworld 
Motocross Park. More than 200 riders participat- 
ed in the event, which was promoted by Canyon 
MX and run by AMX, and which also attracted 
riders from the nearby states of New Mexico 
and Nevada. Koester tied in moto points with 
his rival Russell Hacker, with both getting a first 
and a fourth; Koester won the tie-breaking sec- 
ond moto to take the overall. 

In the first moto, 20 250cc Beginners roared 
off the line and it was Frank Chavez leading 
after the pack cleared the left-hand sweeper. 
Don Wiley was second, followed by Frank 
Dusamek and Don Larson. As the pack came 
back into view, the top four were still the same, 
with Hacker in fifth, followed by Koester and 
Jesse Erwin. 

The pack stayed tight after the first lap and 
Larson capitalized by passing Dusamek and 
Wiley at the left-hand sweeper. It almost looked 
like Larson would throw it away as he tried to 
outjump Chavez on the south side of the course, 
as the rear end kicked out. Larson saved it; as 
they reappeared from behind the trees, he was 
now leading Chavez. Hacker moved up to 
fourth and was showing a wheel to Wiley. 
Chavez had the inside line on Larson on the left- 
hand U-turn, but he could not muster enough 
drive to complete the pass. Then, at the same 
corner, Hacker got on the inside of Wiley and 
was able to make the pass before a series of 
jumps. As the riders came back into view from 
the whoop section, Hacker was second, right 
behind Larson. Koester was now up to fourth, as 
the early leaders were making mistakes. 

On the start of the third lap, Larson and 
Hacker had some breathing room over the next 
seven spots. Hacker tried to pass on the inside 
after the sweeper but the next corner set him up 
on the outside of Larson. Hacker jumped past 
Larson for the lead. Then Larson tried to repass 
on the inside, but Hacker was faster coming 
from the outside line. 

Chavez fell off the pace, and Koester and R. 
Collingwood were now running third and 
fourth. 

Hacker stumbled in the turn before the dou- 
ble-double section, but Larson could not make 
the pass, letting Hacker pull away on the white- 
flag lap to a five-second lead. Hacker took the 
win, with second going to Larson. Collingwood 
passed Koester in the final turn before the check- 
ered flag to take third. Erwin took fifth after 
going by Don Shinn on the last lap. 

Koester took the lead at the start of the sec- 
ond moto, followed by Shinn, Chavez and Jere- 
my Spear. Midway through the second lap, 
Shinn went by Koester and Hacker was moved 
up to fifth from a poor start. Spear moved past 
Chavez. Erwin went down when he lost control 
in the whoop section and landed on his tail 
bone. The downed rider was sore, but he was 
able to get up after about a minute. 

Koester was able to retake the lead when 
Shinn stumbled and ended up finishing ninth. 
Collingwood went past Hacker on the white-flag 
lap in the back section. The checkers came out for 
winner Koester, with Spear, Collingwood, Hack- 
er and Larson rounding out the top five.

As the pack entered lap two, Bess passed 
Costella and then Mike Alessi to take over sec- 
ond. 

One lap later, Bess blasted past Partridge for 
the lead in the same section of track where he 
had captured second a lap earlier. Once out in 
front, Bess pegged it as Partridge struggled to 
stay close. The top four riders broke.away from 
the rest of the field, and at the finish it was Bess 
leading Partridge, Mike Alessi and Costella for 
the win. 

Mike Alessi grabbed his second holeshot to 
start off the action in race two. Partridge, Jeff 
Alessi and Bess were glued to his rear fender. 
Halfway through the first lap, Mike Alessi 
dropped his bike at an off-camber turn, leaving 
Partridge and Bess to battle for the top spot. Bess 
finally cut inside Partridge in a sweeper to take 
Over first. 

The top two were cranking it way out in 
front, as Mike Alessi was climbing back up 
through the pack to claim third. Shane Bess took 
the checkers with a big lead and first 80cc Open 
over Kyle Partridge and Michael Parker. Mike 
Alessi finished in third but was first Supermini, 
ahead of his brother Jeff Alessi and Derek 
Costella. 

A full gate lined up to do battle in the com- 
bined 125cc race. Monte Montague roared into 
the first turn with the lead, with Jason Derschan 
right behind him. Kenny Brumley had his 
Yamaha in third until Cassidy Anderson mus- 
cled past him, only to go down a few turns later. 
Matt Hopkins picked off riders while climbing 
to second place. However, Montague was long 
gone with the lead and scorched the field to win 
by a large margin. Hopkins grabbed second, 
with Intermediate Joshua Bulloch coming across 
in third. 

It was Montague again in race two, as the 
local Pro was showing everyone else the fast 
way around the track. Brumley and Sean Geisen 
were trying to catch him. Anderson quickly 
moved past them both to grab second. Matt 
Hopkins was also on the move and came up to 
challenge Brumley for third. Montague kept a 
blazing pace to win his second race, ahead of 
Hopkins and Josh King. Anderson followed 
Montague across the finish line to earn first 
125cc Intermediate.

Boulware blasts 
REM Glen Helen MX

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, FEB. 27 

Dennis Boulware came out on top of the very 
contentious Over 40 Expert division after post- 
ing two hard-fought moto victories during Rac- 
ing Enterprises Motosports’ weekly Saturday 
Motocross, held at Glen Helen Raceway Park. 

With nearly a full gate of riders on the line 
for the start of the first moto, it was Boulware's 
booming YZ400 thumper leading the charge 
through the first turn. Behind Boulware, Mark 
Hall shoved his YZ250 into the second slot, 
while Ken Ehlers ran third. Gary Scott had his 
shrieking YZ125 in fourth, and Dan Stoner filled 
out the top five as the racers completed the first 
lap. 

The next lap saw Scott move up to third and 
Stoner up to fourth, as both riders displaced 
Ehlers. Out front, Boulware was scratching out a 
two-second lead on Hall, who was keeping him 
honest in second. Stoner was all over Scott for 
the third position, and for two laps the two rid- 
ers diced back and forth. 

Finally, just after the halfway mark of the 














moto, Stoner was able to move his Z Racing-* 
sponsored KTM into third. Not content with the 
third position, Stoner kept charging on, and 

soon he was right on the rear fender of Hall. 

Boulware was managing to stay clear of the skir- 

mish for second, as he opened up a four-second 

advantage on his competitors. 

Just as the white flag came out, Stoner 
sneaked his machine under Hall in the scoring 
section and took over the second spot. When the 
checkers came out, it was Boulware riding in for 
the win. Stoner was runner-up and Hall finished 
third. Ehlers made a last-lap pass to reclaim 
fourth, and Scott rounded out the top five. 

When the second moto got under way, it 
was once again Boulware out front, as he 
grabbed another holeshot. Ted Kukla ran sec- 
ond, while Hall got another good start and posi- 
tioned himself in third. Jeff Arzouman jockeyed 
his YZ250 into the fourth spot, and Stoner ran 
fifth as the pack came through the scoring sec 
tion for the first time. Boulware immediately 
opened up a four-second advantage for himself. 
Hall went around Kukla on the third lap and 
took over the second position. Stoner was the 
man on the move, as the KTM rider had passed 
both Arzouman and Kukla to take over the third 
slot before the midway mark of the moto. 

Boulware continued to ride mistake-free, 
and by the halfway mark he enjoyed asfive-sec- 
ond lead. Stoner pestered Hall for nearly the 
whole second half of the moto before he was 
able to push his way past with two laps to go 
and move up to the second slot. Just moments 
after moving into the second position and 
receiving the white flag, disaster struck for 
Stoner. 

The KTM pilot swapped hard off a new 
jump, pulled a gymnastic dismount from his 
machine and retired from the contest. Luckily, 
he was not seriously injured. When the check- 
ered flag flew at the end of the moto, it was 
Boulware taking another moto win to complete 
his perfect day. Hall rode in for second and 
Kukla came in third. Arzouman was fourth, 
while TM-mounted Pete Vetrano filled out the 
top five. 

On the day, the overall victory went to Boul- 
ware by virtue of his 1-1 finishes. Hall was next 
best after posting 3-2 scores, while Arzouman's 
6-4 tally was good for third. Kukla's 8-3 rides 
placed him fourth, and Vetrano's 7-5 finishes 
earned him fifth. CN

The saga at this year's Daytona 200 

belongs to our friends in orange and 
black and blue, Harley-Davidson and 
the man they hired to win the most 
prestigious race in America, Scott "Mr. 
Daytona" Russell. 

The Georgian came to Daytona with 
the vision that he could win his sixth 
Daytona 200 on the perennially trouble- 
some VR1000. He left with blurred vision 
after what was described by Harley- 
Davidson in an unfortunately belated 
press release as an “altercation in а Day- 
tona Beach nightclub" on Thursday night. 

The Daytona Beach police responded 
to the two calls at Razzles, the establish- 
ment on Seabreeze Boulevard where 
Georgians make their annual bar-fight 
pilgrimage - Aaron Yates was assaulted 
in the same establishment last year - at 
1:24 a.m. and 1:44 a.m., according to the 
Daytona Beach News-Journal reporter 
who investigated the incident. So it was 
more like Friday when Russell joined the 
peanut shells and bottle caps on the floor. 

The first sign that something was 
amiss was Friday's late-morning prac- 
tice. Both of the number "4" VR1000s 
were prepped and ready to go; the same 
couldn't be said for the rider who didn't 
make it out in that session, or the one 
after, or the one after that, or the race. 

The first report out of the Harley 
camp was that Russell had a sore throat, 
a plausible theory to anyone who'd 
heard his raspy voice on Thursday, but 
less plausible to the cynical masses hud- 
dled in the press room. As the editor of 
Cycle News posited, his throat was sore 
because he'd been hit so hard that he 
swallowed his nose. 

Even before Harley finally came 
clean, the air in the pits was replete with 
enough rumors to fill an entire road rac- 
ing monthly, and then some. 

It began when an anonymous team 
owner asked me, "What do you hear 
about Russell?" 

"Haven't heard a thing, Terry," I told 
him. ^What've you heard?" 

“Ваа things," he said, and nothing 
more. That tingled my investigative 
reporter's antennae, and I began my 
search for the truth. 

The best place to start would be the 
Harley garage, I thought, so I headed 
straight for the press room, where I was 
certain I'd find more conspiracy theories 
than in Oliver Stone's complete oeuvre. 
And these are a few of the things I was 

| told: Russell had been in a bar fight with 
l either a Yamaha hooligan, who took 


| ts always something. 
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offense at Russell’s switching camps, or 
his future brother- or brothers-in-law, or 
a black guy (a rumor which was dis- 
missed before word reached Johnnie 
Cochran), or just some guy who jumped 
out of the crowd and sucker-punched 
him - there were two versions of this 
story: one had brass knuckles, the other 
didn’t - then belted him a few more 
times while he was on the ground and 
his posse stood in mute admiration, not, 
as the kids say, watching his back. 

Since I didn't speak to Russell him- 
self - no one I know has - my best guess 
is that it was one punch that came out of 
nowhere and took him down. I'd even 
heard he was on his way out of the 
place when bad things started happen- 
ing, precipitated by someone other than 
the phantom pugilist. This would be the 
Lone Puncher Theory. 

The injuries were described as either 
a swollen eye or a shattered cheekbone 
or fluid into or out of the eye or a bro- 
ken jaw or a detached retina (the last of 
which would certainly have kept him 
from racing for a while), or any combi- 
nation of the above. 

He would, it was certain, either be fit 
to race the Daytona 200 or unable to put 
his helmet on because it didn't fit that 
well, or unfit to race in Phoenix in two 
weeks because of the detached retina, or 
in need of an operation, or we don't know 
- what've you heard? Again, the best 
guess would be that, if he did have a shat- 
tered cheekbone and needed reconstruc- 
tive surgery, 10 days is an awfully short 
amount of time to squeeze your head into 
a helmet. In hindsight, what he should 
have done is strap the helmet on immedi- 
ately, a move which would have inhibited 
the swelling and guaranteed that he could 
race in two weeks. In further hindsight, he 
should have worn the helmet into the bar. 

The gossip continued: He was dragged 
from the nightclub and taken immediately 
to the hospital and then back to his hotel 
room, only to return to the hospital for a 
CAT scan later in the day, when it was 
determined that he would need an opera- 
tion to reconstruct two bones in his face 
which had been broken. 

Some of this was cleared up in the 
release that Harley-Davidson issued, and 
more was cleared up by journalists who 
visited the Harley camp. My best guess 
here is that they, like everyone else, were 
being kept entirely in the dark. Given the 
condition of his throat, the notion that 
he'd have to visit a hospital was entirely 
reasonable. Once the facts became clear, 
the team issued a press release about the 
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incident, which included a quote from 
Russell wishing his teammate Pascal 
Picotte well in the 200. 

It was not a model response to a crisis. 
The model had been made by Terry 
Vance, the owner of the Ducati team for 
which Anthony Gobert was riding when 
he tested positive for marijuana at last 
year's Laguna Seca World Superbike race. 
Vance issued a brief statement at the time, 
never ducked the truth, and still doesn't. 
Neither did Gobert, who, after getting his 
own less-accurate tests, admitted to smok- 
ing pot. What Vance knew, and what it 
appeared Harley seemed to overlook 
(even though that likely wasn't the case), 
is that the truth will almost certainly pre- 
vail. If its true the team wasn't given the 
full truth, Russell not only hurt himself, 
but he damaged the team's credibility. 

Regardless of what happened in the 
nightclub - whether he was sucker- 
punched or whether it was provoked - 
one thing which Russell's fellow com- 
petitors agreed on is that he shouldn't 
have put himself in the position for this 
to happen. 

The reason that riders like Doug 
Chandler and Miguel DuHamel and Mat 
Mladin and the Bostroms and Pascal 
Picotte and all the others don't get beaten 
up in bars is that they know the reason 
they've been flown to a race is to win the 
race, and winning the race means being 
prepared - and being prepared doesn't 
involve overnight trips to bars. 

Not that this was Russell's first run- 
in during Speed Week. Two years ago, 
he was involved in a minor incident that 
clearly wasn't his fault, according to 
everyone involved. Still, he was forced 
to spend a night in jail just a few days 
before the 200. He won that race and 
he's won from the back row of the third 
wave and he's won after falling down, 
but he's never won from an emergency 
room and he didn't this year. 

The Daytona 200 is his season's 
biggest race - bigger still for Harley, 
which had worked all winter to give 
Russell a machine he thought he could 
win on, spending more time and money 
than ever before. Harley's most famous 
son and designer, Willie G. Davidson, 
was at the race, as always, but more of a 
presence in the pits than usual, and in 
the company of Jeff L. Bleustein, 
Harley's chairman and CEO. 

The team was ecstatic that they'd 
picked up a five-year sponsorship deal 
from Ford, a commitment that would 
give them the capital needed to proceed 
with much-needed development on the

rapidly aging VR1000, a motorcycle 
which has never been very competitive 
and gets less so with each passing year. 
Among the many rumors birthed by the 
Russell incident was that Ford would be 
sending executives to the race to watch 
their investment in action. This was 
among the more-unconfirmed rumors. 

The Speedway that has treated Rus- 
sell so well over the years was excited 
about his presence. For years they've 
been wondering how to get the Great 
Unwashed from Main Street to the 
grandstands..This year they advertised 
heavily in the local paper, with photos 
of Russell on the Harley, on the radio, 
and on television. Daytona doesn't 
release crowd figures, but the stands 
and infield looked a little fuller to me. 

Even before Russell's fateful sojourn 
into the night, things weren't well in the 
Harley camp. In Wednesday's first 90- 
minute practice session, he made a total 
of about four laps - the bike was bedev- 
iled by continuing problems with a new - 
but unfortunately not yet improved, as it 
turned out - fuel-injection system. Had he 
made the race, who knows what might 
have happened? Judging from the results 
of teammate Pascal Picotte, nothing good. 

The French Canadian, who's been 
vocally unhappy about the pace of 
progress, hit a false neutral downshifting 
for turn one after he'd blown by the 
Muzzy Kawasaki of Doug Chandler. The 
ensuing crash left him bruised and bat- 
tered, but nothing more, and he'll be 
ready for Phoenix in two weeks, as he was 
for Daytona. It wasn't his first trip down 
the road during Speed Week. A stuck 
throttle had earlier thrown him down. 

In a very unscientific poll taken of the 
riders during the December Dunlop tire 
test, all thought Russell would put the VR 
on the podium this year, and a surprising 
number thought he could win a race. 

Who will ride at Phoenix? Thomas 
Wilson was at Daytona, looking fully 
recovered from the horrific injuries he suf- 
fered in turn one at Loudon about eight 
months ago. When I asked him if he'd 
ride Phoenix, before Russell's incident, he 
answered, "Ask Steve," meaning team 
manager Steve Scheibe. Now Wilson may 
get a chance. 

Don't expect much. After all, he suf- 
fered devastating injuries last year - 
injuries some thought had ended his 
career - and he's ridden very little since 
then. To expect him to come in and race 
a motorcycle after such a long layoff, let 
alone win - now that would certainly 
take a more than superhuman effort. ем 
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tion, forcing readers to wait a week to see who 
would emerge victorious in the 1969 Daytona 200, 
i but the results of the 100-mile 250cc event were in, and 
Yvon DuHamel (Yam) was the winner over Ron Pierce 
(Yam) and Ron Gould (Yam).
